'PSir'john  Batty  Tuke  introduced  into  the  House  of  Com- 
mons on  Monday  Bills  to  prevent  companies  acting  as 
physicians,  surgeons,  or  medical  practitioners,  and  to  prevent 
companies  practising  as  dentists,  or  assuming  that  title,  unless 
the  bus'ness  is  wholly  conducted  by  registered  dentists.  The 
Bills  were  read  a  first  time,  and  we  give  the  full  text  of  them 
on  p.  19. 

The  Coroner's  inquiry  in  regard  to  the  deaths  of  two  chil- 
dren after  taking  "liquozone"  has  been  concluded.  Sir 
Thomas  Stevenson,  who  examined  the  viscera  of  the  children, 
confined  his  evidence  to  the  properties  of  Liquozone ;  but 
Professor  Pepper  and  Dr.  A.  P.  Luff,  called  by  the  Liquozone 
Co.,  were  decidedly  of  opinion  that  liquozone  was  not  the 
cause  of  death.    The  jury  were  of  a  contrary  opinion  (p.  20). 

The  half-yearly  stocktaking  restricts  business  in  drugs  and 
chemicals  to  mostly  current  requirements,  although  in  or.e  or 
two  quarters  there  are  indications  of  a  slightly  improved  tone. 
Shellac  is  the  outstanding  feature  of  the  week,  consumptive 
buying  having  sent  up  the  price  fully  10s.  ;  menthol,  too,  has 
had  a  spurt,  which  soon  exhausted  itself.  Castor  oil,  citric 
a?id,  annatto  are  firmer;  cream  of  tartar,  carbolic  acid  are 
tending  easier  ;  and  turpentine  is  lower  (p.  30).

Stereochemistry. 

By  W.  W.  Taylor,  M.A.,  D.Sc. 

8TEREOCHEMISTBY,  which  deals  with  the  arrange- 
ment in  space  of  the  atoms  or  groups  of  atoms  which 
are  comprised  in  the  molecule,  is  the  natural  development 
of  structural  formulae ;  and  this,  in  turn,  was  based  upon 
valency.  Originally  introduced  to  represent  certain  kinds 
of  isomerism,  it  has  been  extended  until  it  now  includes 
such  questions  as  the  variation  of  stability  of  cyclic  com- 
pounds (benzen,  etc.)  with  the  number  of  atoms  in  the  ring, 
or  the  reactions  exhibited  only  by  compounds  which  have 
certain  groups  in  particular  positions  in  the  molecule.  It 
would  be  erroneous  to  conclude,  however,  that  the  results 
of  stereochemistry  are  dependent  upon  any  particular  theory 
of  valency,  though  it  will  be  convenient  to  make  use  of 
valency  as  a  clearer  view  of  the  subject  is  thus  obtained ; 
and,  besides,  there  are  obvious  advantages  in  following  the 
lines  on  which  the  development  actually  proceeded.  The 
various  steps  which  led  to  stereochemistry  may  be  indicated 
by  a  set  of  illustrations. 

There  are  four  well-known  substances  with  very  different 
properties,  the  composition  of  which  is  represented  by  the 
empirical  formula  CH20.  The  substances  are  formalde- 
hyde, acetic  acid,  lactic  acid,  and  glucose  (grape  sugar). 
The  difference  of  properties  is  not  explicable  by  differences 
of  composition.  But,  for  various  reasons,  both  of  a  phy- 
sical and  chemical  nature,  into  details  of  which  it  is  not 
necessary  to  enter  now,  these  four  substances  are  repre- 
sented by  the  formulae  CH20,  C2H,,0,,  C3H603,  and 
CeHJ20G  respectively,  and  the  differences  are  explained. 
This  kind  of  isomerism  is  generally  called  Polymerism ; 
perhaps  the  best  example  is  the  series  of  Olefines,  all  of 
which  have  the  composition  CH2,  and  whose  molecular 
formulas  are  known  from  their  vapour-densities  and  from 
the  composition  of  their  dibromides. 

When,  however,  it  was  found  that  two  substances  are 
represented  by  the  formula  C3H603,  both  monobasic  acids, 
and  both  containing  the  alcoholic  hydroxyl  group  -OH,  it 
became  necessary  to  resort  to  structural  formulae — i.e.,  to 
represent  on  a  plane  the  relations  of  the  various  atoms  er 
groups  to  each  other  in  the  molecule.  From  the  modes  of 
formation  the  one,  lactic  acid,  is  represented  by  the

These  formulae  are  frequently  written  CH3.CHOH.COOH 
(a -hydroxy-propionic      acid)     and  CH2OH.CH,.COOH 


(<8 -hydroxy-propionic  acid).  And,  again,  by  the  use  of 
two-dimensional  formulae,  the  differences  are  explained. 
The  term  isomerism  is  usually  restricted  to  this  kind  of 
isomerism.  It  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  any  chemist 
ever  imagined  that  two-dimensional  formulae  really  repre- 
sented the  actualities  of  three-dimensional  space,  hut,  so 
long  as  they  afforded  a  means  of  expressing  the  known 
facts,  there  was  no  need  to  make  use  of  more  complicated 
means.  .  .  1 

But,  further,  there  are  two  acids,  each  of  which  is  un- 
doubtedly represented  by  the  formula  CH3.CHOH.COOH 
(o -hydroxy -propionic  acid)  ;  they  have,  moreover,  the 
same  chemical  properties,  and  differ  only  in  their  behaviour 
towards  polarised  light.  The  one  isomer  rotates  the  plane 
of  polarisation  to  the  right,  while  the  other  rotates  it  to  an 
equal  extent  in  the  opposite  direction.  Plane  formulae  were 
incapable  of  expressing  the  difference  between  the  two,  and 
three-dimensional  formulae  became  necessary.  The  term 
Stereo-isomerism  is  applied  to  such  isomers.  As  will  be  seen 
later,  not  only  were  plane  formulae  insufficient  to  express  the 
known  kinds  of  isomerism,  but  they  erred  also  in  the 
opposite  direction,  and  pointed  to  the  possibility  of  isomers 
which  were  unknown  and  could  not  be  prepared,  and  were 
shown  by  three-dimensional  formulae  to  be  identical  and  not 
isomeric. 

There  are  two  essentially  different  kinds  of  stereo- 
isomerism ;  in  the  one,  the  isomers  possess  identical  chemical 
properties,  and  differ  only  in  their  action  on  polarised  light ; 
in  the  other,  the  isomers  differ  in  chemical  and  physical  pro- 
perties, and  have  no  action  on  polarised  light.  Both  kinds 
of  stereo-isomerism  are  exhibited  by  carbon  compounds,  and 
by  compounds  of  certain  other  elements.  As  the  former 
kind,  involving  optical  activity,  were  the  first  to  be  dis- 
covered and  investigated,  it  will  be  convenient  to  deal  with 
them  first,  and  to  consider,  in  the  first  instance,  carbon  com- 
pounds only.

Manufacture  of  Milk-sugar. — At  Perth,  Ontario,  on 
June  19,  a  by-law  to  grant  $265,000  to  Messrs.  H.  K. 
Wampole  &  Co.,  of  Philadelphia,  to  erect  a  big  factory 
for  the  manufacture  of  milk-sugar,  was  carried  by  570  for, 
and  only  five  against.

Brevities. 

Last  week  a  workman  at  Messrs.  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.'s 
chemical-works,  Northwich,  named  Quinn,  fell  from  a 
plank  20  feet  high  and  broke  his  back.    He  has  since  died. 

The  President  of  the  Association  of  Women  Pharmacists 
'should  have  been  given  last  week  (p.  952)  as  Mrs.  Clarke 
'Keer.  The  headquarters  of  the  organisation  are  Gordon 
Hall,  Gordon  Square,  W.C. 

During  the  second  quarter  of  this  year  thirty-two 
chemists  and  druggists  have  failed  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
says  "Kemp's  Mercantile  Gazette."  There  were  thirty- 
nine  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1904,  but  only  twenty- 
three  in  April-June  1903. 

The  business-premises  occupied  by  Mr.  Waterhouse, 
chemist  and  druggist,  123  Huddersfield  Road,  Ravens- 
thorpe,  were  sold  by  auction  on  June  24  for  350/.,  the 
purchaser  being  Mr.  J.  Scott  Flower,  chemist  and  druggist, 
of  164  Huddersfield  Road. 

,  The  replies  by  Mr.  S.  G.  Bartlett,  of  Winchester,  and 
Mr.  William  Holt,  of  Blackburn,  to  Mr.  Jesse  Boot  in  the 
"  Daily  News,"  brought  an  answer  from  the  latter,  where- 
upon the  editor  (who  has  views  of  his  own  on  this  ques- 
tion) closed  the  correspondence. 

Dr.  Priestley,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Lambeth, 
states  in  his  annual  report  that  formaline  spray-disinfection 
is  the  method  now  chiefly  used  in  Lambeth  in  dealing  with 
infected  rooms,  instead  of  burning  sulphur  in  the  rooms. 
A  scented  formalin-solution  is  used. 

At  the  Northamptonshire  Assizes  last  week,  a  woman 
named  Bazeley  was  charged  with  attempting  to  commit 
'suicide  by  swallowing  a  quantity  of  "  Jeyes'  Fluid."  The 
fluid  was  described  as  very  disagreeable  but  not  poisonous. 
The  woman  was  bound  over  to  come  up  for  judgment  when 
called  upon. 

A.  Beeston,  a  private  in  the  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps, 
now  deceased,  left  personal  estate  valued  at  11.  12s.  6d., 
which  will  be  paid  to  the  next-of-kin  by  the  Secretary,  War 
Office,  Pall  Mall,  London,  S.W.  J.  H.  Foster,  of  the  same 
corps  left  27/.  6s.  Id.,  which  also  awaits  claim  from  the 
next-of-kin. 

The  three  advertisements  which  appeared  in  the 
"  Times"  recently  regarding  the  Pharmacy  Bill  have  been 
reprinted  in  pamphlet  form  by  the  Drug  Companies' 
Association,  Ltd.  A  two-page  preface  is  attached  in  which 
the  chief  argument  is  a  denial  that  an  unqualified  man  who 
forms  a  company  can  by  so  doing  legally  sell  poisons  with 
his  own  hands. 

Mr.  Thomas  Noban,  dispenser.  Ebury  Square,  Pimlico, 
was  crossing  a  road  at  Southend  on  Friday  evening,  June  23, 
when  he  was  knocked  down  and  run  over  by  a  cyclist.  He 
was  taken  to  his  apartments,  but  died  shortly  afterwards. 
A  Coroner's  jury  has  since  returned  a  verdict  of  heart- 
failure,  medical  evidence  proving  that  Mr.  Noban  had 
suffered  from  asthma  and  paralysis. 

The  "  red-rubber  peril  "  is  troubling  Bradford.  A  dozen 
persons  have  reported  symptoms  of  poisoning  after  drinking 
mineral  waters  from  bottles  in  which  the  rubber-rings  had 
been  used  with  the  stoppers,  and  Mr.  Rhys-Davies.  consult- 
ing-chemist, reported  himself  as  one  of  those  who  had  been 
affected,  and  also  stated  that  he  had  carried  out  analyses 
after  he  felt  the  symptoms,  and  had  found  traces  of  anti- 
mony in  every  case.  The  city  analyst,  Mr.  F.  W.  Richard- 
son, is  conducting  investigations  on  behalf  of  the  Health 
Committee,  but  has  expressed  the  opinion  that  there  is  very 
little  danger  of  antimonial  poisoning  through  the  medium  of 
these  rubber-rings,  as  he  has  frequently  examined  aerated 
waters  and  found  no  antimony  in  them. 

C Metropolitan  Asylums  Board  Dispensers'  Salaries. 
At  the  meeting  of  the  managers  of  the  Metropolitan 
Asylums  District  on  Saturday,  June  24,  the  Hospitals  Com- 
mittee reported  having  considered  a  letter  from  certain  of 
the  dispensers  in  the  hospitals'  service  applying  for  an  in- 
crease of  salary.    The  salary  at  present  assigned  to  the  dis- 


pensers in  the  employ  of  the  Board  is  at  the  rate  of  100/. 
per  annum,  with  dinner  and  tea  daily,  rising  by  annual 
increments  of  5?.  to  120/.  The  committee  stated  that  they 
considered,  "  having  regard  to  the  responsible  duties  de- 
volving upon  these  officers,"  that  some  addition  should  be 
made  to  the  present  rate  of  pay.  They  recommended  "  that 
the  managers  do  assign  to  the  office  of  dispenser  at  the  in- 
fectious hospitals  a  salary  at  the  rate  of  100/.  per  annum, 
rising  by  5/.  annually  to  130/.,  together  with  the  emoluments 
of  dinner  and  tea  daily."  This  Was  agreed  to,  and  it  was 
further  agreed,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  committee, 
that  the  increased  standard  of  pay  should  be  taken  as  having 
been  in  force  at  the  time  each  dispenser  was  appointed.  \J>< 

Metropolitan  Medicines"! 

During  the  past  year  the  Lambeth  public  analyst  re- 
ported on,  inter  alia,  8  samples  of  cream  of  tartar,  6  of 
milk  of  sulphur,  6  of  tartaric  acid.  21  of  olive  oil,  3  of 
eucalyptus  oil,  and  4  of  linseed  meal,  all  being  genuine. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  of  Westminster  reported 
on  Tuesday,  June  27,  having  considered  the  certificates  of 
Mr.  Cribb,  public  analyst,  with  respect  to  three  prescrip- 
tions taken  under  the  provisions  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts.  One  was  deficient  in  bismuth  carbonate  to  the 
extent  of  14  per  cent.,  a  second  showed  a  deficiency  of 
16.5  per  cent,  of  bismuth  carbonate  and  6.3  per  cent, 
excess  of  sodium  bicarbonate,  while  a  third  showed  32  per 
cent,  too  little  quinine  sulphate.  The  committee  decided 
that  no  action  be  taken  as  to  samples  1  and  2,  but  that  the 
dispenser  of  sample  3  be  summoned. 

The  Chemists'  Defence  Association. 
A  meeting'  of  the  directors  was  held  at  the  offices  of  the 
Association,  Temple  Chambers,  E.C.,  on  June  27,  when, 
amongst  other  business,  claims  were  considered  from 
members  in  respect  to  accidents  in  selling  medicine,  and 
compensation  was  ordered  to  be  paid  in  each  case.  One 
claim  was  for  the  sale  of  camphorated  oil  in  place  of  olive 
oil.  A  lady  took  some  of  the  oil  and  became  ill.  Another 
claim  was  for  the  sale  of  tincture  of  capsicum  instead  of 
paregoric  elixir,  and  a  third  for  the  accidental  dispensing  of 
syrup  of  chloral  instead  of  syrup  of  codeine.  In  each  case 
the  claims  have  been  settled  for  reasonable  amounts. 

The  Canadian  Visitors. 

At  the  monthly  dinner  of  the  Canadian  Society  of  London, 
on  June  22,  a  number  of  the  representatives  of  the  Canadian 
Manufacturers'  Association  were  guests  of  the  Society.  Mr. 
A.  E.  Holden  (of  Fairchild  Bros.  &  Foster)  presided,  and 
other  representatives  of  the  drug-trade  present  were  Mr.  J. 
Morgan  Richards,  Mr.  Arthur  Lyman  (Lyman  &  Sons, 
Montreal),  Messrs.  Hickey,  Clarke,  Jamieson  and  Whelan 
(Parke,  Davis  &  Co.),  Mr.  Geo.  Aargaard  (Peter  Moller, 
Ltd.)  and  Mr.  T.  W.  Davies  (Fairchild  Bros.  &  Foster). 

The  toast  of  "  The  Visitors  "  was  given  by  the  Chairman 
in  a  charming  speech,  and  Mr.  George,  President  of  the 
Association,  replied.  He  said  Canadians  had  been  mis- 
understood in  connection  with  the  attitude  which  they  had 
adopted  in  reference  to  preferential  tariffs.  They  had  been 
criticised  because  they  had  said  they  were  in  favour  of 
preferential  tariffs  on  a  basis  as  low  as  would  furnish 
adequate  protection  to  Canadian  industries.  They  believed 
this  to  be  no  absurd  basis  to  stand  on,  and  they  believed 
that  no  other  basis  would  do  good  to  Canada  or  be  beneficial 
to  the  Empire.  Canada  recognises  that  she  would  have  to 
do  something  to  get  her  industries  started.  She  wants  to 
build  up  her  own  Empire  and  not  other  lands.  Canada  has 
simply  adopted  the  principle  that  she  is  going  to  treat  the 
people  of  the  British  Empire  better  than  she  will  treat  the 
outsider.  Canada  must  have  something  in  the  way  of  a 
protective  tariff  in  order  to  induce  people  to  come  into  the 
Dominion.  The  toast  was  also  spoken  to  by  Mr.  Ganong 
(member  of  the  Canadian  Parliament),  Mr.  Ballantyne 
(Vice-President  of  the  Association),  and  Mr.  McNaught 
(Chairman  of  the  Association's  Tariff  Committee). 

The  Canadian  visitors  are  now  making  the  tour  of  the 
provinces,  and  on  Tuesday  were  in  Birmingham,  where  Mr. 
Joseph  Chamberlain  was  the  principal  speaker  at  a  public 
banquet. 

The  party  have  also  visited  Sheffield,  inspecting  many 
works  in  the  city  and  neighbourhood.  They  were  enter- 
tained to  luncheon  in  the  Cutlers'  Hall. 
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Cricket. 

A  match  between  the  Westminster  and  Metropolitan  Col- 
leges of  Pharmacy  was  played  at  Nunhead  last  Saturday. 
The  "  Metros  "  won  by  seven  wickets,  scoring  65  and  34  for 
three  against  74  and  24  for  Westminster. 

London  and  Muter's  Colleges  played  at  Nunhead  on 
Saturday.  The  Londoners  batted  first,  and  were  dismissed 
for  92,  the  highest  scores  being  B.  Abel  (not  "Bobby"  of 
that  ilk)  32,  and  Browning  17,  not  out.  Muter's  innings 
realised  61,  thus  leaving  London  College  winners  by  31. 

W.  C.  &  D.  Cricket  League. — A  match  between  the  May 
&  Baker  C.  C.  and  Burgoyne  Burbidges  C.  C,  played  at 
Raynes  Park,  resulted  in  a  win  for  May  &  Baker  by  148 
to  74. 

Pathological  Material  sent  by  Post. 

The  Postmaster-General  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that 
pathological  specimens  are  frequently  sent  by  post  by 
members  of  the  medical  profession  and  other  persons  in 
packets  which  have  not  been  registered  as  required  by  the 
Post  Office  regulations,  and  gives  notice  that  these  regula- 
tions must  be  strictly  adhered  to.  They  are  given  in  the 
C.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  303. 

The  Public  Want  Water. 

The  chalybeate  springs  on  the  Pantiles,  at  Tunbridge 
Wells,  have  this  week  been  closed  to  the  public,  and  the 
circumstances  have  created  a  good  deal  of  indignation 
locally.  In  anticipation  of  the  summer  season  the  Trades- 
men's Association  have  had  the  surroundings  of  the  well  re- 
painted, and  on  Monday  the  Mayor  and  members  of  the 
Corporation  went  to  the  Pantiles  and  declared  the  season 
open.  Simultaneously  carpenters  were  busy  enclosing  the 
springs  and  preventing  the  visitors  and  inhabitants  from 
obtaining  the  water.  This,  it  appears,  was  done  on  behalf 
of  a  large  firm  of  chemists,  who  have  taken  Bath  House, 
which  existed  in  the  time  of  Dr.  Johnson,  and  have  waited 
until  the  season  has  commenced  before  beginning  the  neces- 
sary alterations  to  the  premises. 

Madieinal  Proprietaries. 
Dr.  A.  Rivers-Willson,  of  Oxford,  presiding  at  the 
annual  dinner  of  the  Incorporated  Medical  Practitioners' 
Association,  held  at  the  Trocadero  Restaurant  last  week, 
said  many  dangers  threaten  the  medical  practitioner.  In 
addition  to  the  hospital  and  the  prescribing  chemist,  there 
have  come  into  existence  the  tabloid  and  the  ready-made 
mixture.  On  inquiry  among  Oxford  chemists  he  found 
that  for  every  bottle  of  a  certain  mixture — only  adver- 
tised in  the  medical  Press — which  is  sold  on  medical 
advice,  twelve  bottles  are  sold  without  prescription;  and 
naturally  this  is  much  more  the  case  with  preparations 
that  are  advertised  in  all  directions.  The  mixtures  com- 
monly prescribed  in  former  years  were  very  harmless ;  but 
now  people  are  in  the  habit  of  prescribing  for  themselves, 
to  their  own  detriment,  extremely  potent  drugs. 

East  Anglian  Notes. 

Many  Norfolk  chemists  are  finding  picture  postcards  a 
valuable  side-line,  especially  during  the  summer  months, 
when  the  visitors  flock  to  the  royal  county.

The  many  friends  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Llewellyn 
Williams,  chemist,  of  New  Buckenham,  near  Attleborough, 
will  learn  with  sorrow  of  his  tragically  sudden  death  at 
Norwich  on  Saturday  last.  Deceased  had  recently  disposed 
of  his  business,  and  some  of  his  furniture  was  that  day  being 
removed.  Mr.  Williams  left  New  Buckenham  in  the  early- 
afternoon,  cycled  to  Norwich,  a  distance  of  about  fifteen, 
miles,  went  to  his  residence,  and  shortly  afterwards  set  out 
again  to  ride  to  a  bank  in  the  city.  Whilst  on  this  business 
he  was  seized  with  heart- failure  and  fell  from  his  machine, 
expiring  almost  instantaneously.  Though  Mr.  Williams 
had  no  occasion  to  seek  medical  aid  for  many  years,  the  post- 
mortem examination  revealed  the  fact  that  his  heart  waa- 
very  diseased.

Birmingham  Notes. 

Alderman  Clayton,  the  local  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer, 
has  managed  to  bring  the  rates  by  carefulness  to  status  quo, 
although  the  education  rate  is  great. 

A  party  of  nine  pharmacy  students,  including  a  lady,  was 
seen  the  other  morning  at  the  Cannon  Hill  Park  Botanical 
Gardens  studying  the  numerous  illustrations  of  common 
natural  orders. 

Degree-day  will  be  July  8,  and  the  Congregation  will  be 
at  the  Midland  Institute,  as  the  Town  Hall  is  under  repair. 
The  attendance  will,  therefore,  be  very  much  restricted 
owing  to  want  of  space. 

In  view  of  the  July  Conference  an  energetic  member  of 
the  fraternity  is  trying  to  make  up  a  party  from  this  city 
of  such  a  number  as  will  warrant  the  railway  company  in 
granting  special  facilities  for  travelling  in  comfort  and  at 
reduced  fares. 

Mr.  Frederick  G.  C.  Walker  (30),  science  master  under 
the  Birmingham  Education  Committee,  died  suddenly  from 
heart- failure  while  cycling  last  Saturday.  [This  is  not 
Mr.  Frederick  G.  C.  Walker,  demonstrator  at  the  School  of 
Pharmacy,  Bloomsbury  Square,  who  is  hale  and  hearty.] 

Antimony  was  boomed  in  our  locals  as  the  chief  cause  of 
appendicitis  last  week.  This  week  it  is  caraway-seeds,  and 
the  confectioner,  having  consulted  his  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, has  secured  the  flavour  without  the  risk,  and  has  mad© 
it  a  leading  line,  to  the  advantage  of  Brother  Chip. 

It  is  curious  that  New  Street  can  now  only  support  one 
chemist's  shop,  whereas  twenty  years  ago  there  were  three 
or  more  in  the  same  thoroughfare.  If  any  venturesome 
pharmacist  would  care  to  tempt  the  Fates,  he  can  secure  one 
of  the  first-rate  shops  at  a  first-rate  rent  in  the  new  facade 
of  the  Theatre  Royal,  which,  in  view  of  the  slackness  of 
trade,  seem  to  hang  fire  somewhat. 

The  city  analyst  has  confided  to  a  press-man  that  the 
public  notion  of  sand  being  used  as  an  adulterant  for  sugar 
is  erroneous  as  far  as  his  experience  goes,  but  that  some  time 
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ago  he  found  a  sample  contaminated  with  fully  35  per  cent, 
of  "  spar  silicate."  The  literary  man  thus  dispels  any  doubt 
there  may  be  as  to  the  nature  of  this  :  "A  substance  that 
anyone  might  obtain  by  grinding  the  sparkling  white  stones 
used  to  adorn  one's  rockery." 

A  complete  transformation  has  come  over  the  windows  of 
local  chemists'  shops  in  view  of  the  delightfully  fine  and 
warm  weather,  bottles  of  mag.  cit.,  bathing-requisites, 
lemon  squash,  ginger-beer  powders,  and  other  thirst- 
quenchers  being  prominent.  The  premier  houses,  however, 
still  adhere  to  the  classical  porcelain  filters  and  specimens 
of  good  and  bad  waters  in  process  of  filtration,  while  the 
official  floral  panorama  proceeds  in  Edmund  Street. 

Life-insurance  for  Chemists'  Assistants. 
Mr.  Jesse  Boot,  as  managing  director  of  the  Lancashire, 
Southern,  and  Western  Boots  Companies,  has  recently  ad- 
dressed a  circular  letter  to  the  managers  of  the  branches  in 
these  three  companies  regarding  life  insurance.  It  appears 
that  the  managers  in  the  Eastern  Co.,  owing  to  the  large  pro- 
vident fund,  have  certain  assurances  which  have  not  hitherto 
been  enjoyed  by  the  managers  in  the  other  companies,  and 
Mr.  Boot  now  proposes  to  insure  the  life  of  each  manager 
for  100?.,  the  first  year's  premium  being  paid  from  the 
Managers'  Provident  Fund;  in  subsequent  years  half  the 
premium  will  be  paid  by  the  fund,  the  manager  paying  the 
other  half,  and  in  the  event  of  him  leaving  the  company  he 
retains  the  policy  and  pays  the  whole  of  the  premium  him- 
self. The  proposal  has  given  general  satisfaction  to  the 
managers.  It  is  mentioned  in  the  circular  that  the  excellent 
condition  of  the  Eastern  Co.'s  Managers'  Provident  Fund 
is  due  mainly  to  the  rentals  of  the  shops  of  that  company 
being  lower  than  those  of  the  other  companies,  who  have 
comparatively  few  shops  freehold,  as  is  the  case  with  the 
Eastern  Co. 

A  Cambridge  Chemist  Sued. 

Mr.  G.  L.  Stocker,  a  merchant,  of  Oxford  Gardens, 
Kensington,  brought  an  action  for  slander  before  Mr. 
Justice  Wills  and  a  special  jury  in  the  King's  Bench  Divi- 
sion of  the  High  Court  on  June  22,  against  Mr.  George 
Beall,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Cambridge.  The  statement 
complained  of  was  to  the  effect  that  twenty  years  ago  the 
plaintiff  had  seduced  the  defendant's  servant  while  on  a 
visit  to  Mr.  Beall's  house.  Defendant  pleaded  justifica- 
tion, and  that  the  allegation  was  true.  The  cross-examina- 
tion of  the  plaintiff  by  Mr.  Lush,  K.C.  (on  behalf  of 
defendant)  elicited  that  he  is  an  undischarged  bankrupt, 
and  had  been  in  prison  in  America.  While  the  cross-ex- 
amination was  proceeding  Mr.  Robert  Wallace,  K.C,  lead- 
ing counsel  for  Stocker,  asked  permission  to  speak  to  his 
client,  and  after  a  private  consultation  Mr.  Wallace  said 
the  jury  would  not  be  troubled  further  with  the  case.  He 
believed  the  defendant  uttered  the  words  complained  of 
honestly  believing  them  to  be  true  and  bond  fide.  There 
would  be  judgment  for  the  defendant  on  that  ground  with- 
out costs,  leaving  open  the  question  of  fact. 

Mr.  Justice  Wills  :  There  is  no  use  in  deciding  that.  I 
think  both  of  you  have  acted  wisely  after  what  has 
happened. 

Mr.  Lush  said  it  must  be  understood  that  in  not  asking 
for  costs  it  must  not  operate  more  than  on  the  grounds 
put  forward. 

Mr.  Justice  Wills  :  To  get  blood  out  of  a  stone  is  a 
hopeless  process. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

At  the  marriage  of  the  daughter  of  Mr.  T.  C.  Newton  (of 
Messrs.  Newton,  Chambers  &  Co.,  Ltd.),  which  took  place 
at  Chapeltown  on  June  22,  a  silver  tea-and-coffee  service 
and  a  silver  tray  were  presented  by  the  counting-house  and 
office  staff  of  the  "  Izal "  department. 

Some  interest  is  taken  locally  in  the  Rotherham  workman's 
compensation  claim  which  was  heard  last  week.  Judge 
Mansel-Jones  held  that  lead-poisoning  cannot  be  regarded 
as  an  accident.  The  appeal  case  of  Steel  v.  Cammell,  Laird 
&  Co.,  recently  decided,  was  used  in  favour  of  the  defen- 
dant. 

The  medical  men  at  Worksop  are  complaining  of  the  abuse 
of  the  Worksop  General  Dispensary  by  well-dressed  people 
obtaining  free  medicine  and  treatment.  Some  8  per  cent, 
of  the  inhabitants  of  Worksop  get  gratuitous  medicine, 


excluding  paupers.  Dr.  Montague  says  that  the  amount 
spent  on  drugs  is  double  what  it  should  be. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Court  of  Governors  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Sheffield  was  held  on  June  26,  Mr.  G.  T.  W.  News- 
holme  being  among  the  members  present.  Dr.  Hicks,  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  tendered  his  resignation,  which  was  ac- 
cepted, his  services  being  retained  as  Professor  of  Physics. 
Meanwhile  the  promoters  of  the  Sheffield  University  Bill 
are  enjoying  the  sensation,  so  often  enjoyed  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council,  e.g.  seeing  their  Bill  blocked  by  private 
members.  There  are  four  blocking  motions  down,  one  being 
on  account  of  the  proposal  to  send  a  representative  to  the 
General  Medical  Council. 

Nottingham  Chemist's  Suicide. 
At  Nottingham,  on  June  24,  the  City  Coroner,  Mr.  C.  L. 
Rothera,  conducted  an  inquiry  regarding  the  death  of  John 
Herbert  Bailey,  aged  twenty-seven,  chemist  and  druggist, 
220  Alfred  Street,  who  was  found  on  the  previous  evening 
dead  in  his  bedroom.  From  the  evidence  of  Frances  Black- 
well,  mother  of  the  deceased,  it  appeared  that  he  had  been 
subject  for  twenty  years  to  epileptic  fits,  and  in  consequence 
had  suffered  from  depression.  He  went  up  into  his  bedroom 
on  Friday  to  shave,  and  was  so  long  absent  that  his  mother 
proceeded  to  the  room,  where  she  found  him  lying  dead  on 
the  bed.  After  death  Dr.  Kelly  made  an  examination  of  the 
body,  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  deceased  suc- 
cumbed to  prussic-acid  poisoning.  The  jury  found  that  the 
deceased  committed  suicide  whilst  temporarily  in  an  un- 
sound state  of  mind. 

The  Theft  from  a  Chemist. 

At  Lancaster  Quarter  Sessions  on  Monday,  June  26.  before 
Mr.  T.  F.  Fenwick  and  other  magistrates,  Frederick  Roberts 
(33),  bookmaker,  Harpurhey,  and  William  Stanley  (27), 
clerk,  Ardwick,  were  indicted  on  a  charge  of  stealing  a 
cash-box  containing  scrip  and  valuables  amounting  to  672?., 
belonging  to  Mr.  Hill,  chemist,  Chorley,  on  June  10. 
Stanley  went  into  Mr.  Hill's  shop  and  got  change  of  a 
sovereign.  Shortly  afterwards  Roberts  went  into  the  shop 
and  told  Mr.  Hill  that  he  had  lost  a  pendant  down  the  cellar- 
steps.  He  valued  the  pendant,  and  asked  if  it  could  be  re- 
covered for  him.  Mr.  Hill  went  to  look  for  it,  but  his  search 
was  fruitless.  On  his  return  to  the  shop  he  found  that  the: 
man  had  disappeared  together  with  the  cash-box  containing 
money  and  scrip.  Prisoners  were  also  charged  with  stealing 
81.  from  the  till  of  Messrs.  Bradley,  Queen  Street,  Ulver- 
ston,  on  June  15.  They  pleaded  guilty  to  the  offence  at 
Ulverston  and  not  guilty  to  the  Chorley  charge.  No  evi- 
dence was  offered  in  the  latter  case  by  the  prosecution. 
Both  prisoners  had  been  previously  convicted,  and  Roberts 
was  now  sentenced  to  five  years'  penal  servitude,  and  Stanley 
to  four  years'.

Another  Society  ? 
A  movement  is  on  foot  in  Belfast  for  the  formation  of  a 
society  to  watch  the  interests  of  retail  druggists  in  the  city. 
The  view  of  some  of  the  retailers  is  that  the  present 
Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  is  more  for  wholesale 
druggists ;  and  they  say  that  many  of  its  officers  hcve  trade 
interests  at  variance  with  the  interests  of  the  retail  chemist 
and  druggist.  Letters  advocating  the  formation  of  the 
Society  have  appeared  in  the  local  Press. 
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£.ocal  aewspapsrs  containing'  marked  items  of  news  interesting 
to  tie  Trade  are  always  welcomed  by  the  Editor.

Newsholme.  While 
there  the  School  of 
Pharmacy  in  connec- 
tion with  the  local 
Pharmaceutical  and 
Chemical  Society  was 
resuscitated,  Mr. 
Grierson  actively  parti- 
cipating in  this,  and  he 
was  appointed  one  of 
the  lecturers.

Mr.  Grierson  has  many 
friends  in  pharmacy,  and  they  wish  him  success  in  a  pro- 
fessional career  for  which  he  is  peculiarly  fitted. 

Edinburgh  Chemists'  Golf  Club. 
The  annual  "Bogey"  competition  for  the  medal  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  David  Brown,  F.R.S.E.,  was  held  on  Thurs- 
day, June  22,  over  the  Braid  Hills  course.  A  large  number

Competi- 
tors had  again  to  contend  with  a  hard  dry  course,  the  greens 
being  as  keen  as  a  curling  rink.  The  "Hole  and  Hole" 
competition  for  the  "  Connell  Smith  Putter"  has  now  been 
decided,  Mr.  D.  S.  Philp  winning  for  the  first  time,  Mr. 
H.  D.  Alexander  being  the  runner-up.  This  competition, 
which  commenced  on  April  8,  has  produced  many  exciting 
ties,  competitors  having  repeatedly  to  turn  out  a  second  time 
for  a  deciding  round. 

Random  Notes.

Offers  of  goods  on  sale  or  return  are  as  plentiful  as  goose- 
berries One  of  the  latest  is  a  tonic  which  is  giving  some 
trouble  on  account  of  the  bottles  bursting,  probably  due  to 
the  hot  weather. 


The  Dundee.  Perth,  and  London  Shipping  Co.  intimate 
that  they  will  issue  return  tickets  at  a  single  fare  to  London 
for  those  going  from  Dundee  district  to  the  Conference  at 
Brighton.    Early  notice  to  be  given  at  the  Dundee  office. 

Recent  experience  with  a  line  of  carded  goods  would  seem 
to  indicate  that  modern  pharmacists  give  too  much  atten- 
tion to  the  sale  of  a  stereotyped  range  of  preparations  for 
the  hair,  and  too  little  to  the  cultivation  of  the  juvenile 
moustache. 

Glasgow  Notes. 

According  to  the  Chief  Constable's  recently  issued  annual 
return  of  shops  open  on  Sunday,  the  number  of  druggists' 
shops  is  given  as  256.  This,  of  course,  includes  doctors' 
shops,  which  reach  a  total  of  over  150. 

Although  no  signatures  have  yet  been  taken  as  a  moral 
guarantee  for  the  faithful  observance  of  the  Trade  Asso- 
ciation's new  tariff  for  the  dispensing-prices  of  specialities, 
the  latter  is  due  nominally  to  come  into  force  on  July  1. 

While  the  contingent  from  Glasgow  which  joined  the 
Edinburgh  Chemists'  Excursion  was  smaller  than  was 
anticipated,  it  proved  to  be  a  very  merry  party  and  on 
the  return  journey — between  Elvanfoot  and  Carstairs — the 
presence  of  the  genial  Dr.  Coull  in  the  Glasgow  saloon 
contributed  powerfully  to  the  success  of  the  impromptu 
entertainment  which  was  carried  on  in  spite  of  the  "riot 
of  the  rails."  Leadhills  improved  even  upon  short  ac- 
quaintance. Mineralogically  it  is  one  of  the  most  interest- 
ing centres  in  Scotland,  since  the  list  of  ores,  etc.,  occurring 
in  the  district  comprises  lanarkite  (PbSOj.PbO),  leadhillite 
(4PbS03.2CO,.H,0),  galena  (PbS),  sphsrolite  (ZnS), 
calamine  (ZnCOJ,  niccolite  (NiAs),  chalcopyrite 
(CuS.C02:S3),  pyrite  (FeS,),  minium  (Pb3OJ,  fluorite 
(CaF,),  malachite,  pyromorphite,  vanadinate,  dechenite 
(containing  vanadium),  vivianite,  annahergite,  moninite 
(containing  monate  of  monyl),  vauquelinite  (the  phospho- 
chromate  of  lead),  silver,  and  gold.  The  time  was  too 
short  for  an  adequate  inspection  of  the  above-ground 
works,  but  what  was  seen  of  the  operations  of  crushing, 
washing,  etc.,  proved  highly  instructive,  and  most  of  the 
visitors  carried  off  lumps  of  galena  as  souvenirs  of  the 
occasion.  Botanically,  the  district  was  also  unexpectedly 
rich.  The  profusion  of  wild  pansies  was  something  to  be 
remembered,  and  at  Elvanfoot  there  was  found  a  luxuriant 
growth  of  meadow  geranium.  The  pleasure  of  the  whole 
affair  was  greatly  enhanced  by  the  absence  of  speech- 
making  and  all  formality. 

Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assistants',  and  Apprentices' 
Association. 

The  third  botanical  excursion  of  the  summer  session  took 
place  on  Friday,  June  23,  when  about  fifty-five  members  and 
friends,  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  W.  B.  Cowie,  F.C.S., 
travelled  by  train  at  8.10  p.m.  to  Corstorphine,  where  they 
were  met  by  Mr.  Cormack,  chemist  and  druggist,  who  had 
obtained  permission,  by  the  kindness  of  Mr.  T.  W.  Tod, 
of  Clerwood,  for  the  admission  of  the  party  to  the  grounds  of 
Corstorphine  Hill.  The  company  were  allowed  to  ascend  to 
the  top  of  the  tower  which  forms  a  landmark  on  the  summit 
of  the  hill,  and  from  which  a  splendid  panoramic  view  of  the 
surrounding  country  is  obtained.  Some  excellent  field- 
work  was  done  on  the  comparatively  rich  and  well-pro- 
tected ground  of  the  densely-wooded  hills.  One  of  the 
plants  found  was  Corydalis  claviculata,  which  has  never 
previously  been  met  with  in  any  excursion,  and  was  fairly 
abundant,  though  not  mentioned  at  all  in  Sonntag's  "  Flora 
of  Edinburgh,"  published  in  1894.  The  party  walked  back 
to  Corstorphine  station,  where,  on  the  motion  of  M.  A. 
McCutcheon  (President),  cordial  votes  of  thanks  were 
awarded  to  Mr.  Cormack  and  Mr.  Cowie. 

Some  Ancient  Pharmacies  are  to  be  seen  in  Madrid. 
The  Botica  de  la  Reina  Madre  ("The  Queen-Mother's 
Apothecary  ")  in  the  old  calle  Mayor  or  High  Street  of  the 
Spanish  capital  was  founded  in  1578.  This  is  now  the 
property  of  Seiior  Luis  Moreno,  who  specialises  certain 
dental  preparations  of  his  own,  as  well  as  foreign  toilet 
requisites.  In  the  calle  de  Toledo— the  picturesque  work- 
ing-class street  behind  the  Plaza  Mayor— is  a  still  older 
establishment,  the  Botica  de  la  Latina,  founded  in  1509. 
This  is  a  pharmacy  of  the  usual  primitive  Spanish  type, 
simple  inside  and  outside. 
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Or  the  eighteen  cases  of  poisoning  that  have  been  reported 
to  us  during  the  week  sixteen  were  suicides  and  two  were 
returned  as  misadventures.  Scheduled  poisons  caused  death 
in  fourteen  instances — belladonna  liniment  (1).  carbolic  acid 
(4),  oxalic  acid  (1),  laudanum  (4),  prussic  acid  (3),  strych- 
nine (1).  The  belladonna  liniment  was  given  in  mistake  for 
medicine  to  W.  H.  Hilton,  a  Woolwich  carpenter.  He  was 
supplied  with  three  bottles  of  medicine  from  the  Arsenal 
surgery,  and  mistook  the  liniment  for  the  mixture  owing 
to  their  similarity. — The  carbolic-acid  cases  were  at  Leeds, 
Tipton,  Manchester,  and  Saltney. — The  oxalic  acid  was 
taken  by  an  old  soldier  who  was  formerly  mortuary  attend- 
ant at  the  Middlesex  Hospital.  He  lost  his  situation 
through  being  called  up  for  service  in  the  South  African 
War,  and  had  since  only  earned  a  precarious  living. — The 
laudanum  poisonings  were  at  S  harrow  (Sheffield),  Atter- 
eliffe,  Nottingham,  and  Belfast.  In  the  Belfast  case  the 
deceased,  Mrs.  Jane  Gough,  was  addicted  to  drink,  and 
obtained  2  oz.  of  laudanum  from  Mr.  W.  R.  H.  Orr's  shop 
at  98  York  Road  on  the  pretence  that  it  was  wanted  for  her 
husband's  rheumatism.  The  other  case  was  at  Notting- 
ham, Mrs.  McClatchie,  the  victim,  having  been  a  laudanum 
taker  for  many  years,  and  eventually  took  an  overdose. — 
The  prussic-acid  cases  were  at  Nottingham,  Northampton, 
and  Halifax.  The  circumstances  of  the  Nottingham  case, 
involving  the  death  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Bailey,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, are  reported  elsewhere.  The  Halifax  case  was  that  of 
a  medical  man  named  Butterworth,  who  was  acting  as  a 
locum-tenens  for  a  local  doctor.  He  was  a  gentleman  of  a 
very  sensitive  temperament,  but  no  reason  could  be  found 
for  the  rash  act  which  ended  his  life.  The  Northampton 
case  was  that  of  the  young  wife  of  a  baker  named  Tomp- 
kins, and  at  the  inquest  Mr.  Frederick  Charles  Ashford, 
chemist,  St.  Leonard's  Road,  Far  Cotton,  Northampton, 
deposed  that  he  sold  deceased,  whom  he  knew  well,  some 
prussic  acid  on  April  20.  He  made  the  usual  note  of  the  pur- 
chase in  his  poison-book — that  it  was  for  poisoning  a  dog — 
and  Mrs.  Tompkins  signed  the  book.  Questioned  as  to  why 
he  sold  her  the  poison,  witness  replied  that  "  it  was  done  in 
a  legal  way."  He  did  not  poison  the  dog  in  his  shop  because 
she  had  made  no  provision  for  taking  the  animal  away. 
Witness's  poison-book  was  produced,  and  showed  two  con- 
secutive entries  of  prussic-acid  sales,  but  the  witness  added 
that  he  had  only  made  some  nineteen  sales  of  the  drug  in 
five  and  a-half  years.  The  bottle  produced,  found  in  de- 
ceased's house  with  prussic  acid  in  it,  was  not  the  one  he 
supplied  her  with.  He  never  saw  this  bottle  until  shown  it 
by  the  officer.  Mr.  Ashford  was  submitted  to  a  cross- 
examination  by  the  Coroner  as  to  why  he  went  and  asked 
for  the  poison  bottle  from  a  butcher  named  Putnam,  who 
seems  to  have  been  employed  to  poison  the  dog.  Mr.  Ash- 
ford told  Putnam  to  "  stick  "  to  the  bottle,  which  he  seems 
to  have  interpreted  in  the  sense  that  hs  was  to  deny  that  he 
had  it. — The  strychnine  poisoning  case  was  that  of  a  publi- 
can at  Llanwenog.  Of  the  unscheduled  poisons  two  were 
hydrochloric  acid.  In  one  case  the  deceased  took  the  poison 
in  mistake  for  "  liver  salts."  The  Coroner,  in  a  case  at  Old- 
ham, where  bichromate  of  potash  was  used,  made  some 
strong  comments  on  the  ease  with  which  this  unscheduled 
poison  could  be  obtained. — A  death  is  also  reported  from 
trional.  The  deceased,  a  journalist,  living  at  Arundel 
House,  Strand,  was  ordered  trional  in  25-grain  doses,  but 
seems  to  have  much  exceeded  the  dose  ordered. 


A  New  Ferment. — The  S.T.  fermentation  process  now 
being  introduced  depends  on  the  use  of  a  ferment  obtained 
by  Messrs.  Johnson  and  Hare  from  eucalyptus  leaves  by 
immersion  in  a  saccharine  solution,  and  named  by  them 
Saecharoinyecs  thermantitonum.  The  peculiarity  of  this  fer- 
ment consists  in  the  fact  that  it  can  stand,  without  destruction, 
exposure  to  a  temperature  of  170°  F.,  if  not  too  long  con- 
tinued, which  would  be  fatal  to  other  alcoholic  ferments.  It 
is  understood  to  be  capable  of  inducing  alcoholic  fermenta- 
tion through  a  wide  range  of  temperature,  but  acts  best 
between  80°  and  110°  F.  On  this  account  it  is  claimed  that 
it  would  cheapen  brewing  in  temperate  countries.  It  is  also 
said  to  bo  well  adapted  to  the  production  of  "  non-alcoholic  " 
beers  or  beverages  of  very  low  alcoholic  content. — "  The 
Times."

(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Accidental  Poisoning. — A  little  girl  living  in  the  Fau- 
bourg St.  Antoine.  Paris,  was  poisoned  last  month  through- 
taking  strychnine  in  place  of  ipecacuanha.  The  chemist's- 
assistant,  who  served  the  poison  in  error  for  ipecacuanha, 
has  been  charged  with  homicide  by  imprudence,  and  his 
employer  will  be  sued  as  "  civilly  responsible  "  for  damages. 

Red  Syphons. — The  Hygienic  Council  of  the  Seine  assure 
Parisians  that  there  is  no  fear  of  good  syphons  bursting  as 
the  result  of  the  extra  heat  to  which  they  are  subjected  at 
this  time  of  the  year.  It  is  noted,  however,  that  syphons 
of  red  glass  burst  more  readily  than  white,  green,  or  blue 
syphons,  the  reason  given  being  that  red  glass  is  not  homo- 
geneous. 

The  Shah's  Visit  to  Contrexeville  has  given  rise  to 
various  biographical  anecdotes  in  the  French  dailies.  We 
are  reminded  that  his  favourite  doctor  (Mr.  Schneider)  is  an. 
ex-surgeon  of  the  French  army  and  that  he  employs  an  ex- 
army  pharmacist.  M.  Simon,  the  distinguished  botanist, 
is  chief  of  the  gardens  at  Teheran.  The  Grand  Vizier  (who- 
on  this  occasion  accompanies  his  royal  master  to  Contrexe- 
ville) is  sometimes  required  to  act  as  taster  at  the  royal 
table,  and  in  this  capacity  was  recently  required  to  try  some 
Worcestershire  sauce,  which  a  waiter  put  by  the  Shah's 
plate.    The  Vizier  found  it  rather  warm. 

The  Virtues  of  Smoke. — Londoners  hear  so  much  about 
the  deleterious  effects  of  smoke  on  the  human  system  that 
the  counterblast  of  M.  Trillat,  of  the  Pasteur  Institute, 
Paris,  is  worthy  of  remark.  Not  only  does  he  assure  us  that 
a  sick  room  is  really  disinfected  by  simply  burning  sugar, 
and  that  the  smoking  of  ham  and  fish  thoroughly  sterilizes 
food,  but  he  holds  that,  had  not  our  ancestors  lived  m 
smoky  huts,  the  human  race  would  have  disappeared  alto- 
gether. The  comparative  immunity  of  savage  tribes  from 
the  epidemics  which  ravage  civilized  humanity  has  often 
been  noted  in  our  Colonial  possessions,  the  South  Sea 
Islands,  etc.  M.  Trillat's  idea  is  that  the  dense  smoke 
present 'in  the  primeval  hut  when  foods  are  cooked  contains 
sufficient  formaldehyde  to  disinfect  its  dirty  occupants,  and 
thus  prevent  the  spread  of  infectious  disease. 


PERSONAL  RECOLLECTIONS  OF 
M.  PIERRE  VIQIER. 

So  Pierre  Vigier  is  dead.  Well,  I  doubt  if  we  shall  look  upon 
his  like  again.    He  was  one  of  the  old  school  of  pharmacists, 
and  a  retail  chemist.  For  a  hundred  years  and  more  the  rue  du 
Bac  pharmacy  had  been  a  "  classical  house."   Dcmachy  took 
it  in  1756,  Pierre  Vigier  in  1861.   Between  these  two  dates  its 
proprietors  had  kept  up  its  reputation,  and  of  this  reputation 
Vigier  made  himself  the  jealous  guardian.    But  when  the 
Boulevard  St,  Germain  was  made  the  "  nice  little  private- 
house,  shop,  and  garden  at  200/.  a  year  rent,"  as  M.  Vigier 
explained  to  a  C.  &  D.  man,  was  swept  away  into  the  iLwig- 
keit  "  •  and  the  classical  house  moved  for  the  first  time,  i 
never  'knew  the  old  place  myself  (except  from  M.  Vigier  & 
eloquent  descriptions),  but  the  new  pharmacy  was  simple  and 
severe.    M.  Vigier  sat  at  the  cash  desk  as  a  rule.    His  busi- 
ness was  to  overlook  what  was  done.  Dispensing  was  the  prin- 
cipal part  of  the  work.    A  man  who  has  served  on  three  Codex 
Committees  has  seen  a  good  deal  of  prominent  pharmacists- 
and  doctors,  and  can  tell  some  quaint  tales.  He  was  not  a  man 
to  indulge  in  ill-natured  or  sweeping  condemnations  of  a  class, 
but  his  keen  common-sense  allowed  him  to  see  clearly  the  in- 
terested motives  of  those  who  sought  to  introduce  their  patents 
into  the  Codex.    His  views  as  to  the  limited  pharmaceutical 
knowledge  possessed  by  the  average  medical  man  were  also 
illustrated  by  many  entertaining  anecdotes.  His  imitations  of 
the  tone  and  manner  of  worthies  who  sat  on  the  Codex  Com- 
mittees in  his  younger  days  were,  indeed,  so  amusing  that  I 
could  sit  and  listen  to  them  for  hours.    And  though  I  have- 
always  respected  such  communications  as  confidential,  when 
I  hear  a  doctor  abusing  retail  pharmacists  I  keep  my  tongue 
in  my  cheek,  and  smile  as  I  think  of  M.  Vigier's  "  counter- 
blast!"  That  he  was  not  elected  a  member  of  the  Academy  of 
Medicine  was  his  own  fault.   He  told  me— it  must  have  been 
eight  years  ago—that  he  would  enter  the  Academy  "  when  he- 
gave  up  the  business."    But  that  was  what  he  could  never 
nerve  himself  to  do,  and  he  seemed  so  thoroughly  happy  lrt 
his  officine  that  one  could  excuse  his  procrastination.  A 
brother  of  the  deceased  keeps  the  "  Pharmacie  Charlarffl 
Vigier"  in  the  Grand  Boulevards,  Paris. 
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(News  from  our  own  Correspondents.) 


Straits  Notes. — Mr.  A.  Scheuer,  a  German  apotheker,  is 
opening  a  dispensary  at  Ipoh,  in  Perak,  Federated  Malay 
States. — A  factory  tor  the  manufacture  of  coco-nut  oil  on 
a  new  principle  has  been  established  in  the  Straits.  The  old 
method  of  expression  from  copra  (dried  nut)  has  been  dis- 
carded, and  the  new  process  consists  in  heating  the  finely 
comminuted  fresh  nut  with  water,  when  the  oil  rises  to  the 
surface,  and  is  collected  and  purified.  An  obvious  ad- 
vantage is  that  this  process  can  be  worked  all  the  year  round, 
and  it  is  stated  to  give  a  better  and  purer  product. 

Medical  Research. — A  scheme  for  the  establishment  of 
a  Central  Research  Institute  at  Kasauli,  and  a  laboratory 
for  scientific,  medical,  and  sanitary  work  at  the  head- 
quarters of  each  provincial  Government,  to  provide  more 
adequate  means  for  the  scientific  study  of  etiology  and 
the  nature  of  the  diseases  of  the  country,  is  published  by 
Government.  When  the  project  is  developed  (the  financial 
and  other  difficulties  having  been  overcome)  it  is  hoped  that 
not  only  will  it  be  no  longer  necessary  for  officers  to  go  to 
Europe  to  study  tropical  diseases,  but  that  workers  from 
England  and  the  European  Continent  will  avail  themselves 
of  the  Indian  laboratories  and  the  unrivalled  material  for 
study  which  the  diseases  of  the  country  afford. 

Alleged  Wrongful  Dismissal. — The  case  of  Watts  v'. 
Scott,  Thomson  &  Co.  came  before  the  Small  Cause  Court 
at  Calcutta  on  June  7.  This  was  a  claim  by  Mr.  F.  W. 
Watts,  chemist's  assistant,  for  Rs.  297,  for  extra  services 
at  night  between  November  5  and  19,  1904,  for  nine  days' 
salary  in  November,  and  for  one  month's  salary  in  lieu  of 
notice.  It  appeared  from  the  statement  by  plaintiff's 
counsel  that  he  was  engaged  by  the  then  manager,  Mr. 
Chandler,  on  October  9,  and  took  charge  of  the  dispensing 
department.  On  November  7  plaintiff  received  a  letter 
from  the  Secretary  saying  that,  as  he  was  engaged  by  Mr. 
Chandler  without  the  sanction  of  the  directors,  his  services 
would  terminate  on  November  30.  Plaintiff  protested,  and 
asked  for  a  month's  notice,  but  on  November  21  was 
dismissed  for  alleged  rudeness  to  Dr.  Faulkner,  and  com- 
plaints from  the  acting  manager  and  from  the  manager  of 
the  Russell  Street  branch.  Plaintiff  had  formerly  been 
with  Messrs.  Bathgate  &  Co.  for  several  years,  and  with 
Messrs.  Smith,  Stanistreet  &  Co.  Defendants,  through 
counsel,  offered  plaintiff  a  half-day's  salary  for  each  night's 
work,  but  called  Mr.  Joseph  Marum,  manager,  and  Dr. 
C.  L.  Faulkner  in  support  of  their  case.  For  the  plaintiff, 
Mr.  J.  M.  D'Costa  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Rayneau,  an  ex-direc- 
tor, gave  evidence,  the  latter  stating  that  Dr.  Faulknei 
had  no  authority  over  the  plaintiff.  (It  was  Dr. 
Faulkner's  interference  at  the  dispensing-counter  that 
gave  rise  to  the  trouble).  After  hearing  counsel  the  Chief 
Judge  dismissed  the  plaintiff's  case  except  as  regards 
Rs.  11-10-8  for  night-work.  He  considered  that  the 
defendants  were  justified  in  dismissing  him,  but  said  he 
had  been  guilty  of  nothing  dishonest. 

Company  News. — The  forty-first  general  meeting  of  the 
shareholders  of  Messrs.  Treacher  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Bombay, 
was  held  in  their  Fort  premises  on  Wednesday  after- 
noon. June  7.  The  report  of  the  directors  for  the  year  ending 
March  31  was  submitted  for  consideration.  It  showed  that 
the  volume  of  business  done  was  a  good  deal  in  excess  of  the 
previous  year,  but  prices  had  been  considerably  lower;  and, 
notwithstanding  the  increased  turnover,  the  profits  were 
less.  The  balance  available  for  distribution  amounted  to 
Rs.  64,018,  apportioned  as  follows  :  Dividend  of  Rs.  30 
per  share  (6  per  cent.).  Rs.  60,000;  carried  forward, 
Rs.  4.018.  Under  the  head  of  expenses  an  increase  took 
place  in  the  salaries  of  the  staff.  Endeavours  are  being 
made,  the  chairman  told  the  meeting,  to  concentrate  the 
business  in  the  Fort  by  disposal  of  the  company's  property 
at  Byculla. — The  directors  of  Phillips  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  have 
shown  a  highly  satisfactory  report  of  the  year's  working. 
The  profits  amount  to  about  Rs.  77,000,  including  the  sum 
brought  forward.  Out  of  this  a  dividend  of  8|  per  cent, 
was  recommended,  and  the  substantial  sum  of  Rs.  58, COO 
carried  forward.  The  result  is  arrived  at  through  good 
management,  the  business  turnover  being  maintained  with  a 
reduction  in  working  expenses. — J.  L.  Llewellyn  &  Co., 


Ltd.,  chemists  and  druggists,  of  Shanghai,  report  a  profit 
of  $5,875,  including  $2,836  brought  forward  from  1903, 
and  propose  a  dividend  of  $4  per  share  and  to  carry  for- 
ward to  1905  account  $1,075. — At  the  annual  general  meet- 
ing of  shareholders  of  the  George  Town  Dispensary, 
Ltd.,  Penang,  the  directors'  report  and  accounts  for  the 
year  ending  February  28  were  unanimously  adopted,  and  a 
dividend  of  15  per  cent,  declared.  The  net  profits  for  the 
year  being  very  satisfactory,  a  bonus  to  the  employes  of  one 
month's  salary  was  sanctioned  and  a  sum  of  $6,000  placed 
to  the  reserve  fund. — The  report  of  the  general  manager 
to  A.  S.  Watson  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1904,  states  that  the  net  profits  of  the  company, 
after  paying  off  charges,  including  the  salary  of  the  general 
manager,  and  providing  for  all  bad  and  doubtful  debts, 
amount  to  $119,172,  to  which  has  to  be  added  the  balance 
brought  forwai'd  from  the  previous  year,  $2,883,  making 
$112,055.  From  this  there  has  to  be  deducted  general 
manager's  commission  of  5  per  cent,  on  the  net  profit  for 
the  year  as  per  Article  80  of  the  company's  articles  of  asso- 
ciation, $5.958 ;  remuneration  of  the  Consulting  Committee 
as  per  Article  92,  $2,500;  leaving  available  $113,596.  An 
interim  dividend  on  the  old  capital  of  5  per  cent,  was 
paid  in  November  last,  absorbing  $3,000.  It  is  now  pro- 
posed to  pay  a  further  dividend  on  the  old  capital  (making 
10  per  cent,  for  the  year)  which  will  absorb  $30,000,  and  to 
pay  a  dividend  at  the  rate  of  10  per  cent,  per  annum  on 
the  new  capital  for  the  three  months  ending  December  31, 
1904  (equal  to  25c.  per  share),  which  will  absorb  $7,500; 
to  place  to  permanent  reserve  fund  $20,000;  to  write  off 
furniture,  fittings,  building  improvements,  etc.  $20,000, 
and  to  carry  forward  to  1905  account  $6,090. 

Straits  Poisons  Ordinance. — The  new  rules  made  by  the 
Governor-in-Council  under  Section  13  of  this  Ordinance 
were  placed  before  the  Legislative  Council  in  Singapore  on 
May  26,  and  were  to  be  up  for  final  approval  on  June  2. 
They  are  as  follows  : 

No  poison  shall  be  sold  either  by  wholesale  91-  retail 
unless  the  box,  bottle,  vessel,  wrapper,  or  cover  in  which 
such  poison  is  contained  is  distinctly  labelled  with  the  name 
of  the  article  and  the  word  "Poison"  and  with  the  name 
and  address  of  the  seller  of  the  poison. 

No  poison  shall  be  sold  to  any  person  under  eighteen 
years  of  ago. 

No  poison  shall  be  sold  to  any  person  who  is  unknown  to 
the  seller  unless  introduced  by  some  person  known  to  tho 

seller. 

On  every  sale  of  poison  tho  seller  shall  before  delivery 
make  or  cause  to  bo  made  an  entry  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for 
that  purpose  in  tho  Form  A  set  forth  in  the  Schedule  to 
these  Rules,  stating  the  date  of  the  sale,  the  name  and 
address  of  the  purchaser,  the  name  and  quantity 
of  the  article  sold,  and  the  purporc  for  which  it  is 
stated  by  the  purchaser  to  bo  required.  To  theso  entries, 
except  in  the  case  of  the  prescriptions  of  a  registered  prac- 
titioner, the  signature  of  the  purchaser  and  of  the  person  (if 
any)  who  introduced  him  shall  be  affixed.  This  rule  shall 
not  apply  to  sales  by  wholesale  to  retail  dealers  in  the  ordi- 
nary course  of  wholesale  dealing. 

No  poison  shall  be  kept  exposed  for  sale  or  sold  in  any 
shop  or  place  where  articles  of  food  are  prepared,  kept, 
cooked,  sold  or  exposed  for  sale.  This  rule  does  not  apply 
to  the  sale  of  chandu  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business  at 
licensed  opium  shops. 

Register  Books  showing  the  sales  and  purchases  of  poisons 
shall  be  kept  by  all  licensed  dealers  in  poisons.  Those  kept 
of  sales  and  by  retail  dealers  shall  be  in  the  Form  A,  and 
those  kept  by  wholesale  dealers  in  tho  Form  B  in  the 
Schedule  hereto,  and  the  pages  of  all  books  so  kept  shall 
bear  printed  consecutive  numbers. 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Police  Officer  not  below  the  rank 
of  Inspector  and  for  the  Licensing  Officer  under  tho  Ordi- 
nance in  each  Settlement  hereto,  and  for  any  Officer  of  tho 
Medical  Department  authorised  in  writing  by  tho  Licensing 
Officer,  at  all  reasonable  times  to  inspect  the  books  kept 
under  these  rules  and  to  take  copies  and  extracts  therefrom 

Licences  to  sell  poison  shall  bo  in  tho  Form  C  in  the 
Schedule,  with  such  variations  as  circumstar.ee s  may 
require. 

While  this  will  put  the  poisons  in  the  hands  of  the  chemists, 
it  will  mean  a  lot  of  trouble  in  registering  sales,  as  all  the 
poisons  are  in  one  schedule.  In  a  large  native  population  it 
is  also  impossible  to  know  every  customer  for  poison.  Patent 
medicines,  such  as  Fellows'  Syrup,  will  be.  included,  but 
difficulties  are  sure  to  be  encountered  in  interpreting  the 
Ordinance.

New  South  Wales. 

Proprietaries  in  N.Z. — We  have  received  further  par- 
ticulars of  the  meeting  of  protest  held  in  Sydney  on  May  15 
(C.  &■  D.,  June  24,  page  957),  from  which  we  learn  that 
amongst  those  present  were  Messrs.  Henry  L.  Jones  (Acting 
Consul  for  the  United  States  of  America),  J.  S.  Larke 
(Commissioner  for  Canada),  Alexander  Markell  (Charles 
Markell  &  Co.),  W.  E.  Wilson  (R.  Towns  &  Co.),  A.  L. 
Potter  (Johnston  &  Johnston),  G.  Fred.  Birks,  representing 
English  manufacturers,  A.  E.  Lyon  (Conistock  Co.),  Burriss 
Gahan  (Dr.  Williams  Medicine  Co.),  S.  F.  Sheffer  (Sheldon 
Drug  Co.),  the  representative  of  Bile  Beans,  F.  Fox  (Scott  & 
Bown)  —  Row  (E.  Row  &  Co.),  —  Twiby  (Perry  Davis's 
Pain-killer),  C.  A.  Marshall  (President,  Pharmacy  Board  of 
N.S.W.).  and  F.  A.  Peters  (Peters'  Pile-cure).  Mr.  W.  E. 
Wood  (Wood's  Great  Peppermint  cure)  presided. 

New  Zealand. 

The  Proprietary  Articles  Question. — Interviewed 
after  the  New  South  Wales  meeting,  Sir  Joseph  Ward  said 
his  department  has  been  much  misunderstood.  A  large 
number  of  well-known  makers  have  already  deposited  their 
formulas  with  the  Health  Department,  but  as  the  Govern- 
ment have  no  desire  to  interfere  in  any  way  with  legitimate 
trade  it  has  been  decided  to  amend  the  regulation  in  the 
direction  of  removing  the  mandatory  clause  for  depositing 
the  formula?.  It  will  be  necessary  for  makers  to  deposit 
their  formula?  only  when  called  upon  by  the  Minister  of 
Public  Health  to  do  so.  By  this  alteration  power  will  be 
retained  wherewith  to  control  such  medicines  as  are,  after 
careful  consideration,  deemed  bad  and  injurious.  On  the 
other  hand,  no  maker  or  seller  of  a  bond-fide,  honest,  or  even 
useless  drug  need  have  the  slightest  fear  of  interference. 

Queensland. 

The  Pharmacy  Board  of  Queensland  at  its  May  meet- 
ing took  the  necessary  steps  to  arrange  for  the  reciprocal 
recognition  of  the  examination-certificates  of  Western 
Australia.  The  position  now  is  that  any  pharmacist  regis- 
tered by  examination  in  Tasmania,  Cape  Colony,  or  Western 
Australia  can  be  registered  without  examination  in  Queens- 
land, and  rice  versa.  At  the  same  meeting  letters  were 
considered  from  a  Queenslander  who  wanted  to  get  registered 
in  New  South  Wales,  and  from  a  New  South  Wales  man  who 
wanted  partial  recognition  of  his  previous  studies  in  Queens- 
land. But  nothing  could  be  done.  Mr.  George  Watkins, 
the  President,  who  is  visiting  England,  was  asked  to  repre- 
sent the  Pharmacy  Board  of  Queensland  whenever  an  oppor- 
tunity arose. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Queensland  at  its 
meeting  on  May  10  also  asked  Mr.  Watkins,  a  member  of  the 
Council,  to  act  as  the  Society's  representative.  It  was 
thought  that  representations  on  the  alcohol  duties  should  be 
made  to  the  Commission  now  sitting  to  inquire  into  the 
anomalies  of  the  tariff. 

South  Australia. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  South  Australia. — Mr. 
Harry  Bickford,  who  has  been  President  for  some  years, 
tendered  his  resignation  on  May  18.  as  his  business  will 
not  allow  him  to  give  full  attention  to  his  duties.  He  has 
done  very  much  for  the  Society  in  pushing  on  the  question 
of  reciprocity  with  New  South  Wales  and  Victoria. 

Western  Australia. 

At  the  Meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  of 
Western  Australia  on  May  10,  Mr.  E.  W.  Mayhew,  who 
has  for  thirteen  years  been  President  of  the  Society,  ten- 
dered his  resignation.  He  was  holding  also  the  position  of 
Registrar,  and  felt  that  the  two  offices  should  be  separated. 
Mr.  E.  Parry  was  elected  to  the  position.  Mr.  Sydney 
Hymus,  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  Council  for  twelve 
years,  also  resigned.  It  was  reported  that  the  early- 
closing  movement  inaugurated  at  the  annual  meeting  had 
been  blocked  by  one  leading  pharmacist. 


Hmencan  IRotes. 

(From  our  Correspondent.) 


Prof.  A.  B.  Stevens,  of  Michigan  University,  is  at  pre- 
sent in  Berne,  Switzerland,  working  under  Prof.  Tschirch. 
He  is  expected  to  return  in  a  few  weeks,  and  will  resume  his 
position  of  professor  of  pharmacy  at  the  opening  of  the  next 
session  at  the  university. 

A  Big  Picnic. — One  of  the  interesting  industrial  features 
in  this  country  is  the  huge  picnic  always  given  in  June  of 
every  year  by  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.,  Detroit.  Three 
large  steamers,  accommodating  6,000  people,  were  required 
to  take  the  merry  picnicers  this  year  down  the  Detroit 
River  on  June  13  to  a  beautiful  island  known  as  Bois  Blanc, 
where  the  day  was  pleasantly  spent  amid  various  sports  and 
pleasures.  The  firm  always  donates  the  day's  pay,  and  like- 
wise bears  all  the  expenses  connected  with  the  event. 

Red  Cross  Trade-mark. — There  is  a  case  pending  in  the 
New  Jersey  Courts  between  Johnson  &  Johnson,  New 
Brunswick,  and  Seabury  &  Johnson,  New  York,  as  to  the 
use  of  the  red  cross  as  a  trade-mark  on  pharmaceutical  and 
medicinal  preparations.  The  case  has  been  dragging  for  the 
past  four  years,  but,  all  the  evidence  being  now  completed,  a 
decision  is  expected.  Seabury  &  Johnson  claim  that  John- 
son of  the  plaintiff  firm  was  formerly  a  member  of  their 
firm,  and  origina+ed  the  red  cross  mark,  which  they,  in  con- 
sequence, are  entitled  to  use. 

About  Arnica. — Mr.  Hood,  of  the  Vermont  State  Agri- 
cultural College,  recently  stated  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Vermont  State  Pharmaceutical  Association  that  there  is 
not  fifty  pounds  of  pure  arnica  in  the  United  States.  He 
says  that  the  head  of  the  Washington  drug  laboratory  has 
found  during  the  last  four  or  five  years  fourteen  different 
plants  sold  as  arnica.  The  suggestion  is  made  that  the 
genuine  article  should  be  cultivated  in  the  United  States, 
although  success  has  not  up  to  now  attended  the  experiments 
carried  out  in  this  direction  by  the  State. 

Stearns  Jubilee. — On  January  1,  1855,  Mr.  Frederick 
Stearns  reached  Detroit  after  a  long,  dreary  and  cold  ride 
of  twenty  hours  from  Buffalo.  His  assets  consisted  chiefly 
of  indomitable  perseverance,  and  the  result  to-day  is  the 
enormous  business  of  Frederick  Stearns  &  Co.,  Detroit, 
Michigan;  Windsor,  Ontario;  London,  England;  and  New 
York  City.  "  New  Idea,"  the  journal  which  the  firm  publish, 
gives  in  the  current  number  a  lot  of  interesting  particulars  of 
the  origin  and  growth  of  the  firm,  and  of  Mr.  Frederick 
Stearns  the  dedication  says  :  ' '  May  peace  and  happiness  be 
his  !  May  the  remaining  years  of  his  life  be  many  !  May 
pharmacy  ever  honour  his  name  !  "  There  are  many  in 
both  hemispheres  who  will  echo  these  sentiments. 

The  Dramatic  Situation  arising  over  the  carload  of 
Peruna  supplied  to  a  large  cutter,  a  situation  which  has 
previously  been  mentioned  in  this  correspondence,  has 
assumed  an  unforeseen  importance.  It  seems  that  Messrs. 
McKesson  &  Robbins,  New  York,  sold  the  carload  to  the 
retailer  in  Binghamton,  who  in  turn  passed  it  along  to 
Messrs.  John  D.  Park  &  Sons,  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  the 
well-known  wholesale  cutters.  Peruna  is  now  sold  under 
the  direct-contract  and  serial-numbering  plan,  and  the  re- 
tailer in  Binghamton,  who  was  acting  as  a  go-between,  had, 
at  the  demand  of  Messrs.  McKesson  &  Robbins,  signed  the 
contract;  before  passing  the  goods  along,  however, _  he 
removed  the  serial  numbers  to  avoid  detection  and  tracing. 
The  Peruna  manufacturers  discovered  the  situation  before 
the  goods  reached  Park,  applied  for  their  possession  in  the 
courts,  and  won  their  point.  Messrs.  McKesson  &  Robbins 
have  been  struck  off  the  list  of  wholesale  agents  by  the 
Peruna  Manufacturing  Co.,  and  other  manufacturers  have 
been  asked  not  to  supply  them  with  goods.  Messrs. 
McKesson  &  Robbins  declare  that  they  acted  in  good  faith 
throughout  the  transaction,  and  that  they  did  not  sell  the 
goods  to  the  Binghamton  retailer  until  they  had  been  told 
by  the  Peruna  Manufacturing  Co.  that  the  Binghamton 
man  was  a  regularly  accredited  retail  agent  of  the  company, 
and  that  they  were  free  to  go  ahead  and  supply  him.

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PRIZE  DISTRIBUTION. 

A SHORT  but  pleasant  function  took  place  at  17  Blooms- 
bury  Square,  W.C.,  on  June  28,  the  occasion  being 
the  presentation  of  the  medals  and  certificates  to  the  suc- 
cessful students  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy. 

The  President  (Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson)  was  in  the  chair, 
and  he  was  supported  on  the  right  by  Professors  Greenish 
and  Crossley,  whilst  on  the  left  were  Mr.  Richard  Brem- 
ridge  (Secretary)  and  Messrs.  Wallis  and  Cart.  The 
audience  was  well  under  a  hundred,  and  included  the  fol- 
lowing members  of  Council  :  Messrs.  Atkins,  Gibson,  Har- 
rington, Hills,  Hobbs,  and  Wootton. 

The  President  opened  the  proceedings  by  calling  on  the 
Dean  (Professor  Greenish)  to  read  his  report  on  the  school. 
'The  report  chronicled  a  material  advance  in  the  number  of 
students,  there  having  been  altogether  seventy-two  students 
during  the  session.  The  great  majority  of  these  took  the 
whole  course.  At  the  end  of  each  course  every  student  is 
•  encouraged  to  present  himself  for  examination,  there  being- 
no  picking  of  candidates.  Of  those  who  went  in  for  the 
Minor  thirty-one  passed,  and  of  these  seventeen  continued 
their  studies  for  the  Major.  It  was  to  be  observed  that 
the  relative  number  of  candidates  who  continued  the'r 
studies  for  the  Major  is  higher  than  the  proportion  pre- 
senting themselves  for  the  examination.  Of  seventeen  Major 
■  candidates  from  the  school  twelve  passed.  The  success  of 
the  students  of  the  school  seems  to  show,  said  the  Dean,  the 
recognition. of  the  great  advantages  in  education  which  the 
Society  offers.  He  looked  forward  to  a  good  pass-list  in 
the  July  examinations.  The  result  of  the  school  examina- 
tions held  at  the  completion  of  the  elementary  and  ad- 
vanced courses  was  as  follows  :

'The  Dean  also  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  was 
the  first  occasion  of  the  presentation  of  the  silver  medal 
jfor  pharmacy  founded  to  commemorate  the  late  William 
Martindale.  It  is  to  be  presented  annually,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  possessors  of  a  medal  in  memory  of  that 
most  skilful  master  in  pharmacy  will  be  stimulated  by 
William  Martindale's  example  to  continue  their  studies  and 
advance  in  their  profession.  Reference  was  made  to  the 
successes  of  past  students,  among  them  being  the  gaining 
of  the  B.Sc.Lond.  degree  by  Messrs.  J.  T.  Cart,  N.  Hurst, 
and  C.  A.  Hill,  and  Miss  E.  S.  Hooper.  Miss  Hooper 
has  the  distinction  of  being  the .  first  woman  student  in 
pharmacy  to  graduate  at  the  London  University.  Mr. 
A.  E.  Young,  who  gained  the  Pereira  Medal,  was  formerly 
a  student  of  the  school ;  and  Mr.  Treneer.  who  obtained 
the  Society's  silver  medal,  was  a  Bell  Scholar.  Several 
minor  changes  of  staff  had  taken  place  during  the  year, 
•one  of  the  latest  being  the  resignation  of  Mr.  F.  G.  C. 
iWalker,  a  demonstrator  in  the  chemistry  laboratory,  who 
has  accepted  an  appointment  under  the  Shanghai  Munici- 
pality. The  new  laboratories  were  next  mentioned,  the 
laboratory  of  applied  pharmaceutics  being,  the  Dean  said, 


small,  but  unique  in  its  objects.  Out  of  the  twelve  students 
who  passed  the  Major,  eight  applied  for  permission  to  work 
there,  and  six — the  maximum  number  who  can  work  at  one 
time — were  admitted.  The  school  has  had  two  sessions  of 
increased  prosperity,  but  the  Dean  thought  even  better 
sessions  are  in  store,  as  benches  have  already  been  secured 
by  students  for  the  October  course.  (Applause.) 

The  President  then  called  forward  the  prize-winners, 
and  to  each  said  a  few  words  of  congratulation.  The  silver 
medallists  received  also  the  books  given  by  Sir  Thomas 
Hanbury  in  memory  of  his  brother,  Daniel  H anbury. 

After  the  students  had  received  their  certificates  and 
medals,  the  President  gave  a  short  address,  referring  first 
of  all  to  apologies  for  absence  received  from  Professor 
Green  and  Dr.  Boverton  Redwood.  The  school  has  been 
fostered  with  loving  care  by  the  Council,  and  he  (the  Pre- 
sident) was  glad  to  see  that  it  had  maintained  its  reputa- 
tion and  pre-eminence  over  other  schools.  He  hoped  the 
example  of  those  past  students  who  had  obtained  degrees 
would  be  followed  by  all  students  who  have  the  oppor- 
tunity and  brains.  Next  the  President  referred  to  his 
warning  at  the  last  prize-distributicn  about  accepting  ser- 
vice with  limited  companies  of  unqualified  persons,  and 
then,  after  a  mention  of  the  new  laboratories,  said  his 
visits  to  the  country  had  shown  him  that  there  is  con- 
siderable depression  in  the  chemists'  business,  but  he  hesi- 
tated to  say  whether  the  depression  is  not  greater  in 
other  businesses.  He  found,  however,  that  there  is  still 
room  for  the  highly  qualified  and  well-trained  pharmacist, 
so  he  adjured  his  student  hearers  to  make  the  best  use  of 
their  education  at  the  school,  because,  to  put  it  on  the  lowest 
basis,  it  would  be  found  to  be  financially  a  good  thing. 
He  was  sure  the  students  would  never  regret  the  drudgery 
and  hard  work  spent  in  study.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Atkins  said  he  had  been  thinking  what  an  im- 
portant thing  the  school  of  pharmacy  is !  In  days  gone  by 
his  colleagues  on  the  Council  had  sometimes  taken  excep- 
tion to  the  school  on  the  score  of  expense  or  on  the  ground 
that  it  was  not  well  for  the  Society  to  be  both  an  examining 
and  educating  body.  Both  these  arguments  are  now  gene 
in  the  past.  The  Society  has  a  modern  school  and — with 
no  idea  of  ungenerously  criticising  any  of  the  other  excellent 
schools  in  the  country — the  Society,  if  it  has  a  school,  must 
have  the  best  it  can  maintain.  The  Council  chose  the  best 
men  as  teachers  in  their  respective  subjects,  and  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  know  that  the  students  avail  themselves  of  tlu 
opportunities  offered.  Recently  in  the  West  he  met  a 
brilliant  man  of  a  past  generation  of  students  who  spoke  cf 
the  pleasure,  profit,  and  honour  he  had  derived  from  his 
association  with  the  school.  "  Such  men,"  said  Mr.  Atkins, 
"are  the  very  salt  of  the  Society."  Referring  to  the  dis- 
tinctions gained  by  the  lady  students,  the  speaker  recalled 
the  time  when  he  and  his  colleagues  on  the  Council  fought 
out  the  question  of  admitting  ladies  to  the  examinations. 
That  was  a  long  time  ago,  and  he  was  afraid  there  was  a 
little  selfishness  on  the  part  of  the  Council  in  that  they  were 
really  afraid  of  the  competition  of  the  fair  sex.  (Laughter. ) 
To  those  who  had  not  taken  any  prizes  Mr.  Atkins  said  : 
"  If  you  have  really  worked  honestly  and  truly  you  will 
carry  away  with  you  that  knowledge  which  will  never  be  a 
loss  to  you.  If  you  cannot  carry  forward  your  education  to 
higher  stages  you  possess  knowledge  which  will  be  a  prize 
to  you  all  your  life."  (Applause.)  He  then  proposed  a 
vote  of  thanks  to  the  President,  and  in  seconding  it 

Mr.  Walter  Hills  took  occasion  to  refer  to  the  absen  o 
of  Mr.  Michael  Carteighe,  than  whom  the  school  never  had 
a  better  friend.  He  (the  speaker)  was  sure  they  would  all 
agree  with  him  in  expressing  to  Mr.  Carteighe  their  dce^ 
sympathy  with  him  and  in  the  reason  of  his  absence. 

Mr.  Atkins  then  put  the  vote  to  the  meeting,  and  it  was 
carried  by  acclamation. 

The  President  briefly  replied  and  invited  these  precent 
to  take  tea  in  the  examination-hall. 


NORTH  BRITISH  BRANCH. 
The  first  meeting  of  the  new  Executive  was  held  cn 
Friday,  June  23,  Mr.  D.  B.  Dctt  presiding.  The 
Chairman  intimated  that  he  had  received  a  le'.ter  frcm 
Mr.  Carteighe  acknowledging  receipt  of  the  resolution  of 
sympathy  passed  by  the  Executive  at  the  previous  meeting. 
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He  also  welcomed  Mr.  Glass  as  a  new  member  of  Executive 
in  room  of  Mr.  Boa  resigned,  and  Mr.  Glass  replied. 

Election  of  Officers. 
On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Kerr,  seconded  by  Mr.  Giles,  Mr. 
Dott  was  re-elected  Chairman,  and  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  was 
re-elected  Vice-Chairman   on  the   motion   of   Mr.  Kerr, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Spence. 

Standing  Orders. 

Mr.  Hill  (Assistant  Secretary)  said  he  had  supplied  all 
the  members  of  the  Executive  with  a  copy  of  the  Chairman's 
statement  of  the  order  of  business. 

Mr.  Giles  said  he  understood  that  they  had  an  oppor- 
tunity of  proposing  standing  orders. 

Mr.  Hill  explained  that  the  Executive  had  resolved  on 
a  former  occasion  not  to  have  standing  orders,  but  that  an 
explanation  should  be  made  of  the  way  of  conducting  the 
business.  That  was  to  be  done  only  for  information.  If 
they  proposed  to  have  standing  orders  it  would  require 
to  be  done  by  resolution  at  the  end  of  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Anderson  Russell  said  this  was  a  new  Executive, 
and  the  first  thing  that  should  be  done  was  to  determine  in 
what  way  it  should  conduct  its  business.  It  was  clearly 
understood  last  year  that  this  matter  was  to  be  subject  to 
approval  or  alteration  at  the  first  meeting.  He  submitted 
the  proposal  himself. 

After  some  further  talk  the  Chairman  ruled  that  the 
question  should  be  raised  at  another  meeting. 

Committees. 

Mr.  Tocher  moved  the  election  of  the  old  General  Pur- 
poses Committee,  consisting  of  the  Chairman,  Vice-Chair- 
man, and  resident  members  of  the  Executive,  and  Messrs. 
Currie,  Fisher,  Spence,  and  Storrar. 

Mr.  Anderson  Russell  thought  the  committee  should 
consist  of  the  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman,  and  representa- 
tives of  the  members  generally,  without  making  reference 
to  members  resident  in  Edinburgh,  and  moved  that  the 
Committee  should  consist  of  the  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman, 
and  a  definite  number  of  members. 

Mr.  Spence  seconded. 

Mr.  Giles  also  had  some  idea  of  a  change,  but  the  Assist- 
ant Secretary  informed  him  that  what  he  suggested  was 
no  change.  There  was  again  some  conversation  between 
several  members  and  the  Assistant-Secretary,  and  ultimately 
Mr.  Tocher's  motion  was  carried,  Mr.  Anderson  Russell 
protesting. 

The  appointment  of  a  committee  to  nominate  examiners 
was  the  next  business,  the  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman,  Mr. 
Tocher,  Mr.  Kerr,  and  Mr.  Storrar  being  the  members 
proposed  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Fisher.  Mr.  Spence  sug- 
gested that  no  candidate  for  an  examinership  should  be  on 
the  committee.  The  Assistant  Secretary  assured  him  that 
there  are  no  candidates.  Then  Mr.  Giles  wanted  the  com- 
mittee to  report  fully  to  the  Council  the  results  of  their 
work — not  merely  what  they  recommend. 

The  Chairman  did  not  think  that  could  be  clone,  where- 
upon Mr.  Anderson  Russell  pointed  out  that  a  clause 
in  the  "instructions"  shows  that  the  Executive  is  em- 
powered to  make  full  inquiries,  and  the  committee  should 
so  report  to  the  Executive.  The  Chairman  demurred,  and 
the  Assistant  Secretary  joining  in  the  discussion,  said 
the  usefulness  of  the  committee  would  be  gone  if  it  had  to 
report  fully  to  the  Executive.  Private  inquiries  had  to  be 
made  which  it  was  understood  the  Executive  delegated  to 
the  committee. 

Mr.  Giles,  however,  said  that  according  to  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  Executive  it  is  laid  down  to  them  alone  to  recom- 
mend examiners  for  Scotland.  If  they  delegated  to  this 
committee  the  power  to  consider  the  matter  and  merely  to 
submit  the  result  of  their  deliberations  that  was  not  giving 
a  report.  The  deliberations  of  the  committee  was  the 
report.  It  was  no  report  to  mention  the  names  that  this 
committee  recommends. 

The  Chairman  :  That  is  the  business  of  this  committee — 
to  ask  the  Executive  to  consider  names.  It  is  the  place  of 
the  Executive  to  submit  others. 

Mr.  Wilson  supported  the  motion  that  the  Executive 
appoint  members  as  a  committee  to  select  names.  It  would 
never  do,  he  added,  to  bring  under  discussion  the  ways  and 
means  which  the  committee  took  to  inquire  into  personal 


matters  connected  with  the  candidates  and  cast  it  before 
the  public  or  the  Executive  in  any  way. 

Mr.  Tocher  :  All  they  have  to  do  is  to  submit  the  names. 

Mr.  Currie  said  he  had  listened  with  great  interest  to 
what  had  been  said,  and  he  differed  somewhat  from  the 
expression  of  opinion  put  forward  that  there  should  be  no 
report  issued  to  the  Executive.  If  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  Executive  to  consider  the  qualifications  of 
persons  it  was  still  within  the  province  of  the  Executive 
to  reject  its  report  and  to  resolve  itself  into  a  committee  to 
consider  in  private  the  qualifications  of  those  nominated 
persons  whom  the  committee  had  considered.  He  would1 
oppose  anything  like  a  proposal  to  delegate  entirely  to  the 
hands  of  five  individuals  what  should  be  done  by  the 
Executive.  He  did  not- think  it  would  be  right.  He 
thought  it  was  entirely  within  the  power  of  any  member  of 
the  Executive  to  ask  upon  what  qualifications  such-and-such, 
an  individual  was  recommended. 

Mr.  Russell  moved  :  "That  any  information  possessed 
by  the  committee  shall  be  supplied  to  the  Executive  if  asked 
for."  It  was,  he  said,  the  business  of  the  Executive  to 
know  the  information  for  themselves,  and  it  was  utterly 
absurd  to  raise  objections  against  their  being  supplied  with 
the  information.  There  was  no  valid  reason  put  forward 
by  those  who  objected  to  the  Executive  having  the  informa- 
tion communicated.  He  was  very  glad  to  see  so  many 
gentlemen  taking  up  this  position.  He  had  held  it  for  a> 
considerable  time,  and  he  would  never  be  a  party  to  tne 
appointment  of  a  committee  taking  this  power  from  the 
hands  of  the  Executive. 

Mr.  Spence  seconded  Mr.  Russell's  amendment,  and,  ob  ■ 
a  vote  being  taken,  Mr.  Fisher's  motion  was  carried  by" 
7  to  5,  a  number  not  having  voted. 

Mr.  Russell  said  he  had  another  amendment  to  submit,. 

Mr.  Spence  moved  that  the  whole  Executive  be  a  com — 
mittee  for  the  purpose  of  nominating  examiners. 

Mr.  Currie  pointed  out  that  according  to  the  rule  it  was- 
the  duty  of  the  Executive  to  nominate.  They  were  entirely 
giving  away  their  powers  as  an  Executive. 

The  Chairman  :  No,  no,  the  Executive  can  refuse  io 
nominate  any  of  the  names  submitted.  He  pointed  out  that 
the  motion  had  been  adopted. 

Mr.  Russell  held  that  it  was  perfectly  competent  for  him 
to  move  an  amendment  to  the  motion  which  had  been 
adopted. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  said  the  motion  was  carried  and' 
they  could  not  get  beyond  that. 

Mr.  Giles  said  he  wished  to  point  out  that  they  had  bo 
standing  orders. 

Mr.  Russell  asked,  in  the  event  of  there  being  more  than- 
cne  amendment  submitted,  how  they  were  to  know  to  put 
the  amendments  forward  together  before  voting. 

The  Chairman  said  the  motion  which  was  carried  became- 
the  finding  of  the  meeting,  and  nothing  more  could  be  done- 
on  that  piece  of  business. 

Mr.  Spence  repeated  his  amendment,  and  the  Chairman 
ruled  that  it  was  incompetent. 

Mr.  Russell  :  Do  not  put  my  name  as  voting  the  appoint- 
ment of  any  committee. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  :  Mr.  Russell  dissents  from  the 
appointment  of  any  committee  on  such  conditions. 

Mr.  Cowie  also  dissented,  and  gave  as  his  reason  for- 
doing so  that  in  the  event  of  the  Executive  rejecting  file- 
names submitted  they  had  no  time  to  bring  others  forwards 
They  must  appoint  right  away. 

Mr.  Gilmour  said  he  entirely  concurred  in  the_  desire  • 
that  all  the  rights  of  the  Executive  should  be  carefully 
conserved.  Last  year  he  supported  a  motion  that  file- 
names of  all  those  who  had  been  nominated  by  private 
individuals  should  be  disclosed  to  the  Executive.  While  he 
held  by  his  technical  right  he  felt  that  it  would  be  ob- 
viously impossible  for  the  committee  to  carry  on  its  labours 
if  the  whole  question  of  the  investigations  were  to  be 
opened  up  there.  They  ought  to  be  satisfied  with  giving  the 
committee  power  as  to  whether  they  should  divulge  this, 
or  that.  It  would  be  very  invidious  if  they  were  to  discuss; 
personal  points  of  character,  and  he  thought  questions- 
of  that  kind  were  best  kept  within  as  narrow  a  sphere  asr- 
possible.  Therefore,  he  thought  those  who  had  raised  this- 
question  should  be  satisfied  with  the  assurance  that  informa- 
tion would  he  given  as  it  seemed  good  in  the  discretion  of 
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the  committee.  He  was  satisfied  they  would  not  withhold 
any  essential  information. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  said  they  could  take  six  months 
if  they  liked  and  chose  to  sit. 

Mr.  Cowie  said  the  decision  was  come  to  on  that  day. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  said  they  did  not  require  to 
do  so. 

Mr.  Spence  asked  that  his  dissent  be  recorded. 

The  Chairman  :  I  do  not  understand  what  your  grievance 
consists  in.  It  is  ridiculous  that  matters  gone  into  in  sub- 
committee should  be  discussed  by  the  Executive.  They 
might  put  in  a  few  additional  names  if  that  was  desired. 

Mr.  Russell  :  I  object  to  this.  You  are  reading  into  the 
amendment  an  imputation  which  is  not  there.  It  is  merely 
that  information  should  be  available  to  the  Executive  if  it 
is  asked  for. 

Mr.  Giles  thought  they  should  give  the  whole  list  of 
names  submitted  to  the  committee  and  of  the  names  of 
members  of  committee  who  proposed  certain  parties. 

The  Chairman  :  No,  no.  certainly  not. 

Mr.  Fisher  :  This  matter  is  finished. 

The  subject  was  then  dropped. 

Miscellaneous. 

It  was  remitted  to  the  General  Purposes  Committee  to 
arrange  the  business  for  the  opening  and  succeeding  meet- 
ings of  the  ensuing  winter  session.  Delegates  to  the  Confer- 
ence were  also  appointed. 

The  Executive  then  met  in  private  to  discuss  certain 
matters.  With  regard  to  the  attitude  of  the  Scottish  Cham- 
ber of  Agriculture  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill  a  proposal  was 
considered  for  the  appointment  of  a  deputation,  consisting 
of  the  Chairman  and  Vice- Chairman,  and  Messrs.  Currie, 
Storrar,  and  Wilson  were  appointed  to  confer  with  them 
with  power  to  add  to  their  number  and  with  instructions  to 
report. 

The  Executive  also  considered  the  situation  created  by 
the  recent  decisions  at  Bradford  and  Leeds  in  regard  to 
the  sale  of  such  preparations  as  Easton's  Syrup,  and  it  was 
agreed  to  ask  Mr.  Currie  to  convey  to  the  Council  the  views 
that  had  been  expressed  during  the  discussion. 

Mr.  Russell  gave  notice  that  at  next  meeting  he  would 
move  a  resolution  regarding  standing  orders. 

Mr.  Gilmour  said  that  at  next  meeting  he  would  move 
Jus  resolution  anent  an  assistant's  qualification. 


MEETING  AT  BRISTOL. 

One  of  the  largest  meetings  of  chemists  held  in  Bristol 
since  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  met  there  was 
held  on  June  22,  at  the  Royal  Hotel,  to  hear  an  address 
by  Mr.  S.  R.  Atkins,  J.P.,  of  Salisbury.  Among  those 
present  were  Mr.  A.  L.  Taylor  (the  President  of  the  Bristol 
Pharmaceutical  Association),  Messrs.  E.  J.  H.  Thring 
.(Bath),  J.  Ward  (Gloucester),  C.  J.  Park  (Plymouth),  W.  S. 
Smith  (Swindon),  A.  F.  Collis  (Bath),  R.  Jones  (Chipping 
Sodbury),  W.  E.  Coles  (Chippenham),  E.  C.  F.  Green 
(Frome),  W.  A.  Wrenn  (Taunton),  D.  Reid  (Exeter),  H. 
Prosser  Turner  (Lydney),  F.  Reynolds  (Gloucester),  D.  A. 
Evans  (Bath),  A.  H.  Cooper  (Bath),  L.  Wilson  (Bath), 
W.  F.  Hallett  (Bath),  J.  A.  Lamble  (Devonport),  F.  A. 
Godwin  (Plymouth),  J.  Spencer  Palmer  (Thornbury),  P.  F. 
Rowsell  (Exeter),  R.  Harmer  (Torquay),  B.  Johns  (Bath), 
J.  W.  Cocks  (Torquay),  C.  E.  Frowd  (Portishead),  H.  F. 
Chettle  (Clevedon),  Walter  Craig  (Ilfracombe) ,  H.  F.

The  address,  which  covered  similar  ground  to  that  de- 
livered by  Mr.  Young,  the  Vice-President,  at  Leeds  and 
York,  was  well  received,  and  led  to  an  interesting 
Discussion. 

Mr.  A.  L.  Taylor,  speaking  for  hospital  pharmacists, 
said  their  sympathy  was  entirely  with  their  brother-pharma- 
cists. He  was  glad  to  see  that  the  Society  had  recognised 
the  necessity  of  qualifications  for  hospital  pharmacists. 

The  Mayor  of  Bath  (Mr.  B.  Johns)  endorsed  the  Chair- 


man's views,  but  he  feared  that  they  must  do  something 
more  than  have  meetings  of  that  kind  to  bring  home  to  the 
public  their  obligations  to  chemists. 

Mr.  Park  (Plymouth)  strongly  condemned  the  system 
which  permitted  unexamined,  incompetent,  and  frequently 
unscrupulous  men  to  form  themselves  into  companies  to 
carry  on  the  business  of  chemists ;  and  he  referred  to  the 
necessity  of  refuting  any  statements  which  interested  parties 
might  make  against  them. 

Mr.  Reid  (Exeter)  said  he  had  read  somewhere  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Church  of  England  that  at  the  very  least  it 
provided  an  educated  gentleman  for  every  parish  in  the 
country.  Might  it  not  be  said  with  equal  truthfulness  as 
regards  pharmacists  ?  John  Bull,  while  calling  upon  them 
for  all  sorts  of  services,  which  they  were  very  willing  and 
pleased  to  bestow,  almost  entirely  forgot,  he  was  afraid,  that 
they  had  to  live ;  and  although  he  expected  to  pay  a  pro- 
fessional fee  to  his  solicitor  or  dentist,  he  expected  poor 
dispensing  chemists  to  charge  just  for  the  bare  com- 
mercial value  of  medicaments  and  throw  their  time  and 
services  in  as  well.  (Laughter.)  They  heard  it  often 
argued  that  after  all  they  were  only  tradesmen ;  but  where 
could  they  find  any  tradesman  who  did  his  level  best,  as 
they  did  day  after  day,  to  try  and  dissuade  his  customers 
from  purchasing  the  very  articles  he  kept  upon  his  shelf, 
and  which  it  was  his  living  to  sell,  as  chemists  did,  simply 
for  the  reason  that  they  felt  it  might  not  be  for  a  customer's 
welfare  to  have  a  particular  thing.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  Wrenn  (Taunton)  said  that  the  Pharmacy  Acts  had 
created  a  person  to  be  known  thenceforth  as  a  chemist.  It 
was  proved  that  he  was  a  necessity  to  the  State ;  if  not  he 
would  receive  no  State  recognition.  (Hear,  hear).  _  Were 
the  conditions  changed  from  the  time  when  the  chemist  was 
thus  created  ?  If  a  qualified  chemist  was  a  necessity  in  days 
gone  by,  he  was  far  more  a  necessity  to-day.  (Applause). 

Mr.  G.  T.  Turner  (Bristol)  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
the  Chairman  and  to  Mr.  Bremridge,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  for  their  attendance.  He  spoke  of 
the  high  appreciation  with  which  Mr.  Atkins's  address  was 
regarded,  saying  they  must  all  admire  the  grip  and  deter- 
mination with  which  he  had  stuck  to  the  pharmaceutical 
plough.  There  was  no  need,  as  they  all  knew,  for  Mr. 
Atkins  to  do  anything  more  than  to  ride  in  his  carriage  and 
take  the  sunny  side  of  life.  (Laughter  and  applause.)  It 
was  no  question  of  pounds,  shillings,  and  pence,  as  with 
some  of  them ;  but,  for  all  that,  he  had  done  grand  work  for 
pharmacy.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell  (Exeter)  seconded  the  motion.  He 
said  they  often  heard  of  the  responsibility  of  the  chemists 
to  the  public,  and  he  hoped  the  public  would  begin  to  con- 
sider the  great  responsibility  which  rested  upon  them  with 
regard  to  the  individual  pharmacist  with  whom  they  might 
be  brought  into  contact.  The  motion  was  adopted  with 
acclamation,  and  the  Chairman  acknowledged  it. 

At  the  close  of  the  conference  there  was  a  private  meeting, 
at  which  the  Secretary  conferred  with  divisional  secretaries.

In  the  afternoon  drives  were  taken 
to  Thorpe-le-Soken  and  other  pretty  places  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood, and  the  return  journey  effected  at  7.30  p.m. 
A  most  enjoyable  day  was  spent,  the  weather  being  perfect 
and  the  arrangements  throughout  excellent.

The  Last  Hope 

for  the  Pharmacy  Bill  vanished  for  this  year 
at  least  when  the  Government,  in  accordance  with  its  post- 
Whitsun  rights,  swooped  down  on  last  Friday  with  no  more 
consideration  for  our  interests  than  if  we  were  only  motes 
in  the  sunbeams,  or  radiobes.  How  curious  are  the  methods 
of  Prime  Ministers  and  such  people  !  They  live  on  popu- 
larity as  expressed  by  votes,  and  twenty  words  of 
sympathetic  apology  for  the  cruel  necessity  of  having  to 
crush  our  hopes,  which  could  have  been  spoken  in  five 
seconds,  would  have  won  fifteen  thousand  hearts.  When  the 
chemists'  assistants  of  St.  Petersburg  or  Moscow  threaten 
to  strike  work  for  some  trifling  rearrangement  of  their 
hours  their  discontent  is  published  in  all  the  papers  of 
Europe,  and  the  Eussian  Empire  seems  to  stagger ;  here  a. 
minor  Minister,  like  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Agricul- 
ture, can  afford  to  affect  absolute  ignorance  of  "  the  Bill  of  a 
private  member."  Nor  are  the  prospects  for  next  year  pro- 
mising. In  all  probability  the  Session  will  be  broken  by  a 
General  Election,  and  in  that  case  nothing  but  the  most 
urgent  business  will  have  any  chance  of  attention.  Perhaps, 
therefore,  under  these  discouraging  circumstances 

The  Open-air  Mission, 

the  appeal  to  the  man  in  the  street, 
inaugurated  last  week  by  the  Vice-President  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  at  Leeds,  is  comprehensible,  if  not  ex- 
cusable. The  disposition  to  air  our  grievances  and  to  plead 
for  sympathy  with  ourselves  in  the  face  of  injustice  is  very 
human,  but  it  is  rarely  politic,  and  in  this  case  can  hardly 
be  so.  Is  there  the  smallest  prospect  of  rousing  public  in- 
terest in  favour  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  at  least  to  the  extent 
of  influencing  Parliament  in  an  appreciable  degree  ?  We  all 
know  that  gentleman  of  the  thoroughfare.  He  is  capable  of 
abundant  indignation  in  reference  to  Vaccination,  or  Vivi- 
section, or  the  Deceased  Wife's  Sister,  or  the  Chinaman  in 
the  Transvaal,  but  I  am  afraid  the  most  eloquent  recital  of 
our  wrongs  will  not  extract  from  him  anything  more  sub- 
stantial than  a  smile.  It  costs  us  150/.  to  qualify  !  Eeally  ! 
Why,  nothing  short  of  a  million  affects  anybody's  imagina- 
tion; at  all  in.  these  days.  He  notes  that  we  are  all,  com- 
panies and  individuals,  burning  to  sacrifice  ourselves  for  his 
benefit,  and  he  is  willing  to  accept  both  impartially.  "  Axes 
to  grind  "  is  a  cry  he  can  appreciate ;  but  simple  altruism  is 
outside  the  range  of  everyday  thought. 

Mother  Seigel's  Records 

are  instructive,  though  they  are 
not  new.  Eight  years  ago  the  property  in  her  "  discovery  " 
was  sold  to  an  English  company  for  626,668  golden  sove- 
reigns and  shares  to  about  half  that  value,  nominally. 
Columbus  discovered  America  for  a  good  deal  less;  Ark- 
wright  revolutionised  the  cotton-industry,  and  made  a 
fortune,  but  it  never  amounted  to  half  a  million ;  and 
Wheatstone,  -who  made  the  telegraph  possible,  realised  per- 
haps a  tenth  of  the  price  of  the  old  lady's  syrup.  Half  the 
million  capital  was  in  6-per-cent.  preference  shares,  and 
half  in  ordinary  shares.  On  the  latter  10  per  cent,  was 
paid  the  first  year,  then  in  successive  years  5,  2£,  5,  5,  5  per 
cent.,  then  nil,  and  now  again,  for  the  year  ending 
March  31  last,  nil.  For  several  years  the  annual  net  profits 
of  the  business  exceeded  sixty  thousand  pounds  ;  in  the  year 
ending  March  31,  1904,  they  fell  to  31,962/.,  and  last  year 
they  dropped  to  12,922/.    The  Hon.  Timothy  Woodruff, 


of  New  York,  the  present  chairman  of  the  company,  de- 
clares himself  to  be  very  hopeful  of  the  future  prosperity  of 
the  business.  There  are  signs  of  a  revival  in  the  demand, 
the  advertising  has  been  improved  in  quality,  and  so  forth. 
Does  the  Honourable  Timothy  know  that  the  profit  realised 
by  the  chemist  on  each  bottle  of  syrup  he  sells  is  usually 
one  farthing  sterling,  and  that  he  never  sells  one  without  an 
inward  sigh?  And  are  the  shareholders  of  A.  J.  White, 
Ltd.,  aware  how  deeply  those  sighs  eat  into  their  dividends  ? 

The  Women  Pharmacists'  Association 

has  been  formed  just 
in  time  to  crown  the  series  of  ballads  which  have  enlivened 
the  columns  of  the  C .  <b  D.  during  the  past  two  years.  The 
trade  Laureate  is  doubtless  already  fitting  rhymes  to  the 
names  of  some  of  the  lady  officers  of  the  new  organisation. 
So  far  women  have  proved  themselves  admirable  students  : 
they  have  passed  their  examinations  with  marked  credit, 
some  of  them  have  distinguished  themselves  in  research- 
work,  and  many  have  filled  responsible  positions  to  the  high 
satisfaction  of  their  employers.  It  may  fairly  be  asserted 
that  in  the  actual  work  of  high-class  pharmacy  women  have 
:  attained  a  higher  average  than  men.  But  they  have  not 
yet  in  anything  like  due  proportion  entered  upon  the  busi- 
ness of  pharmacy.  A  few  shops  have  been  opened  by  quali- 
fied women,  but  these  have  mostly  passed  into  other  hands, 
and  it  has  been  left  for  a  company  largely  controlled  by 
unqualified  persons  seriously  to  undertake  on  behalf  of  the 
qualified  sisterhood  the  capture  of  the  calling.  It  is  not 
unlikely  that  the  association  of  themselves  will  give  the 
ladies  confidence,  and  may  result  in  some  independent  ven- 
tures for  which  in  large  cities  there  should  be  fair  openings. 

Infinitesimal  Dosists 

have  often  replied  to  sneers  at  their 
theories  by  a  reference  to  the  possible  weights  of  odours. 
How  much  musk,  they  ask,  is  sufficient  to  diffuse  through 
a  room  unmistakable  evidence  of  its  presence?  Or  would 
you  be  surprised  to  hear  that  sulphuretted  hydrogen  in 
quite  Hahnemannic  dilution  can  produce  nausea?  M. 
Berthelot  has  recently  reported  to  the  Academy  of  Sciences 
some  interesting  experiments  which  give  a  concrete  form  to 
these  arguments.  According  to  him,  1  gram  of  iodoform 
parted  with  one-millionth  of  its  weight  in  one  hour,  pre- 
sumably in  the  form  of  odour.  M.  Berthelot,  or  his  re- 
porter, calculates  from  this  that  the  gram  would  last 
114  years  at  that  rate.  Of  course,  it  would  last  to  infinity, 
because  whatever  was  left  would  still  lose  a  millionth  an 
hour,  and  would  thus  have  always  114  years  of  existence 
before  it.  But  iodoform  is  a  reckless  spendthrift  compared 
with  musk,  a  gram  of  which,  on.  the  same  reckoning,  would 
hold  out  for  100,000  years,  diffusing  odour  all  the  time. 

The  Registration  of  a  Dental  Company 

with  a  capital  of  a 

million  sterling  has  somewhat  startled  the- profession,  and 
perhaps  astonished  financiers  in  some  degree.  The  profits 
certified  seem  to  justify  the  amount,  though  it  may  be  that 
the  publicity  now  given  to  them  will  tend  to  encourage 
competition.  Dentistry  as  we  know  it  is  a  modern  art,  and, 
in  the  top  circles  of  practice,  furniture,  instruments,  and 
appliances  run  into  money.  But  one  would  not  have  thought 
that  the  outfit  of  an  ordinary  dentist  and  his  annual  outlay 
on  materials  would  figure  for  much,  and  there  are  only  about 
5,000  of  them  registered  in  the  United  Kingdom,  so  that 
70,000/.  a  year  seems  a  lot  of  profit  for  a  single  firm  to  make 
out  of  so  small  a  community.  This  company  has  depots  in 
a  dozen  foreign  cities,  and  it  may  be  that  these  contribute 
handsomely  to  the  total ;  it  may  be,  too,  that  the  orders  of 
.  unregistered  persons  are  not  insignificant.

Ebttonat  Comments. 

Exit  and  Entrance. 

The  Pharmacy  Bill  has  been  dropped.  When  our  Parlia- 
mentary representative  wrote  last  week  pointing  out  that 
the  Government's  lien  on  the  time  of  the  House  would  pre- 
vent Mr.  Lough  moving  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill  on 
Friday,  although  it  was  first  in  the  orders  of  the  day,  its 
condition  seemed  hopeless  enough ;  but  the  journals  of  the 
House  on  Monday  contained  no  mention  of  the  measure, 
which  is  the  customary  manner  of  showing  that  a  private 
member's  Bill  has  been  dropped.  This  is  regrettable  and 
unfortunate,  for  on  that  evening  Sir  John  Batty  Tuke  in- 
troduced on  behalf  of  the  General  Medical  Council  two  Bills 

 one  to  prohibit  joint-stock  companies  from  carrying  on 

practice  as  dentists  except  by  means  of  duly  qualified  per- 
sons, and  the  other  to  prohibit  joint-stock  companies  from 
acting  as  physicians,  surgeons,  or  medical  practitioners.  We 
do  not  suppose  there  is  any  better  chance  of  Sir  John  getting 
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these  Bills  through  this  Session,  but  it  would  have  been  an 
advantage  to  have  had  the  Pharmacy  Bill  before  members 
of  Parliament  while  they  are  considering  similar  proposals 
in  respect  to  dentists  and  medical  practitioners.    The  prin- 
ciple involved  in  the  three  Bills  is  the  same,  and  their 
objects  are  identical — viz.,  to  prevent  limited  companies 
using  professional  titles  and  usurping  privileges  which  by 
law  are  restricted  to  individuals  who  have  proved  their 
competence  through  statutory  examinations  as  to  their 
skill  and  knowledge.    The  proposals  contained  in  the  Phar- 
macy Bill  for  regulating  the  conditions  which  have  arisen 
since  the  House  of  Lords  decision  in  1880  are  so  moderate 
compared  with  those  put  forward  in  the  Dentists  and  Medi- 
cal Bills,  that  Parliamentarians  could  not  have  failed  to 
observe  that  the  allegations  made  on  behalf  of  the  drug 
companies  are  extremely  outrageous.    The  Pharmacy  Bill 
simply  proposes  that  companies  keeping  open  shop  for  the 
sale  of  poisons  and  dispensing  medical  prescriptions  shall 
have  a  managing  director  who  is  a  registered  chemist  and 
druggist.    All  other  proposals  in  respect  to  management  of 
each  shop  belonging  to  companies  are  equally  applicable  to 
individuals.    The  medical  Bill  (which  is  printed  under 
"Westminster  Wisdom")  is  totally  prohibitive  of  the  practice 
of  medicine  or  surgery,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  companies. 
The  Dentists  Bill  does  not  go  so  far  in  words,  but  it  will  be 
equally  effective  in  practice,  for  by  it  no  company  may  carry 
on  the  business  or  use  the  title  of  dentist  unless  it  is  carried 
on  wholly  by  a  registered  dentist  or  dentists,  each  of  whose 
names  has  to  be  conspicuously  posted  on  the  premises.  It 
will,  we  believe,  be  agreed  that  the  proposals  made  on  behalf 
of  chemists  and  druggists  are  modest  compared  with  these, 
and  had  the  Pharmacy  Bill  been  still  before  the  House  the 
contrast  would  have  been  a  most  effective  argument  for 
chemists'  reasonableness.    It  is  now  too  late,  but,  as  we 
have  said,  Sir  John  Tuke's  Bills  are  not  likely  to  get 
through  this  Session.    They  will,  however,  come  forward 
again,  when,  we  hope,  there  will  be  an  opportunity  of 
joining  the  interests  of  the  three  bodies  for  the  purpose 
of  forcing  consideration  of  this  important  question  upon 
Parliament. 


A  New  Source  of  Citral. 

The  high  prices  at  which  oil  of  lemongrass  has  ruled  during 
the  past  eighteen  months  have  caused  attention  to  be  de- 
voted to  the  cultivation  of  lemongrass  in  Ceylon,  where  the 
Agricvdtural  Society  is  now  taking  a  keen  interest  in  the 
subject.  A  large  number  of  applications  for  the  grass  have 
come  from  all  parts  of  the  island,  chiefly  from  the  Southern 
Province,  where  the  industry  has  a  home  already,  and  where 
lemongrass  thrives  well.  At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Society 
in  Ceylon  Mr.  Herbert  Wright,  of  Peradeniya,  read  an 
interesting  paper  on  the  cultivation  of  lemongrass  and 
citronella,  which  attracted  considerable  attention.  He 
showed  that  lemongrass  and  citronella  can  be  cultivated  in 
districts  which  hitherto  have  been  neglected  with  these 
products.  As  a  result  of  three  years'  experiments  at  Pera- 
deniya, Mr.  Wright  was  able  to  announce  that  equally  good 
{and  in  many  cases  better)  yields  of  oil  can  be  obtained  at 
an  elevation  of  2,000  feet  in  the  Central  Province  as  have 
been  recorded  in  the  low-country  places  in  the  South  and 
South-West  Provinces.  Some  are  of  opinion  in  Ceylon  that 
lemongrass  will  eventually  become  a  more  important  pro- 
duct than  citronella.  It  must  not  be  forgotten,  however, 
that  the  market  for  lemongrass  is  limited  compared  with  that 
for  citronella,  but  at  present  prices  it  would  no  doubt  pay 
to  cultivate  the  former.  Hitherto  the  cultivation  of  Andro- 
pogon  citratus  has  been  neglected  in  Ceylon,  citronella  fetch- 
ing a  better  price  in  the  London,  American,  and  Continental 


markets ;  but  with  the  permanently  enhanced  values  of 
lemongrass  oil,  the  citral  of  which  is  the  starting-point  in 
ionone-manufacture,  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that 
its  cultivation  will  be  stimulated.    When  it  is  considered 
that  the  market  rates  for  lemongrass  oil  have  ruled  during 
the  past  eighteen  months  at  between  Id.  and  9(7.  per  oz.  on 
the  spot  in  quantity,  there  is  every  inducement  to  make  it  a 
paying  product.    At  present  there  are  only  one  or  two  large 
growers  of  lemongrass  in  Ceylon,  and  the  output  is  so  small 
that  the  exports  are  not  shown.    We  are,  therefore,  almost 
entirely  dependent  upon  the  native  States  of  Travancore  and 
Cochin,  the  annual  exports  of  the  oil  being  less  than  3,000 
cases.    The  latest  statistics  of  exports  from  Cochin  show 
a  falling-off,  some  1,340  cases  only  having  been  shipped 
during  the  second  half  of  1904,  as  compared  with  1,636 
cases  and  1,490  cases  for  the  corresponding  periods  of 
1903  and  1902.    September  and  October  are  the  principal 
distilling  months,  and  with  the  present  low  stocks  and 
increased  consumption  there  is  every  prospect,  until  the 
autumn  at  least,  of  prices  remaining  at  the  present  level. 
Practically  all  the  London  shipments  come  to  the  hands 
of  three  or  four  well-Known  essential  oil  merchants,  who 
probably  would  not  deny  that  a  "ring"  exists  among 
them  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  prices.    The  fact 
that  values  of  lemongrass  oil  are  now  four  times  greater 
than  they  were  five  years  ago  has  led  manufacturers  of 
citral  and  ionone  to  endeavour  to  find  a  substitute,  and 
with  this  object  in  view  inquiries  were  addressed  to  the 
Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade  as 
to  whether  the  essential  oil  distilled  from  Backhousia 
citriodora  is  obtainable  in  commercial  quantities,  and,  if 
so,  at  what  price.    The  Imperial  Institute  took  the  matter 
up,  and  a  full  account  of  their  investigations  is  given  in 
the  current  issue  of  the  "  Bulletin."   First  they  ascertained 
that  although  this  oil  is  known  to  resemble  lemongrass  in 
composition,  and  to  be  particularly  rich  in  citral,  no  con- 
siderable quantity  has  so  far  been  placed  on  the  market. 
The  authorities  in  Queensland  (where  the  plant  is  said  to 
be  widely  distributed)  were  communicated  with  as  to 
whether  the  preparation  of  the  oil  from  the  plant  could 
be  undertaken  there.    This  request  brought  the  following 
information  : 

Backhousia  citriodora  is  plentiful  on  the  coast  between 
Brisbane  and  Gympie,  but  the  distillation  of  essential  oils  is 
an  industry  not  yet  followed  in  Queensland.  No  price  for 
this  oil  can  therefore  be  stated,  but  if  you  can  supnly  parti- 
culars of  the  value  of  it  in  London,  and  the  probable  quan- 
tities that  would  be  l'equircd,  the  information  given  will  be 
circulated  with  the  hope  that  the  inducement  offered  may 
encourage  the  distillation  of  essential  oils  in  commercial 
quantities. 

A  small  quantity  of  the  oil  was  distilled  and  forwarded  to 
the  Imperial  Institute  for  examination,  the  results  of  which 
are  fully  set  out  in  the  "  Bulletin."  In  brief,  the  oil 
proved  one  of  the  richest  known  sources  of  citral,  con- 
taining 95.5  per  cent,  of  that  constituent,  estimated  by  the 
bisulphite  process,  whereas  East  Indian  lemongrass  oil 
only  contains  from  70  to  80  per  cent,  of  citral,  and  some- 
times less.  Schimmel  &  Co.,  it  appears,  examined  the  oil 
in  1888,  and  found  it  largely  consisted  of  a  ketone,  which 
has  since  been  recognised  as  citral ;  and  in  Gildemeister 
and  Hoffmann's  "Volatile  Oils"  it  is  stated  that  the  oil 
"appears  to  consist  almost  entirely  of  citral."  Samples 
of  the  oil  were  subsequently  valued  commercially  for  the 
Imperial  Institute  by  one  firm  at  Id.  per  oz..  c.i.f.  London, 
and  by  another  at  9d.  to  Q^d.  per  oz.  in  London.  The 
question  now  arises,  Can  regular  shipments  of  the  oil  be 
made?  If  so,  there  ought  to  be  a  good  prospect  of  the 
distillation  becoming  a  commercial  success,  considering  that 
the  demand  for  citral  has  quadrupled  the  price  of  lemon- 
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grass  oil,  and  that  there  is  every  prospect  of  the  consump- 
tion increasing.  There  is  likely  to  be  no  return  to  the  old 
market  values  of  from  l^d.  to  2d.  per  oz.  which  ruled 
during  the  pre-ionone  days. 


"  Veterinary  Counter-practice." 

Three  large  editions  of  this  0.  <£•  D.  manual  have  been  ex- 
hausted, and  this  week  we  have  received  from  the  binders 
the"  first  instalment  of  the  fourth  edition.  The  book,  like 
all' that  we  have  published,  has  filled  a  gap  in  the  chemist's 
library  which  none  had  attempted  to  fill,  and  this  in  part 
accounts  for'  the  favour  with  which  it  has  been  received. 
The  fourth  edition  has  been  thoroughly  revised  by  a  prac- 
tising member  of  the  Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons, 
who  has  an  intelligent  grasp  of  the  needs  of  the  retail 
chemist  in  veterinary  matters,  and  an  intimate  knowledge 
of  his  profession — -a  progressive  one,  which  grows  in  scien- 
tific accuracy  as  knowledge  increases,  eradicating  such  of  the 
empirical  in  treatment  as  experience  shows  to  be  false. 
Consequently  our  M.R.C.V.S.  collaborator  has  rewritten 
many  parts  of  "Veterinary  Counter  Practice,"  condensed 
some,  and  expanded  others.  We  have  also  added  to  the 
practical  formulary  at  the  end  of  the  book,  and  have  in- 
cluded other  useful  information,  with  the  result  that  the 
volume  now  contains  372  pages  as  compared  with  278  pages 
when  it  was  first  published.  The  price  is  now  4s.  net,  or 
4s.  Qd.  post  free.  It  can  be  obtained  at  the  published  price 
"from,  most  wholesale  houses,  and  we  give  good  advice  to  all 
chemists,  town  as  well  as  country,  in  recommending  them  to 
enter  a  copy  in  their  next  orders  to-  their  wholesale  house. 
Veterinary  business  is  profitable,  the  opportunity  for  it  is 
hourly  rather  than  intermittent,  and  it  is  better  that  it 
should  be  done  by  the  chemist  than  by  the  saddler  or  that 
curious  trader,  the  "  general  merchant." 

Recommending  a  Doctor. 
A  correspondent  in  the  "  British  Medical  Journal  "  tells  a 
rather  doleful  tale  of  a  chemist  who,  failing  to  get  the  local 
medical,  men  to  nienct'  their  ways  and  allow  him  to  do  their 
dispensing,  combined  with  another  chemist  to  "run  a  pre- 
scribing doctor."  These  two  chemists  send  customers  re- 
quiring medical  advice  to  the  medical  man  they  are  "run- 
ning." We  admire  those  chemists,  they  have  sufficient 
initiative  to  ensure  them  getting  on  in  life,  and  we  hope  the 
lesson  they  are  teaching  the  dispensing  doctors  will  not 
be  lost  on  them.  The  object  of  putting  the  matter  before 
the  "B.M.J."  was  to  know  if  anything  could  be  done  to 
prevent  the  chemists  sending  patients  to  a  particular  doctor. 
The  editor's  reply  is  but  cold  comfort.    He  says  : 

As  medical  men  who  dispense  their  own  medicines  are  in 
a  sense  rivals  of  dispensing  chemists,  it  may  be  that  the 
interests  of  the  latter  will  induce  them  to  favour  those 
.  pi-actitioncrs  who  do  not  dispense,  but  there  is  no  means  of 
restraining  them  from  recommending  a  non-dispensing 
medical  man.  The  suggestion  that  the  chemist  should  bo 
told  not  to  recommend  the  medical  man,  or  that  the  latter 
should  tell  the  chemist  not  to  recommend  patients  to  him, 
is,  we  fear,  impracticable. 

In  answering  another  correspondent  the  same  journal 
,says  : 

We  feel  sure  that  no  responsible  body  would  maintain 
that  a  medical  man  must  not  recommend  a  chemist  or  a 
"  chemist  recommend  a  medical  practitioner;  both  must  be 
"-'••clone  daily  on  perfectly  legitimate  grounds.

An  Institute  of  Technical  Optics. 

The  necessity  of  establishing  an  optical  institute  was  again 
urged  at  the  recently  concluded  Optical  Convention  at  the 
Northampton  Institute.  The  only  organised  courses  of 
instruction  in  technical  optics  are  at  the  Northampton  In- 
stitute, the  subjects  taught  being  very  far  removed  from  the 
academical  courses  on,  light  which  are  conducted  at  the 
Universities  or  science  schools.  In  optical  manufacture, 
probably,  more  depends  on  the  workman  than  on  the 
materials,  hence  the  great  importance  of  organised  training. 
Dr.  Walm.isley.  in  a  paper  before  the  Convention,  showed 
that  the  time  is  ripe  for  the  founding  of  an  optical  educa- 
tional institute,  and  it  was  suggested  that  some  of  the  money 
at  the  disposal  of  the  London  County  Council  for  technical 
education  might  usefully  be  employed  in  this  direction. 
The  suggestion  is  not  new,  but  if  made  often  enough  from 
such  influential  quarters  may  lead  to  a  practical  result. 

Red  Rubber. 

The  statements  of  Dr.  F.  A.  Pond  in  the  "  Lancet"  as  to 
the  dangers  lurking  in  red  rubber,  to  which  we  referred  last 
week,  have  given  rise  to  quite  a  controversy  in  the  "  Liver- 
pool Post."  A  writer  signing  himself  "  F.  I.  C."  denied 
that  carbonated  alkali  has  any  effect  on  red  rubber,  while 
the  solvent  powers  of  caustic  soda  and  sodium  sulphide  are 
extremely  small.  He  also  points  out  that  the  Pharmacopoeia 
dose  of  sulphurated  antimony  is  frcm  1  to  5  grains.  Dr. 
Pond  replies  that  the  B.P.  dose  is  never  given  in  medical 
practice  :  1  grain  occasionally  is  the  most  that  is  ever 
given,  and  that  in  the  form  of  Plummer's  pill,  where  the 
calomel  assists  in  carrying  off  the  antimony.  The  chemical 
side  the  doctor  refers  to  Mr.  Cowley  for  an  answer,  and 
accordingly  Mr.  Cowley,  while  admitting  that  weak  acids 
have  little  action  on  antimony  sulphide  per  sc,  says  the  case 
is  altered  in  the  presence  of  other  oxides.  Mr.  Cowley, 
however,  shows  that  his  statements  as  to  the  action  of 
caustic  alkalies  is  correct  and  that  the  disintegration  of  red 
rubber  is  a  process  anyone  can  demonstrate.  The  "  Lancet  ' 
reports  that  experiments  made  in  the  analytical  depart- 
ment of  the  journal  have  not  resulted  in  the  detection  of 
soluble  antimony  in  aerated  waters  which  have  been  kept 
in  contact  with  red  rubber  for  several  days.  The  question 
of  the  detached  particles  of  antimonial  rubber  remains,  but 
these  are  probably  not  more  objectionable  than  fragments  of 
grey  rubber,  cork,  or  wood.  It  is  probable  that  the  rubber 
which  the  Liverpool  investigators  used  was  a  kind  contain- 
ing a  greater  proportion  of  antiiv.ony  than  usual.  No 
trouble  is  likely  to  arise  if  a  good-quality  rubber  is  employed 
and  the  washers  are,  before  being  put  into  use.  scoured  in  an 
alkaline  liquid;  so  Mr.  Cowley  informs  us.  It  is  also 
advisable  to  see  that  worn  rings  are  at  once  replaced  by 
new  ones. 


A  Good  Remedy  for  dry  rot  is  petroleum.  A  saturated 
solution  of  common  salt  is  also  recommended. 

Among  the  exports  from  Civita  Vecchia  during  1904  wero 
128  tons  of  sulphuric  acid  and  4,799  tons  of  alum,  which 
exports  compare  with  175  tons  of  sulphuric  acid  and  9,160 
tons  of  alum  exported  in  1903.  The  business  was  carried  out 
by  the  Societe  Generalc  des  Alum  Romains.  The  supply  of 
alum  is  said  to  be  practically  unlimited.

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 
The  Pharmacy  Bill  has  now  been  dropped  by  its  pro- 
moters and  will  not  be  revived  during  the  present  Session. 

The  Sale  of  Poisons. 
The  President  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  has  consented 
to  receive  at  the  House  of  Commons  on  Monday  next  a 
deputation  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  reference 
to  the  sale  of  poisons.  According  to  present  arrangements 
the  proceedings  will  be  private. 

Pharmaceutical  Society  Prosecutions. 
I  understand  that  a  communication  is  about  to  be  ad- 
dressed to  the  Home  Secretary  protesting  against  the  large 
number  of  prosecutions  which  are  being  instituted  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  agricul- 
tural poisons,  concerning  which  a  deputation  recently 
waited  upon  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture.  It 
is  claimed  that  these  are  for  the  most  part  of  a  frivolous 
and  unjustifiable  character,  and  Mr.  Akers-Douglas  is  to 
be  asked  to  use  his  influence  to  protect  the  tradesmen  in 
question  from  being  unduly  harassed.  The  President  of 
the  Board  of  Agriculture  is  also  to  be  interrogated  as  to 
when  the  Bill  dealing  with  the  sale  of  agricultural  poisons, 
which,  it  was  stated  some  time  ago,  was  in  course  of  pre- 
paration at  the  offices  of  the  Privy  Council,  will  be  intro- 
duced. 

New  Company  Bills. 
Sir  John  B.  Tuke  at  the  sitting  of  the  House  of  Commons 
on  Monday,  June  26,  introduced  two  Bills  dealing  with  the 
right  of  limited  companies  to  practise  dentistry  or  medicine 
and  surgery.  The  Bills  were  read  a  first  time.  They  are 
backed  by  Sir  J.  T.  Brunner,  Sir  Michael  Foster,  Sir  B. 
Walter  Foster,  and  others,  as  well  as  by  Sir  John  B. 
Tuke.  Each  Bill  is  preceded  by  a  memorandum ;  and  by 
the  courtesy  of  Sir  John  I  am  able  to  give  the  text  of  each 
measure  : 

the  dentistry  bill. 

The  memorandum  sets  forth  that  it  is  notorious  that  com-. 
pauies  of  unqualified  persons  are  formed  to  practise  den- 
tistry, so  that  the  wholesome  provisions  of  the  Dentists  Act 
are  systematically  evaded.  The  object  of  the  Bill  is  to  make 
it  unlawful  for  such  companies  to  do  business  unless  under 
the  specified  conditions.  It  is  added  that  "The  Bill  applies 
only  to  the  carrying  on  by  companies  of  dental  practice.  It 
does  not  apply  to  the  carrying  on  of  the  purely  mechanical 
portion  of  a  dentist's  business,  such  as  the  manufacture,  sale, 
and  repair  of  mechanical  appliances.  The  Bill  applies  to 
existing  as  well  as  future  companies,  and  to  companies  limited 
by  guarantee  as  well  as  to  ordinary  Joint  Stock  Companies." 
Following  is  the  full  text : 

A  Bill  to  prohibit  joint  stock  companies  from  carrying  on 
practice  as  dentists  except  by  means  of  duly  qualified 
persons. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  King's  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  spiritual  and 
temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assem- 
bled, and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : 

Companies  not  to  Practise  Dentistry,  except  as  Provided  in 
the  Act. — 1.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act — 

(1)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  company  to  carry  on  the  busi- 
ness or  use  the  description  of  dentist,  or  dental  surgeon,  or 
dental  practitioner,  unless  the  business  is  carried  on  wholly 
by  managers,  assistants,  or  persons,  each  of  whom  is  a  duly 
registered  dentist,  and  unless  the  name  of  each  such  duly 
registered  dentist  is  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  outside  the 
premises  in  which  the  business  of  the  company  is  carried  on. 

(2)  Anything  which  would  bo  an  offence  under  the  Dentists 
Act,  1878,  if  committed  by  an  individual,  shall  be  an  offence  if 
committed  by  a  company. 

(3)  This  section  slia.i  apply  to  every  company,  whether 
formed  and  incorporated  before  or  after  the  passing  of  this 
Act. 

Interpretation. — 2.  In  this  Act 

"Company"  means  a  company  formed  and  incorporated 
under  the  Companies  Acts  1862  to  1900,  or  any  of  such  Acts. 

"Duly  registered  dentist"  means  a  dentist,  or  dental  suf' 
geon  or  practitioner,  registered  in  the  Dentists'  Registe'r 
under  the  Dentists  Act,  1878. 

Expressions  relating  to  dentistry  and  dental  surgery  have 
the  same  meaning  and  effect  as  the  same  expressions  have  in 
(he  Dentists  Act,  1878. 

Short  Title.— 5.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  "  The'  Dental 
Companies  (Restrictions  of  Practice)  Act,  1901." 


.    THE  MEDICAL  BILL. 

The  memorandum  is  more  lengthy.  It  indicates  the  objects 
of  the  Bill  and  the  provisions  of  the  Medical  Acts  1868  to 
1886,  and  states  that  "Recently  it  has  been  ascertained  that 
unqualified  persons  have  had  recourse  to  the  machinery  esta- 
blished by  the  Companies  Acts,  to  enable  them  to  carry  on 
medical  practice  by  forming  companies  for  that  purpose,  and 
that  companies  so  formed  have  been  and  are  carrying  on 
medical  practice  on  a  very  large  scale,  especially  among  the 
poorer  classes."  Examples  are  given,  viz.  The  Doctor  Bland 
Co.,  Ltd.,  and  J.  Waters  &  Sons,  Ltd. 

The  formation  of  these  companies  is  declared  to  be  a  fraud 
upon  the  public,  and  an  abuse  of  the  powers  conferred  by  the 
Companies  Acts.  The  _  provisions  of  the  existing  law 'have 
been  found  to  be  insufficient  to  put  a  stop  to  this  very  grave, 
public  mischief;  and  the  General  Medical  Council  is  of 
opinion  that  legislation  on  the  subject  is  urgently  needed  for 
the  protection  of  the  public._  This  Bill  has  the  support  of  the 
Council.  It  applies  to  existing  companies,  but  does  not  apply 
to  companies  formed  to  carry  on  business  as  dentists  or  phar- 
maceutical chemists.  Nothing  in  the  Bill  will  prevent  a 
limited  liability  company  from  carrying  on  convalescent 
homes,  hydropathic  establishments,  and  other  institutions, 
the  primary  object  of  which  is  not  the  conduct  of  medical 
practice,  or  interfere  with  friendly  and  other  societies,  esta- 
blished for  affording  mutual  relief  in  sickness  and  old  age. 

A  Bill  to  prohibit  joint  stock  companies  from  acting  as 
physicians,  surgeons,  or  medical  practitioners. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  King's  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  bv 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  spiritual  and 
temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assem- 
bled, and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 

Companies  not  to  Practise  or  Act  as  Physicians,  Surgeons, 
or  Medical  Practitioners.— -I.  (1)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a 
company,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  practise  as,  or  carry  on  the 
profession  or  business  of  a  physician,  surgeon,  or  medical 
practitioner,_and  if  any  company  contravenes  this  enactment 
it  shall  be  liable,  on  summary  conviction,  to  a  fine  not  ex-, 
ceeding  five  pounds  for  every  day  during  which  the  contraven-' 
tion  happens. 

(2)  This  section  shall  apply  to  every  company,  whether 
formed  and  incorporated  before  or  afte'r  the  passing  of  this 
Act. 

Interpretation.— 2.  In  this  Act  the  expression  "Company  " 
means  a  company  formed  and  incorporated  under  the  Com- 
panies Acts  1862  to  1900,  or  any  of  such  Acts. 

Short  Title.— -3.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  "The  Prohibi- 
tion of  Medical  Practice  by  Companies  Act,  1901." 

,  ;.  The  Murder  at  Garvagh. 
Reference  was  made  in  the  House  of  Commons  on 
Monday  afternoon  to  the  murder  of  a  woman  named 
Hassan  at  Garvagh,  in  county  Derry,  and  to  the  evidence 
of  the  police  that  they  have  no  power  to  control  the  sale 
of  ether  in  the  neighbourhood.  This  statement  was  con- 
troverted by  the  Chief  Secretary;  and  Mr.  T.  W.  Russell; 
who  set  the  inquiry  on  foot,  proposes,  before  taking  any' 
further  action  in  the  matter,  to  wait  and  see  what  steps 
the  police  intend  taking  towards  the  exercise  of  the  powers 
with  which  they  are  said  to  be  invested.  At  the  present 
time  ether,  it  is  stated,  is  sold  at  an  infinitely  cheaper  rate, 
than  whisky  in  the  district  where  the  murder  took  place. 

Industrial  Alcohol. 

In  view  of  its  highly  technical  character,  Mr.  Austen 
Chamberlain  has  promised  to  prepare  and  lay  upon  the  table 
a  memorandum  explanatory  of  the  Revenue  Bill,  which  was 
brought  in  last  week  to  carry  out,  inter  alia,  the 
recommendations  of  the  Industrial  Alcohol  Com- 
mittee. Some  indication  of  the  want  of  apprecia- 
tion on  the  part  of  legislators  of  the  object  of  the 
Revenue  Bill  is  afforded  by  the  fact  that,  although  the 
measure  was  introduced  last  week,  an  hon.  member  has  put 
a  question  on  the  paper  asking  the  Chancellor  "when  he 
proposes  to  introduce  the  Bill  embodying  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Departmental  Committee  on  Industrial  Alcohol, 
and  whether  he  will  state  whether  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
Government  to  pass  the  Bill  into  law  during  this  Session." 

Vivisection  Experiments. 
Mr.  Macdona  called  the  attention  of  the  Home  Secretary 
on  Tuesday  to  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  vivisection 
experiments  upon  animals  this  year  over  last  year,  the  num- 
bers being  32,565  in  1905,  as  against  19,084  in  1904— a  total, 
increase  of  13,478.  Mr.  Akers  Douglas  pointed  out  that 
this  increase  was  almost  wholly  in  experiments  of  the  nature 
of  simple  inoculations  or  hypodermic  injections. 
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Zhe  "Xtquo3one"  Cases. 


DR.  WYNN  WESTCOTT,  Coroner  for  North-East  Lon- 
don, concluded  at  the  Assembly  Rooms,  Stoke  Newing- 
ton,  on  Monday,  June  26,  the  inquest  on  the  bodies  of 
Dorothy  May  Sheppard  and  Constance  Adelaide  Sheppard, 
the  two  young  girls  whose  deaths  have  been  the  subject  of 
inquiry  before  (C.  <L-  D.,  June  3,  p.  862,  and  June  10, 
p.  888).  it  having  been  supposed  that  they  were  due  to  the 
administration  of  "  Liquozone." 

Mr.  Charles  Mathews  and  Mr.  Horace  Avory,  K.C., 
represented  the  British  Liquozone  Co.,  and  Mr.  H.  Andrews 
appeared  on  behalf  of  the  parents. 

Sir  Thomas  Stevenscn,  official  analyst  to  the  Home  Office, 
was  first  called.  On  May  31,  he  said,  he  received  from 
Detective-Inspector  Martin  the  viscera  of  the  two  children 
and  a  nearly  empty  bottle  of  "Liquozone."  On  June  1  he 
received  two  unopened  bottles  of  "  Liquozone,"  all  of  which 
he  had  examined  and  analysed.  In  the  viscera  of  neither 
of  the  children  could  lie  detect  the  presence  of  irritant 
poison  or  any  unusual  substance,  with  the  exception  of  the 
older  child's  stomach,  which  was  reddened.  The  bottle  he 
received  on  May  31  contained  a  bare  table-spocnful  of 
"Liquozone";  the  other  two  bottles  were  full.  He  had 
analysed  the  latter  with  the  following  results  : — 

Specific  gravity,  1.008  ;  sulphur  dioxide,  0.269  (equal  to  0  344 
per  cent,  hydrated  sulphurous  acid);  sulphuric  acid,  0.S48; 
hydrochloric  acid,  0.018  ;  calcium  and  sodium  sulphates  0.036  ; 
arsenic,  less  than  0.00004  per  cent. ;  colouring  matter,  traces ; 
water,  98.837;  total  100,000. 

This  was  practically  a  solution  of  sulphur  dioxide  absorbed 
by  water,  which  had  undergone  partial  oxidation  into 
sulphuric  acid.  Diluted  "Liquozone"  would,  when  taken, 
act  practically  as  a  mild  deterrent.  A  few  spoonfuls  would 
probably  do  no  harm  to  an  adult,  but  continual  administra- 
tion to  a  child  might  produce  irritation  and  vomiting.  The 
examination  of  Sir  Thomas  proceeded  as  follows  : — 

Mr.  Andrews:  I  understood  Dr.  Smith  to  say  that  if  these 
children  were  poisoned  by  "  Liquozone  "  the  body  might  not 
show  any  signs  of  it.    Do  you  agree ? 

Witness  :  I  don't  know  that  they  were  poisoned  by  "  Liquo- 
zone." The  doctor  who  made  the  first  examination  would  bo 
in  a  better  position  to  judge  than  when  I  received  the  viscera. 

Dr.  Smith  told  us  that  he  found  the  body  not  inconsistent 
with  the  fact  that  the  child  was  poisoned  by  this  substance. — 
I  think  he  was  better  able  to  form  an  opinion  then  than  I  am 
now. 

Have  you  been  given  a  pamphlet  concerning  this  medicine  ? 
— Yes.    I  glanced  through  it ;  I  didn't  read  the  whole  of  it. 

Should  I  be  exaggerating  to  say  that  it  contained  in  the 
main  nothing  but  lies? — Not  greatly,  I  think.  There  are  a 
great  many  statements  in  it  that  can  have  no  foundation  in 
fact. 

Do  you  consider  it  dangerous  to  bring  such  a  medicine  and 
pamphlets — made  in  America — to  ignorant  people  as  a  cure- 
all?— Yes. 

Mr.  Avory:  I  think  the  proprietors  of  this  medicine,  as 
soon  as  the  inquiry  was  opened,  solicited  your  assistance  on 
their  behalf? — The  solicitor  came  to  me  to  givo  evidence  on 
their  behalf — professional  assistance,  at  all  events. 

And  on  account  of  your  position  at  the  Homo  Office  you 
declined  ? — I  made  that  an  excuse ;  but  that  was  not  the  only 
reason.    I  objected  to  have  anything  to  do  with  it. 

Were  you  then  asked  to  recommend  a  gentleman  next  in 
eminence  to  yourself  ? — Yes,  and  I  recommended  Dr.  Luff 
and  Mr.  Charles  Mathews. 

Dr.  Luff  was  formerly  official  analyst  to  the  Home  Office. 
I  need  hardly  ask  you  if  he  is  a  man  whose  opinions  are 
entitled  to  great  weight  ? — Very  great  weight.  I  have  a 
great  esteem  for  him. 

Witness  was  then  examined  as  to  the  appearance  of  the 
stomachs. 

You  have  said  that  repeated  doses  might  cause  irritation 
and  vomiting.  Do  you  agree  with  Dr.  Smith  whon  he  said 
he  would  expect  to  find  some  svmptoms  after  the  first  dose  of 
"Liquozone"? — I  can't  say  that.  I  think  even  half  a  tea- 
spoonful  might  cause  a  little  distress  in  a  child. 

We  have  heard  that  the  children,  after  taking  ore  dose  a 
day  for  several  days,  were  apparently  perfectly  well  on  the 
Sunday.  Is  that  consistent  with  your  theory  that  the  "  Liquo- 
zone "  caused  vomiting? — I  think  it  might  have  caused  it  by 
being  taken  day  by  day. 

Then  would  you  not  expect  vomiting  to  take  place  soon 
after  the  last  dose  ? — Yes. 

Yet  we  know  this  dose  was  taken  before  breakfast,  and  the 
child  was  well  until  noon.  Does  that  sound  consistent? — I 
should  not  think  it  probable  after  a  lapse  of  a  few  hours. 


We  worked  out  figures  on  the  last  occasion  showing  the 
dose  recommended  by  the  company  was  one-nineteenth  of  the 
strength  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  preparation  ? — ■ 
I  should  think  it  is  about  that. 

The  Coroner :  The  Pharmacopoeia  doses  are  for  adults  ? — 
Yes. 

Mr.  Avory :  You  say  repeated  doses  might  cause  irritation 
and  vomiting  in  young  children.  Would  you  expect  it  in 
adults  ? — I  have  tasted  it  myself.  It  is  very  disgusting,  and 
I  should  think  it  is  about  that. 

What  do  you  mean  by  disgusting?  You  don't  dispute  that 
sulphurous  acid  is  given  as  medicine  ? — No,  in  certain  cases ; 
but  it  is  very  rarely  given  nowadays. 

Is  your  clinical  experience  greater  than  Dr.  Luff's  ? — No, 
but  in  my  own  hospital  no  one  remembers  it  being  given.  I 
don't  know  what  they  do  in  other  hospitals. 

The  Coroner  said  he  had  evidence  to  show  the  company 
was  registered  with  a  nominal  capital  of  30,000/.  and  the 
address  of  the  directors  was  given  as  Chicago. 

Mr.  W.  B.  Scidmore,  the  manager  of  the  British  Liquo- 
zone Co.,  said  the  "Liquozone"  had  been  sold  in  America 
for  five  years,  10,000,000  bottles  having  been  disposed  of 
in  Canada  and  the  United  States,  and  there  was  no  com- 
plaint or  suggestion  that  it  had  caused  any  harm  to  anyone. 
Since  the  company  had  started  in  England  1,500,000  bottles 
had  been  given  away  and  sold,  and  he  had  received  hundreds 
of  letters  from  people  who  had  taken  it  and  ascribed  benefit 
to  it.  The  bottles  in  question  were  made  in  the  United  States, 
but  the  company  are  now  manufacturing  the  medicine  in 
Paris  in  exactly  the  same  way. 

Professor  Pepper,  examiner  in  forensic  medicine  at  the 
University  of  London,  and  lecturer  cn  surgery  at  St.  Mary's 
Hospital,  said  he  was  present  at  the  post-mortem  examina- 
tion on  the  second  child,  and  saw  no  signs  that  death  was 
due  to  an  irritant  poison.  It  was  quite  impossible  to  say 
from  that  examination  what  was  the  cause  of  death.  There 
was  a  recent  acute  swelling  of  the  mesenteric  gland  which 
suggested  typhoid  fever,  but  further  examination  showed 
no  evidence  of  typhoid.  Ptomaine  poisoning  had  suggested 
itself  to  him  as  the  cause  of  death.  In  his  opinion,  if 
"Liquozone"  had  caused  death,  signs  of  local  irritation 
would  undoubtedly  have  been  present  in  the  body.  Another 
point  of  importance  to  his  mind  was  the  fact  that,  while 
the  two  children  were  said  to  have  taken  the  same  dose,  the 
elder  one  died  first.  This  was  more  consistent  with  pto- 
maine poisoning — where  the  children  would  be  likely  to  get 
different  doses — than  with  irritant  poisoning. 

The  father  (recalled)  said  the  younger  child  had  been  given 
a  smaller  dose. 

Mr.  Avory  (to  Professor  Pepper)  :  Do  you  agree  that 
"Liquozone"  is  likely  to  produce  death? — Taking  Sir 
Thomas  Stevenson's  report,  showing  the  chief  constituent 
of  the  liquid  to  be  sulphurous  acid  nineteen  times  weaker 
than  the  official  preparation  given  in  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia for  internal  use,  I  cannot  conceive  those  authorities 
making  their  smallest  dose  nineteen  times  the  strength  of  a 
medicine  alleged  to  kill. 

In  the  history  of  the  case  have  you  heard  of  anything 
eaten  by  the  family  that  might  have  given  rise  to  these 
symptoms  on  Sunday  ? — One  thing  might — the  watercress 
taken  on  Saturday.  It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  large 
quantities  of  watercress  consumed  in  London  are  grown  on 
sewage-farms. 

Mr.  Andrews  :  Do  you  say  these  symptoms  were  caused 
by  watercress  ?  Most  certainly  not.  I  said  the  watercress 
might  have  caused  the  symptoms.  Professor  Pepper 
further  said  that  if  the  deceased's  vomiting  and  diarrhoea 
had  been  caused  by  an  irritant  he  would  expect  to  find  signs 
of  irritation  in  the  body.  He  agreed  that  it  was  dangerous 
to  sell  such  stuff  to  uneducated  people  as  a  cure-all,  because 
in  many  cases  it  would  not  do  any  good  at  all.  He  would 
not  be  startled  to  hear  that  "  Liquozone  "  had  caused  irrita- 
tion if  the  dose  was  immoderate.  The  question  depended 
entirely  on  the  dose. 

Dr.  Arthur  Luff,  the  next  witness,  said  that  having  regard 
to  the  post-mortem  examination  and  clinical  history  of  the 
two  children,  there  was  nothing  in  his  opinion  to  indicate 
that  they  died  from  taking  "  Liquozone." 

Mr.  Avory  :  Is  there  anything  to  suggest  any  other  causae  ? 
— There  was  a  suggestion  of  a  form  of  food  or  ptomaine 
poisoning. 

Is  there  anything  inconsistent  with  vomiting  and  subse- 
quent death  having  been  produced  by  "  Liquozone  "  ? — Yes  ; 
the  fact  that  the  vomiting  and  diarrhoea  did  not  take  place 
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until  four  or  five  hours  after  taking  the  last  dose.  From  my 
experience  of  irritant  poison,  I  should  have  expected  the 
symptoms  to  have  started  within  a  few  minutes  to  half  an 
hour.  Again,  the  sulphurous  acid  taken  on  Wednesday, 
Thursday,  and  Friday  would  not  probably  have  been  there 
on  Sunday. 

Having  regard  to  the  dilution  of  the  acid,  was  it  likely 
this  would  have  produced  vomiting  in  either  children  or 
adults  ? — I  can  go  further  than  saying  it  was  unlikely ;  con- 
sidering it  was  one-nineteenth  of  the  strength  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  I  cannot  conceive  of  it  being  possible.  Wit- 
ness added  that  he  could  only  suggest  food  poison  caused  by 
the  watercress  as  a  solution  to  the  problem. 

Do  you  think  sulphurous  acid  would  produce  vomiting  or 
diarrhoea  ? — One  of  its  principal  uses  (it  is  not  used  exten- 
sively nowadays)  is  to  allay  vomiting,  and  that  when  given 
in  doses  nineteen  times  stronger  than  in  this  case.  I  can- 
not agree  that  it  would  produce  diarrhoea,  either. 

In  reply  to  Mr.  Andrews,  witness  stated  that  he  had 
visited  Paris,  where  the  "  Liquozone  "  is  made,  and  could 
not  see  how  anything  could  get  into  it  other  than  what  Sir 
Thomas  Stevenson  had  discovered.  In  his  opinion,  the 
children  did  not  die  from  taking  "  Liquozone."  He  would 
not  swear  they  didn't ;  he  was  simply  giving  his  opinion. 

Mr.  Andrews  :  You  do  not  definitely  suggest  any  other 
cause  of  death? — I  am  most  strongly  of  opinion,  from  ihe 
symptoms,  from  the  absence  of  ■post-mortem  appearances, 
and  from  the  high  temperature  of  the  child,  that  death  was 
due  to  food  poisoning. 

The  Coroner  remarked  that  he  had  examined  Martindale's 
analysis  of  10,000  prescriptions,  and  found  that  sulphurous 
acid  was  prescribed  only  eighteen  times.  He  then  addressed 
the  jury,  asking  them  first  if  they  were  satisfied  both  child- 
ren died  from  the  same  cause. 

The  Foreman  :  We  all  agree  on  that. 

The  Coroner  then  said  they  would  have  to  decide  whether 
the  children  died  a  natural  death.  There  was  no  reason  why 
they  should  have  died  at  all  on  the  Wednesday,  yet  they 
did  within  a  week.  What  was  the  reason  of  that  ?  Did 
they  die  from  "  Liquozone,"  or  some  food  having  disagreed 
with  them?  If  the  jury  could  not  decide  on  this  they  had 
the  alternative  of  returning  an  open  verdict.  They  had 
heard  something  of  the  danger  of  quack  remedies.  He 
believed  there  were  more  of  them  in  London  than  doctors, 
and  they  all  seemed  to  do  a  good  business.  Most  of  these 
"remedies"  were  revivals  of  medicines  that  doctors  had 
cast  off,  but,  being  extensively  advertised,  they  doubtless 
had  large  sales,  for  the  gullibility  of  the  public  is  unlimited. 
"Liquozone"  was  warranted  to  kill  germs,  and  in  this  un- 
fortunate case  they  had  a  terrible  example  of  the  truth  of 
the  saying  that  "  a  little  knowledge  is  a  dangerous  thing," 
for  the  mother  had  confused  worms  with  germs.  The  article 
could  well  be  given  away,  for  its  cost  was  not  great.  A  few 
pounds  of  sulphur  at  twopence  a  pound  would  almost  fill 
a  gasometer,  and  water  was  not  very  dear — although  people 
complained  of  the  water-rate.  Yet  the  water  was  probably 
the  dearest  part  of  the  compound.  The  Coroner  went  on  to 
compare  the  evidence  of  the  doctors,  showing  how  they 
were  divided  in  opinion.  There  was  no  doubt  that  the 
children  had  died  of  exhaustion  following  diarrhoea  and 
sickness.  It  was  quite  clear  that  they  would  not  have  died 
of  the  worms,  and  the  company  said  they  could  not  have 
died  of  the  "  Liquozone."  It  was  for  the  jury  to  say  what 
they  died  of. 

The  jury,  after  retiring  for  a  short  time  to  consider  the 
matter,  returned  the  following  verdict  :  "  The  children  died 
from  exhaustion  after  vomiting  and  diarrhoea,  set  up  by 
taking  '  Liquozone.'  They  consider  it  essential  that  repre- 
sentation should  be  made  to  the  proper  authorities,  in  order 
that  in  future  some  investigation  should  be  made  as  to  the 
nature  of  patent-medicines  before  they  are  placed  on  the 
market." 


.  The  Liquozone  Co.  send  us  a  report  by  an  eminent  bacterio- 
logist, who  was  prepared  to  give  evidence  at  the 
inquest,  but  was  not  permitted.  We  notice  from  his  report 
that  he  introduced  undiluted  liquozone  in  mxx.  dosea 
into  the  stomachs  of  guinea-pigs;  no  irritant  action  followed, 
and  the  lining  of  the  stomach  and  intestine  was  not  affected. 
He  concluded  that  the  death  of  the  children  "  was  not  due  to 
irritant  or  corrosive  poison.  The  clinical  symptoms  and  the 
appearances  after  death  suggest  rather  some  disease  due  to 
bacteria." 


Xcoal  IReports. 


High  Court  Cases. 

Crown  Perfumery  Co.  v.  Williamson,  Ltd. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice  on 
June  29,  Mr.  Justice  Swinfen  Eady  had  before  him  a 
motion  in  the  case  of  the  Crown  Perfumery  Co.  v.  William- 
son, Ltd.  It  was  stated  that  counsel  for  the  defendant 
appeared,  and,  subject  to  his  Lordship's  approval,  he  asked 
that  the  motion  might  be  treated  as  the  hearing  of  the 
action,  and  that  an  order  should  be  made  in  terms  agreed 
between  the  parties,  who  were  sui  juris. 

His  Lordship  allowed  the  order  to  be  made  accordingly. 

Cereeos  Salt. 

In  the  Chancery  Division,  on  June  23,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Warrington,  the  action  of  Cerebos  (1903),  Ltd.,  v.  Scott 
&  Turner  was  mentioned.  Mr.  Cave,  K.C.,  for  the  plain- 
tiffs, said  the  plaintiffs  sought  an  injunction  to  restrain 
defendants  from  passing  off  salt  as  being  plaintiffs'  Cerebos 
salt.  The  motion  depended  a  good  deal  on  the  get-up  of 
certain  tins,  and  he  understood  that  further  evidence  was 
to  be  filed  by  the  other  side.  Plaintiffs  desired  to  know 
what  the  defendants'  answer  was,  and  they  hoped  to  have 
their  evidence  before  June  29.  Mr.  Rowden,  K.C.,  for 
defendants,  undertook  that  should  be  done. 

A  Formaldehyde  Transaction. 
In  the  King's  Bench  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice 
on  Monday,  June  26,  before  Mr.  Justice  Channell,  the  hear- 
ing was  concluded  of  the  case  of  Gremer  Bros.  v.  Eeitz- 
meyer  &  Co.  This  was  a  claim  for  190/.  6s.  for  carboys  of 
formaldehyde  delivered.  The  defence  was  that  the  goods 
in  question  were  not  up  to  the  quality  ordered.  Mr.  Duke, 
K.C.,  and  Mr.  Chator  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  and  Mr. 
Hamilton,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Goule  for  the  defendants. 

Plaintiffs  carry  on  business  at  Glarus,  in  Switzerland,  and 
the  defendants  are  merchants  in  Crutched  Friars,  London. 
The  claim  was  for  payment  for  seventy  carboys  of  formalde- 
hyde. Mr.  Duke  said  there  would  be  no  question  as  to  the 
order  or  the  price ;  the  order  was  given  in  February  1903. 
The  disinfectant  was  used,  among  other  things,  for  dress- 
ing sea  corn,  in  order  to  prevent  it  rotting  on  a  voyage. 
The  defendants  had  shipped  fifty  of  the  carboys  to  a  com- 
pany in  America,  and  when  these  reached  the  United  States 
the  company  refused  to  accept  them,  on  the  ground  of 
delay.  When  the  defendants  became  aware  of  the  rejection 
of  the  stuff  they  told  plaintiffs  that  it  was  not  suitable 
because  it  had  a  deposit  of  paraformaldehyde,  and  for  some 
months  plaintiffs  joined  with  them  in  dealing  with  the  goods 
as  though  it  was  a  matter  which  could  ultimately  be  ad- 
justed between  them.  Eventually  the  plaintiffs  found  out 
the  true  cause  of  the  rejection,  and  in  these  circumstances 
they  reverted  to  their  rights,  and  claimed  to  be  paid. 
Evidence  having  been  given  in  support  of  this  statement, 
Mr.  Hamilton,  for  the  defence,  said  the  goods  went  to 
America  and  were  stored,  and  then  came  back  to  London, 
and  all  along  the  defendants  had  been  dealing  with  them  on 
account  of  the  plaintiffs,  who  had  agreed  that  they  were 
unfit.  They  counterelaimed  the  balance  upon  the  contract- 
price  as  expenses. 

Mr.  Alfred  Chapman,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  in  evidence  for  the 
defence,  stated  that  he  received  from  the  defendants'  solici- 
tor a  sample  bottle  of  the  formaldehyde,  which  he  examined. 
He  found  it  very  cloudy  indeed.  In  that  condition  it  would 
not  be  saleable  as  the  formaldehyde  of  commerce.  Usually 
the  latter  is  practically  clear.  He  had  had  samples  which 
had  remained  clear  for  more  than  two  years.  The  manufac- 
turers allowed  for  a  change  sometimes  by  putting  in  some 
methylalcohol,  which  prevents  the  liquid  throwing  down  a 
deposit.  The  coloration  in  this  case  was  due  to  iron,  which 
probably  got  in  during  manufacture.  He  did  not  think 
there  was  anything  in  the  nature  of  the  voyage  to  produce 
this  change. 

Mr.  Stanley  Moore  (of  Moore  &  Co.,  dry-salters,  High 
Holborn)  and  Mr.  Charles  Mangold  also  gave  evidence  for 
defendants,  the  latter  witness  stating  that  he  purchased 
five  of  the  twenty  carboys  retained  in  this  country,  and 
had  to  return  them,  owing  to  the  precipitation  of  para- 
formaldehyde and  the  yellow  colour. 
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His  Lordship  said  in  his  opinion  there  was  no  answer  to 
the  claim  for  the  price  of  the  goods,  and  gave  judgment  for 
the  plaintiffs  for  the  sum  of  169?.  5s. 


Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

Brown  v.  Leggett. 
We  are  indebted  to  Messrs.  Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby,  solicitors 
to  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association,  Ltd.,  for  the  follow- 
ing copy  of  the  case  stated  for  consideration  of  the  King's 
Bench  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice  by  the 
Leeds  Stipendiary  Magistrate.  The  appeal  is  by  Mr. 
Edward  Oliver  Brown,  and  the  respondent  is  Mr.  William 
James  Leggett.  It  is  down  for  hearing,  but  cannot  be 
heard  for  some  weeks  : 

This  is  a  Case  stated  by  me  the  undersigned,  the  Stipen- 
diary Police  Magistrate  for  the  City  of  Leeds  sitting  as  a 
Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Statutes  20  and  21  Vict.  c.  43,  and  42  and  43  Vict.  c.  49 
for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  opinion  of  the  High  Court  on 
a  question  of  law  which  arose  before  me  as  hereinafter 
appears :  — 

At  a  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  sitting  at  Leeds  on  the 
21st  clay  of  January  1905  an  Information  was  preferred  by 
one  Clifford  Dunn  Solicitor  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of 
William  James  Leggett  of  95  Boaler  Street  Liverpool  duly 
authorised  in  that  behalf  (hereinafter  called  the  Respondent) 
alleging  that  Edward  Oliver  Brown  of  the  said  City  on  the 
27th  day  of  July  in  the  year  1904  in  the  said  City  did  un- 
lawfully sell  a  certain  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloid  being  a 
poison  named  in  the  first  part  of  Schedule  (A)  to  the 
"Pharmacy  Act  1868"  to  wit  Veratrine  to  Margaret 
McCann  who  was  then  a  person  unknown  to  him,  the  said 
Margaret  McCann  not  being  then  introduced  to  him  by 
some  person  known  to  him,  contrary  to  the  form  of  the 
Statute  in  such  case  made  and  provided. 

The  said  Information  was  heard  by  me  on  the  24th  day  of 
February,  the  13th  day  of  April  and  the  2nd  clay  of  May 
1905  and  I  did  thereupon  on  the  last-mentioned  date  convict 
the  Appellant  and  direct  that  he  should  pay  a  penalty  of 
twenty  shillings  and  the  further  sum  of  twenty-one  shillings 
for  costs  to  be  levied  by  distress  and  in  default  of  sufficient 
distress  that  he  should  be  imprisoned  for  the  space  of  seven 
clays. 

And  whereas  the  Appellant  being  aggrieved  and  dissatis- 
fied with  my  said  determination  as  being  erroneous  in  point 
of  law,  has,  pursuant  to  Section  2  of  the  Statute  20  and  21 
Vict.  c.  43  and  Section  33  of  the  Statute  42  and  43  Vict.  c. 
49  and  the  Rules  made  in  pursuance  of  the  last-mentioned 
Statute  duly  applied  to  me  in  writing  to  state  and  sign  a 
Case  setting  forth  the  facts  and  grounds  of  such  determina- 
tion, as  aforesaid  for  the  opinion  of  this  Court  and  he  has 
duly  entered  into  a  Recognisance  as  required  by  the  said 
Statutes  in  that  behalf. 

Now  therefore  I  the  said  Stipendiary  Police  Magistrate 
do  hereby  state  and  sign  the  following  Case:  — 

1.  Upon  the  hearing  of  the  said  Information  the  follow- 
ing facts  were  admitted  or  proved  in  evidence  before  me : 
(a)  That  the  Appellant  is  a  Registered  Chemist  and 
Druggist  carrying  on  business  at  a  shop  situate  in  Otley 
Road  Headingly  in  Leeds  aforesaid  and  is  duly  qualified. 

(6)  That  on  the  27th  day  of  July  1904  the  Appellant  at 
his  said  shop  sold  and  supplied  to  one  Margaret  McCann  a 
packet  containing  228  grains  of  a  substance  known  as 
"  Rankin's  Ointment,"  to  which  was  affixed  a  label  dis- 
tinctly and  legibly  printed  in  the  words  following:  — 


RANKIN'S  OINTMENT  for  destroying 
vermin  on  the  head. 
TRADE   15658  MARK. 
Tins  6d.  and  Is. 
POISON. 

Not  to  be  applied  where  the  skin  is  broken. 
Price  6d. 

j_  

Rankin's  Ointment  is  a  compound  prepared  and  sold  for 
the  destruction  of  vermin. 

(c)  That  the  said  Margaret  McCann  was  a  person  then 
unknown  to  the  Appellant  and  was  not  then  introduced  to 
him  bv  any  person  known  to  him. 

(d)  That  the  said  packet  of  Rankin's  Ointment  contained 
two  and  two-fifths  grains  (equivalent  to  rather  more  than 
one  per  cent,  of  the  whole  contents  of  the  packet)  of  certain 
poisonous  vegetable  alkaloids.  There  was  no  evidence  as 
to  the  ingredients  used  in  the  actual  preparation  of  the  oint- 
ment, but,  on  analysis,  these  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloids 
were  fourfd  to  consist  to  a  very  large  extent  (approximately 


ninety  per  cent.)  of  pure  alkaloid  veratrine  which  is  a 
poisonous  vegetable  alkaloid. 

(e)  That  the  quantity  of  pure  alkaloid  veratrine  present 
would  (if  the  ointment  in  the  packet  were  taken  internally 
by  an  adult  human  being)  cause  purging  and  vomiting  and 
possibly  a  fatal  result. 

2.  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  1868  (31  and  32  Vict, 
c.  121)  provides  as  follows  : 

It  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell  any  poison  either  by  wholesale  or 
by  retail  unless  the  box  bottle  vessel  wrapper  or  cover  in  which 
such  poison  is  contained  be  distinctly  labelled  with  the  name  of 
the  article  and  the  word  "  Poison"  and  with  the  name  and  ad- 
dress of  the  seller  of  the  poison;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell 
any  poison  of  those  which  are  in  the  first  part  of  Schedule  (A)  to 
this  Act,  or  may  hereafter  be  added  thereto  under  Section  2  of 
this  Act,  to  any  person  unknown  to  the  seller,  unless  introduced 
by  some  person  known  to  the  seller;  and  on  every  sale  of  any 
such  article  the  seller  shall,  before  delivery,  make  or  cause  to  be 
made  an  entry  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  stating-  in  the 
form  set  forth  in  Schedule  (F)  to  this  Act,  the  date  of  the  sale, 
the  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser,  the  name  and  quantity 
of  the  article  sold,  and  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  stated  by  the 
purchaser  to  be  required,  to  which  entry  the  signature  of  the 
purchaser  and  of  the  person,  if  any,  who  introduced  him  shall  be 
affixed ;  and  any  person  selling  poison  otherwise  than  is  herein 
provided,  shall,  upon  a  summary  conviction  before  two  Justices 
of  the  Peace  in  England  or  the  Sheriff  in  Scotland,  be  liable  to 
a  penalty  not  exceeding  Five  pounds  for  the  first  offence,  and 
to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  Ten  pounds  for  the  second  or  any  sub- 
sequent offence,  etc.,  etc. 

Part  1.  of  the  Schedule  comprises  (inter  alia)  "  all  poison- 
ous vegetable  alkaloids  and  their  salts." 

3.  Section  2  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  1868  provides  as 
follows :  — 

The  several  articles  named  or  described  in  the  Schedule  (A) 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  poisons  wdthin  the  meaning  of  thij  Act, 
and  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  may  from 
time  to  time,  by  Resolution,  declare  that  any  article  in  such 
Resolution  named  ought  to  be  deemed  a  poison  within  the  mean- 
ing of  this  Act;  and  thereupon  the  said  Society  shall  submit  the 
same  for  the  approval  of  the  Privy  Council,  and  if  such  approval 
shall  be  given,  then  such  Resolution  and  approval  shall  be  adver- 
tised in  the  "  London  Gazette  "  and  on  the  expiration  of  one 
month  from  such  advertisement  the  article  named  in  such  Reso- 
lution shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  poison  within  the  meaning  of  this 
Act. 

4.  In  pursuance  of  Section  2  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  1868 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on  the  1st  day 
of  December  1869,  declared  by  Resolution  that  certain 
articles  named  in  the  Resolution  ought  to  be  deemed  poisons 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Pharmacy  Act. 

The  said  Resolution  received  the  approval  of  the  Privy 
Council  and  the  said  Resolution  and  approval  were  adver- 
tised in  the  "  London  Gazette  "  of  December  21st  1869. 
The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  Resolution :  — 

By  virtue  and  in  exercise  of  the  powers  vested  in  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  the  said  Council  do 
hereby  resolve  and  declare  that  each  of  the  following  articles 
namely : 

Preparations  of  Prussic  Acid 

Preparations   of   Cyanide    of   Potassium   and  of  all  Metallic 
Cyanides 
Preparations  of  Strychnine 
Preparations  of  Atropine 
Preparations  of  Corrosive  Sublimate 
Preparations  of  Morphine 

Red  Oxide  of  Mercury  (commonly  known  as  Red  Precipitate  of 
Mercury) 

Ammoniated  Mercury  (commonly  known  as  White  Precipitate 
of  Mercury) 

Every  compound  containing  any  poison  within  the  meaning  of 
"  The  Pharmacy  Act  1868  "  when  prepared  or  sold  for  the  destruc- 
tion of  vermin. 

The  tincture  and  all  vesicating  liquid  preparations  of  can- 
tharides 

ought  to  be  deemed  a  poison  within  the  meaning  of  "  The  Phar- 
macy Act  1868  "  and  also  that,  of  the  same  the  following'  articles, 
viz. : 

Preparations  of  Prussic  Acid 

Preparations  of  Cyanide  of  Potassium,  and  of  all  Metallic 
Cyanides 

Preparations  of  Strychnine 

Preparations  of  Atropine 
ought  to  be  deemed  a  poison  in  the  first  part  of  the  Schedule  "  A  " 
to  the  said  '  Pharmacy  Act  1868." 

5.  It  was  contended  on  behalf  of  the  Respondent  that,  aa 
the  Ointment  contained  a  dangerous  quantity  of  "  Poison- 
ous vegetable  alkaloids  "  which  are  expressly  included  in 
Part  I.  of  the  Schedule  and  as  the  penal  sections  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  are  not  confined  to  the  sale  of  the  scheduled 
poisons  in  their  simple  state  or  of  the  preparations  of  such 
poisons,  but  extend  to  the  sale  of  a  mixture  or  compound 
containing  a  scheduled  poison  (Pharmaceutical  Society  v. 
Piper  &  Co.  (1893)  1  Q.B.  686;  Pharmaceutical  Society  v. 
Armson  (1894)  2  Q.B.D.  720)  the  Defendant  had  been  proved 
to  be  guilty  of  the  offence  charged  in  the  information. 

6.  It  was  contended  on  behalf  of  the  Appellant  that  com- 
pounds containing  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloids  are  not 
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within  Part  I.  of  the  Schedule  "  A  "  to  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1868;  that  the  words  "poisonous  vegetable  alkaloids  and 
their  salts"  in  Part  I.  ol  the  said  Schedule  do  not  include 
compounds  containing  a  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloid ;  that 
the  cases  of  Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  Piper  (1893)  1  Q.B. 
686,  and  Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  Armson  (1894)  2  Q.B.D. 
720  do  not  support  the  contention  that  a  compound  con- 
taining a  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloid  is  to  be  regarded  for 
the  purpose  of  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  1868  as  the 
alkaloid  itself  and  only  to  be  sold  under  the  restrictions 
imposed  upon  the  sale  of  articles  included  in  Part  I.  of  the 
Schedule. 

It  was  further  contended  on  behalf  of  the  Appellant  that 
inasmuch  as  the  Resolution  of  1869  did  not  place  vermin 
killers  within  Part  I.  of  the  Schedule^  it  must  be  taken  that 
"every  compound  containing  any  poison  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  Pharmacy  Act  1868,  when  prepared  or  sold  for  the 
destruction  "of  vermin"  is  comprised  within  Part  II.  of 
the  Schedule,  and  that  all  the  requirements  of  the  Phar- 
macy Act  had  been  duly  complied  with.  It  was  pointed 
out  that  certain  substances  containing  poisons  within 
Part  I.  had  been  placed  by  the  Legislature  in  Part  II.  of 
the  original  Schedule,  and  I  was  also  referred  to  the  Sale 
of  Poisons  (Ireland)  Act  1870. 

7.  It  was  contended  for  the  Respondent,  in  reply,  that 
;  if  a  mixture  be  sold  containing  poison  in  such  a  form  that  it 

retains  its  dangerous  qualities  there  is  none  the  less  the  sale 
of  a  poison  because  it  nas  been  mixed  with  other  articles  so 
as  to  constitute  a  compound ;  and  further  that  vermin 
killers  containing  poisons  within  Part  I.  of  the  Schedule 
were  not  intended  to  bo  withdrawn  by  the  Resolution  from 
Part  I,  even  if  the  Act  conferred  power  on  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  so  to  withdraw  them.  It  was 
argued  that  it  is  quite  consistent  with  the  terms  of  the 
Resolution  to  hold  that  vermin  killers  containing  poisons  in 
Part  I.  fall  within  Part  I.,  while  vermin  killers  containing 
poisons  in  Part  II.  fall  within  Part  II.  It  was,  too,  pointed 
out  that  at  the  date  of  the  Resolution,  none  of  the  cases  as  to 
the  sale  of  mixtures  or  compounds  had  been  decided,  and 
that  this  probably  explains  the  specific  mention  of  vermin 
killers;  and  further  that,  as  the  Court  cannot  enter  into 
questions  arising  as  to  the  proportion  of  the  poisonous  in- 
gredients (unless,  indeed  the  principle  de  minimis  non  curat 
lex  applies)  one  result  of  upholding  the  Appellant's  con- 
tention would  bo  that  strychnine  and  other  deadly  poisons, 
in  the  form  of  vermin  killers,  could  be  obtained  by  all 
persons  indiscriminately  and  in  any  quantity  without  record 
or  inquiry  of  any  kind.  I  was  also  referred  to  the  report 
of  the  proceedings  before  the  Departmental  Committee 
appointed  in  1902  to  consider  Schedule  A  (Appendix  1  &c.) 
but  it  was  not  received  in  evidence. 

8.  I  was  of  opinion  that  vermin  killers  containing,  in 
dangerous  quantities,  poisons  within  Part  I.  of  the  Schedule 
fall  within  that  part  of  the  Schedule. 

I  accordingly  convicted  the  Appellant  as  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned and  the  question  upon  which  the  opinion  of  this  Court 
is  desired  is  whether,  upon  the  facts  stated,  I  came  to  a  correct 
decision  in  point  of  law,  and  if  not  what  should  be  done  in  the 
premises.

A  Double  Offence. 
At  Clitheroe  County  Court  on  June  22,  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  sought  to  recover  two  penalties  of  51.  each  from 
William  Henry  Grieg,  trading  as  Chadwick  &  Co.,  at  Moor 
Lane.  Clitheroe,  and  described  as  chemist,  druggist,  and 
herbalist,  one  penalty  for  using  the  title  of  chemist  and 
druggist,  not  being  registered  as  such,  and  the  other  for 
selling  a  poison  by  retail.  Evidence  was  given  by  officers 
of  the  society  to  the  effect  that  on  March  9  they  purchased 
sweet  nitre  and  oxalic  acid  from  defendant  at  his  shop. 
Defendant's  name  is  not  on  the  register,  nor  was  that  of 
Chadwick  &  Co.,  although  T.  B.  Chadwick,  of  Blackburn, 
appears  there.  Defendant  said  that  he  had  bought  the 
business  from  Chadwick,  and  he  argued  that  no  evidence 
had  been  adduced  that  he  was  not  Chadwick  &  Co.  His 
Honour  gave  a  verdict  for  both  penalties,  and  costs. 


Sale       Food  and  Drug's  Acts. 

Dividing  the  Sample. 
The  case  of  Smith  v.  Savage  (C .  db  D.,  April  12,  p.  588) 
again  came  before  the  Justices  of  Wiltshire  last  week  at 
Hungerford  Petty  Sessions.  They  last  year  dismissed  a 
summons  against  defendant  for  the  sale  of  cream  of  tartar 
containing  lead,  because  four  penny  packets  had  been  sup- 
plied, the  contents  of  which  the  purchaser  mixed  and  divided 
into  three.   It  was  argued  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Beck  (Neve,  Beck 


&  Kirby,  Lime  Street,  E.G.)  that  this,  under  the  Mason  v. 
•Ccwdary  decision,  was  wrong,  and  the  Justices  agreed.  But 
on  appeal  to  the  Divisional  Court  of  King's  Bench  by  Mr. 
Sam  Smith,  F.C.S.,  the  prosecutor,  the  Judges  held  that 
the  Justices  were  wrong,  and  remitted  the  case  to  them 
again  for  trial.  Last  week  they  decided  that  the  cream  of 
tartar  was  unintentionally  contaminated  with  lead,  and  im- 
posed a  fine  of  2s.  6d.,  including  costs. 

Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre. 
At  Leicester,  on  June  24,  Wm.  Sutcliff,  Anstey,  was  fined 
30s. ,  including  costs,  for  selling  this  spirit  deficient  to  the 
extent  of  70  per  cent. 

The  Loughborough  magistrates,  on  June  22,  reluctantly 
fined  Arthur  Ward,  Sileby,  25s.,  including  costs,  for  selling 
sweet  spirit  of  nitre  containing  0.1  per  cent,  of  ethyl  nitrite. 
The  defence  was  that  the  deficiency  was  due  to  evaporation, 
and  it  was  remarked  that  if  the  spirit  were  kept  in  glass- 
stoppered  bottles  this  would  increase  the  price  to  the  poor 
people  who  use  it.  Similar  fines  were  imposed  on 'Emma 
Brooks  (Barrow-on-Soar),  Joseph  Bailey  (Sileby),  and 
David  S.  Hack  (Quorn)  for  the  same  offence. 


Bankruptcies  anfc  failures. 


Be  John  Wyatt,  1  Broadway,  Mortlake,  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist.— Debtor  attended  for  his  adjourned  public  examination 
on  June  22,  at  the  Wandsworth  Bankruptcy  Court  (see  last 
issue,  p.  971).  In  reply  to  the  Registrar,  debtor  said  he  had 
disclosed  all  his  liabilities  and  assets  in  the  statement  he  had 
filed,  and  he  had  delivered  up  all  his  property  to  the  Official 
Receiver  as  trustee  of  his  estate.  The  Official  Receiver  said 
he  had  no  further  questions  to  ask,  and  the  debtor,  having 
made  the  statutory  declaration,  was  allowed  to  pass. 

Be  Frederick  William  Hughes,  66  Greenough  Street, 
Wigan,  trading  as  a  Druggist. — This  debtor  appeared  at  the 
Court  House,  Wigan,  on  June  24,  for  public  examination,  and 
stated  that  he  started  business  in  1898  with  10/.  capital.  He 
gradually  got  into  debt  owing  to  the  profit  being  hardly 
sufficient  for  his  living  expenses.  He  was  pressed  by  credi- 
tors and  had  to  file  his  petition.  His  unsecured  liabilities  are 
stated  at  68?.  Is.  bd.,  and  his  assets  are  estimated  to  produce 
51.  4s.,  or  a  deficiency  of  621.  lis.  bd.  The  debtor  was  allowed 
to  pass. 

Be  William  Edward  Peacock,  North  Walsham,  Norfolk, 
Chemist  and  Druggist. — The  public  examination  of  this 
debtor  was  held  on  June  21,  at  the  Shirehall,  Norwich,  before 
Mr.  Registrar  Cooke,  when  debtor  repeated  the  particulars 
given  last  week  (p.  971),  which  included  the  taking  over  of 
Overton's  Cash  Chemists,  North  Walsham,  where  he  was 
formerly  employed  as  an  assistant  at  35s.  a  week.  The 
following  are  creditors:  Smith  &  Sons,  Norwich  (12/.  6s.  Id.)  ; 
John  Dixon.  North  Walsham  (10/.) ;  and  Overton's  Cash 
Chemists,  Ltd.,  Lowestoft  (184/.). 

Be  William  Richard  Walkey  (trading  as  Waller  Malvine  & 
Co.),  32a  Euston  Square,  N.W.,  Wholesale  Druggist  and 
Manufacturing  Chemist. — At  a  sitting  of  the  London  Bank- 
ruptcy Court,  held  on  Tuesday,  June  27,  before  Mr.  Registrar 
Linklater,  this  debtor  attended  for  public  examination  upon 
accounts  showing  total  liabilities  5,087/.  16s.  4(7.  (unsecured 
4,774/.  12s.),  and  assets  386/.  3s.  Id.  The  observations  of  the 
Official  Receiver  (Mr.  E.  S.  Grey)  are  substantially  a  narra- 
tive of  the  facts  stated  in  the  C.  <L;  D.,  June  10,  p.  896.  Debtor 
qualified  as  a  chemist  and  druggist  in  April  1894,  and  was 
subsequently  employed  as  an  assistant  until  September  1900. 
when  he  commenced  a  wholesale  business,  with  a  capital  of 
230/.,  as  Waller  Malvine  &  Co.,  at  12  Castle  Street,  E.  The 
debtor  attributes  his  failure  and  insolvency  to  loss  on  trading 
and  to  pressure  by  creditors.  The  examination  was  ordered 
to  be  concluded.

Mellin's  Food,  Ltd. — The  tenth  annual  meeting  was  held 
on  June  27  at  Peckham,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  E.  C. 
Bliss  (chairman  of  the  company).  In  moving  the  adoption 
of  the  report  and  accounts,  he  said  that  many  items  in  the 
balance-sheet,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  were 
altered  much  to  the  benefit  of  the  company — e.g.,  the  directors 
recommended  that  no  less  than  14,853?.  should  be  carried  for- 
ward, against  the  previous  amount  of  8,576?.  Since  the  last 
meeting  they  had  been  indebted  to  Dr.  Pilley  for  a  very  clever 
invention  of  a  feeding-bottle, which,  in  their  judgment,  enabled 
them  to  say  that  they  have  now  the  very  best  feeding-bottle 
that  is  on  the  market.  The  report  and  accounts  were  unani- 
mously adopted. 

A.  J.  White,  Ltd. — The  eighth  annual  meeting  of  share- 
holders was  held  at  the  Memorial  Hall,  Farringdon  Road, 
London,  E.C.,  on  Friday,  June  23.  The  Hon.  Timothy  L. 
Woodruff  presided.  The  meeting  from  the  outset  was  of  a 
turbulent  character,  it  being  suggested  that  the  meeting 
was  called  at  11.30  a.m.  so  as  to  have  a  small  attend- 
ance. The  Chairman  denied  this,  and  proceeded  to  comment 
upon  the  year's  business.  He  said  the  net  profits  were 
12,986?.  15s.  Id.,  and  added  that  the  extensive  advertising  ad- 
vocated in  last  year's  report  was  showing  results.  He  re- 
gretted exceedingly  that  there  was  not  a  larger  profit,  which 
was  disappointing,  particularly  to  the  Board,  who,  with  their 
friends,  held  nearly  half  the  capital  of  the  company.  The  net 
profit  had  been  earned  in  the  soundest  and  most  legitimate 
way,  the  business  having  been  so  conducted  as  to  conduce  to 
its  vitality  and  permanence.  Ho  was  not  going  to  make 
public  any  of  the  details  of  the  company's  trading,  but  he 
might  safely  say,  in  general  terms,  in  showing  the  profit  which 
that  year's  trading  did  show,  the  company  had  in  its  adver- 


tising, and  in  every  other  department,  been  preserved  and 
managed,  not  so  much  with  a  view  to  this  year  as  with  a  view 
to  its  future  prosperity.  They  were,  therefore,  hopeful  as  to 
the  future.  The  sales  for  the  two  months  and  twenty-three 
days  of  the  current  financial  year  were  considerably  ahead  of 
those  of  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year.  Mr.  J.  Taylor 
Marsh  seconded  the  adoption  of  the  report.  Mr.  Llewellyn, 
a  chemist,  drew  attention  to  certain  figures  in  the  report,  and 
argued  that,  instead  of  there  being  a  profit,  there  was  a  loss  of 
between  4,000?.  and  5,000?.  Since  the  incorporation  of  the  com- 
pany they  had  dropped  something  like  50,000?.  a  year.  How 
could  they  sanction  such  a  balance-sheet  as  that  ?  (The  chair- 
man smiled.)  It  wasn't  a  smiling  matter.  Mr.  Bullmore 
moved  that  a  committee  be  appointed  of  the  largest  ordinary 
and  preference  shareholders  to  consult  with  the  directors  as  to 
the  future  management  of  the  company,  and,  if  thought  ex- 
pedient, to  write  down  the  capital  (1,000,000?.)  to  two-thirds 
of  its  present  amount.  He  pointed  out  that  their  tangible 
assets  were  only  117,215?.  If  they  eliminated  the  goodwill  they 
had  no  assets  whatever.  Mr.  King  seconded  this  amendment, 
and  stated  that  the  profits  had,  since  the  present  chairman 
became  connected  with  the  company,  fallen  from  66,868?.  to 
63,363?.  in  the  first  year;  next  year  they  were  65,691?.;  last 
year  they  were  32,256?.,  and  now  they  had  decreased  to  12,986?. 
Several  other  speakers  followed,  and  the  Chairman  replied, 
attributing  the  smaller  profit  balance  to  the  larger  expenditure 
in  advertising.  He  added  that  the  goodwill  (90,000?.)  stood  at 
less  than  the  amount  that  had  been  spent  in  advertising  in  the 
six  years  during  which  he  had  been  chairman  of  the  board  ; 
in  other  words,  that  amount  had  been  put  into  the  business 
to  make  such  profits  which  had  been  made,  and  latterly  to 
stop  the  decline  in  the  business  and  bring  about  a  rising 
tendency  in  sales.  Concluding,  he  remarked  that  although 
they  had  businesses  elsewhere,  the  major  part  of  their  profits 
were  made  in  Great  Britain.  Mr.  Llewellyn  gave  instances  in 
which  it  was  stated  that  for  the  farthing  profit  made  from  the 
sale  of  Mother  Seigel's  Syrup,  other  goods  of  a  similar 
character  return  sixpence  profit.  On  a  vote  being  taken  the 
report  and  accounts  were  passed.  The  Chairman :  Well, 
what's  the  next  business.  Mr.  Llewellyn :  Go  to  lunch. 
(Laughter.)  The  retiring  directors  and  auditors  were  re- 
elected, and  the  meeting,  which  had  lasted  two  hours,  closed.

We  find  the  oil  in  the 
2  dr.  stoppered  bottle  to  be  still  sweet,  being  free  from 
terebinthinate  odour  and  acrid  taste;  indeed,  both  taste 
and  odour  have  a  mellowness  about  them  which  is  not  found 
in  recently  pressed  oil,  and,  saving  the  deposition  of  a  thin 
film  of  fatty-like  stearoptene,  the  sample  is  brilliant.  It 
is  apparent,  therefore,  that  the  general  supposition  that 
lemon  oil  becomes  terebinthinate  on  keeping  is  not  true  of 
the  perfectly  pure  oil,  as  this  of  Messrs.  Stevenson  & 
Howell's  is.  In  view  of  the  mellowness  referred  to  it  might 
be  interesting  to  have  the  composition  of  eld  oils  deter- 
mined.   The  sample  before  us  is  too  small  for  the  purpose.

The  death 
of  this  veteran  recalls  the  early  history  of  cinchona-cultiva- 
tion in  the  Old  World,  he  being  the  man  who  obtained  the 
cinchona-seeds  from  which  were  grown  the  remarkable 
quiniferous  plant  Cinchona  Ledgcriana,  cultivated  in  Java. 
The  story  is  too  long  a  one  to  tell  in  detail  now,  but  we  may 
refer  those  who  wish  to  follow  it  to  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist, July  27, 1895,  where  it  was  told  by  Mr.  Ledger  himself, 
the  portrait  there  given  being  one  which  he  then  sent  to  us. 
Mr.  Ledger  was  born  at  1  Bucklersbury,  London,  on 
March  4,  1818.  When  barely  eighteen  he  obtained  a  clerk- 
ship in  a  merchant's  office  (Nayior's)  in  Lima,  Peru,  and  in 
1838  was  sent  by  them  to  manage  a  branch  office  at  Tacna. 
There  he  came  into  daily  contact  with  the  native  Indians, 
whose  language  he  mastered.  He  commenced  business  for 
himself  in  1842,  and  married  a  Tacna  lady.  Between  that 
year  and  1852  he  made  many  visits  to  the  cinchona-districts, 
Manuel  Incra  Mamami  accompanying  - him.  In  1843  he 
urged  upon  the  British  Government  the  desirability  of  cul- 
tivating cinchona  in  the  British  Colonies,  and  again,  in 
1852,  got  his  brother,  while  visiting  England,  to  call  the 
Government's  attention  to  the  matter  once  more.  Nothing 
came  of  this,  for  Sir  Clements  Markham's  expedition  of 
1860  was  quite  independent  of  Ledger,  and  did  not  secure 
what  he  urged  should  alone  be  sought — viz.,  the  seed  of  the 
rich  "  Roxo  "  or  Calisaya  cinchona.  Manuel  Mamami  was 
the  man  who  got  this  under  Ledger's  orders.  It  took  five 
years  for  him  to  get  the  right  seed,  and  he  lost  his  life  by  it. 
About  50  lbs.  of  this  was  sent  to  Mr.  George  Ledger  in  Lon- 
don, with  instructions  that  half  should  be  sold  to  the  British 
Government  and  half  to  the  Dutch.  Ledger  also  sent  20  lbs. 
to  the  Queensland  Government.  The  fact  that  Java  alone 
has  made  an  industry  of  this  cinchona  is  sufficient  historical 
punctuation.  Ledger's  interests  were  mainly  in  wool,  and 
they  took  him  occasionally  to  Australia.  He  married  for 
a  second  time  at  Sydney  in  1861,  and  in  1883  decided  to 
leave  South  America  and  spend  the  rest  of  his  days  in 
Australia.  He  visited  London  then,  and  met  Mr.  John 
Eliot  Howard,  with  whom  he  had  had  correspondence.  He 
settled  down  on  a  farm  twenty  miles  from  Goulburn, 
N.S.W.,  where  he  lived  happily  until  his  wife's  death  in 


1891.  Then  the  bank-failures  ruined  him.  and  by  1895  he 
was  in  so  destitute  a  condition  that  Sir  Clements  Markham 
and  others  organised  help  for  him.  and  the  Dutch  Govern- 
ment granted  him  an  annuity  of  100?.  Two  daughters  by 
his  first  marriage  reside  in  the  Argentine,  and  he  has  a 
nephew  in  Sydney. 

Newlands. — At  11  Dunsmure  Road.  Stamford  Hill,  on 
June  23,  Ada  Lavinia,  the  beloved  youngest  daughter  of 
Mr.  B.  E.  R.  Newlands,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  aged  twenty-four. 

Pringle. — Suddenly,  on  June  24,  Mr.  George  Pringle, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Commercial  Street.  Kirkcaldy.  Mr. 
Pringle  was  for  many  years  an  assistant  with  Mr.  David 
Storrar,  Kirkcaldy,  and  afterwards  managed  the  branch 
business  at  Commercial  Street,  Pathhead.  Some  seven 
years  ago  he  started  business  on  his  own  account  at  Burnt- 
island, running  with  the  pharmacy  an  aerated-water  fac- 
tory. Since  then  Mr.  Pringle  purchased  the  branch  busi- 
ness of  Mr.  Storrar  which  he  formerly  managed.  He  was 
getting  on  to  fifty  years  old. 

Williams. — At  Norwich,  on  June  24,  Mr.  John  Llewellyn 
Williams,  chemist  and  druggist,  New  Buckenham,  aged 
forty-five.  The  circumstances  of  Mr.  William's  sudden 
death  are  told  under  "  English  News."

Dr.  Williams's  Pink  Pills  in  Russia. — There  has 
recently  been  some  trouble  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  these 
pills  in  Russia,  and  the  Medical  Council  has  decided  to 
forbid  their  importation.  It  appears  from  the  official 
records  that  originally  the  pills  were  admitted  into  the 
country  for  sale  there  as  prepared  by  Messrs.  Hablen  &  Co., 
of  Paris  (presumably  agents  for  the  Williams  Medicine  Co.), 
it  being  declared  that  the  pills  contain  no  poisonous  or 
strong  acting  ingredient.  Subsequently  it  was  alleged  that 
the  pills  contained  arsenic,  and  the  St.  Petersburg  Public 
Medical  Department  had  them  analysed  by  Professor  A.  P. 
Dianin,  with  the  result  that  they  were  found  to  contain 
about  0.10  per  cent,  of  arsenic.  The  pills  analysed  had 
been  obtained  from  several  shops.  On  February  14  Major- 
General  Samsonoff,  representing  Messrs.  Hablen  &  Co.,  sent 
a  letter  to  the  Medical  Council  saying  that  if  such  foreign 
substance  had  been  found  in  Pink  Pills  it  must  be  through 
some  misunderstanding.  He  added  that  in  Germany  Pink 
Pills  are  sold  containing  a  different  ingredient  (neuramine) 
from  what  is  in  the  pills  admitted  into  Russia,  but  not  con- 
taining poison.  He  suggestid  the  possibility  of  such  having 
got  into  Russia  by  a  mistake  and  that  there  was  a  possibility 
of  imitations  having  crept  in  and  been  analysed  in  place  of 
the  genuine  pills.  He  claimed  a  fresh  analysis  of  Dr. 
Williams's  Pink  Pills,  guaranteed  genuine,  and  supplied 
for  the  guidance  of  the  Council  some  pills  according  to  the 
German  prescription.  Professor  Dianin's  analysis  of  these 
pills,  with  inscription  on  the  wrapper  "  according  to  German 
formula,"  disclosed  a  similar  proportion  of  arsenic  to  that 
found  in  the  original  analysis,  but  the  sample  of  Pink  Pills 
sent  as  genuine  by  Major-General  Samsonoff  with  another 
note  on  February  23  contained  no  arsenic ;  and  again  the 
samples  sent  in  by  Major-General  Samsonoff  as  "forged" 
Pink  Pills  did  not  disclose  arsenic.  The  end  of  fchs  matter 
is  summed  up  as  follows  : 


To  Remove  Rust  from  Iron  Spatulas. — Procure  a  piece  of 
hard  wood — c.r/..  oak — dip  it  in  oil  and  then  in  emery  powder, 
and  rub  this  well  on  the  steel.    Then  polish  in  the  usual  way. 


Having  considered  the  matter,  and  taking  into  account 
that  the  Medical  Council  gave  its  assent  to  the  admission  of 
pills  into  Russia  not  containing  poisonous  or  strong  acting 
ingredients,  and  whereas  an  analysis  of  samples  of  Pink 
Pills  found  on  sale  in  St.  Petersburg,  obtained  at  various 
places,  disclosed  arsenic,  and  that  according  to  Article 
No.  2  of  the  law  in  respect  to  the  admission  of  foreign  medi- 
cines, such  mav  be  admitted  if  conformably  with  Article  553 
of  the  Medical  Statutes  of  1892  there  is  no  prejudicial  or 
poisonous  substance  in  their  constitution,  the  Medical  Coun- 
cil lavs  down  that  the  importation  into  Russia  for  the  future 
of  Pink  Pills  should  be  forbidden,  and  that  such  Pink  Pills 
as  have  already  been  admitted  should  be  withdrawn  from 
commerce.

Manipulation  of  Prescriptions. 
Sir, — I  have  been  reading  with  much  interest  the  volley 
of  replies  evoked  by  "  Shaldon's "  little  bombshell  cast 
among  the  ranks  of  dispensers.  Naturally  it  is  a  case  of  tot 
vires,  tot  animce,  but  one  is  pleased  to  see  the  strong  strain 
of  practical  good  sense  underlying  one  and  all  of  the 
replies.  Alas  for  poor  "Shaldon"!  How  has  his  query 
for  once  elicited  the  fact  that  the  schools  of  medicine, 
even  after  five  years'  curriculum,  are  still  turning  out 
large  numbers  of  licentiates  who  cannot,  or  at  least  will 
not,  write  a  decent,  well-ordered  prescription  requiring 
no  "manipulation";  hence,  also,  alas!  the  routh  of 
therapeutical  corks  and  swimming  bladders  accumulating 
day  by  day  on  our  shelves — the  joint  product  of  business 
enterprise  and  professional  ineptitude.  The  public  may 
be  prepared  to  accept  "  nine  and  sixty  ways  for  construct- 
ing tribal  lays,"  but,  for  them,  there  is  only  one  correct 
way  of  compounding,  and  that  is  the  way  of  the  first 
dispenser  who  handles  their  prescription.  Surely,  then,  in 
the  case  of  an  ambiguous  prescription,  or  one  of  peculiar 
local  usage,  it  is  not  too  much  to  ask  this  favour — the  first 
dispenser  to  make  a  little  note  under  his  prescription  stamp 
for  the  benefit  of  his  confreres  into  whose  hands  it  may  sub- 
sequently fall,  thus  securing  the  credit  of  the  craft  for 
uniformity  in  dispensing.   In  brief,  our  practice  here  is  : 

(1)  Always,  if  possible,  consult  prescriber. 

(2)  Never  add  anything  not  absolutely  necessary. 

(3)  If  prescriber  is  not  accessible,  make  necessary  altera- 
tions without  saying  anything  to  patient,  and  advise  pre- 
scriber by  next  mail. 

Under  (3)  the  following  cases  may  arise  from  time  to  time  : 


Case. 

(a)  Overdoses  of  potent  in- 
gredients not  specially 
initialled. 


Treatment. 

Reduce  to  maximum  B.P. 
doses.  Retain  prescrip- 
tion, alter  same,  or  give  a 
corrected  copy,  with  any 
suitable  excuses  except  the 
real  one. 
Omit  whichever  ingredient 
appears  to  be  of  least  im- 
portance. Treat  prescrip- 
tion as  above. 

Mark  in  average  quantities 
direct  on  prescription. 


(b)  Dangerous  or  impossible 
cases  of  incompatibility — 
e.g.,  strych.  et  pot.  brom.. 
liq.  arsenical,  et  liq.  ferri 
dial. 

(c)  Quantities  of  one  or  more 
ingredients  left  out  (gene- 
rally occurs  in  rural  pre- 
scriptions). 

(d)  Quantities  all  in,  one  or 
more  ingredients  omitted. 

(e)  Ambiguous  terminology 
(usually  in  cases  of  non- 
official  preparations). 

(d)  Involving  chemical  action 
which  cannot  be  completed 
before  sending  out— e.g., 
mercuric  chloride  and  re- 
sorcin  in  ointment,  solu- 
tion of  bismuth  and  re- 
sorcin  in  mixture. 

In  conclusion,  I  may  add,  for  "  Shaldon's"  benefit,  that  I 
was  once  amused  by  finding  in  the  invaluable  pages  of  the 
C.  <Sb  D.  an  account  of  an  old  pharmacist's  speech,  in  which 
he  said,  provoking  much  laughter  thereby,  that  much  of  his 
time  as  an  assistant  had  been  spent  in  going  from  doctor 
to  doctor  to  ask  them  if  they  meant  what  they  had  written. 
I  set  it  down  then  to  a  post-prandial  effort ;  now  I  know 
better.

Advise  patient  beforehand  to 
expect  such  change.  (This 
saves  a  heap  of  trouble 
with  the  dear,  hypersuspi- 
cious,  but  unfortunately 
non-observant,  public.) 


Sir, — I  am  interested  in  the  discussion  in  your  columns 
of  the  question  of  the  addition  of  mucilage  to  mixtures 
containing  bismuth.  Personally  I  always,  in  making  up 
such  a  mixture,  add  a  few  grains  of  pulv.  tragacanth.  to 
the  compound  so  as  to  send  the  medicine  suspended.  I 
have  generally  found  my  prescription,  when  dispensed  by  a 
chemist,  treated  in  a  similar  manner,  although  I  have  not 
indicated  the  mucilage  in  the  directions.  I  am  surprised 
that  your  correspondent  "  R.  F.  H."  has  observed  any 
difficulty  in  such  treatment  of  bismuth  salts.  I  usually 
prescribe  carbonate  of  bismuth  with  mucilage  of  simple 
powder  of  tragacanth.  I  find  that  such  a  mixture,  when 
made  with  chloroform-water,  keeps  perfectly  well  for  an 
indefinite  time.  I  honour  the  chemist  whose  conscience 
does  not  permit  him  to  deviate  in  the  smallest  degree  from 
the  prescriber's  directions,  and  for  -the  future  I  shall  take 
care  to  indicate  my  preference  for  a  suspended  bismuth. 

I  would  like  to  say  that  a  short  time  ago  I  wrote  a  pre- 
scription for  a  lady  patient  for  some  pills  containing 
2  grains  of  reduced  iron  in  each  pill.  This  was  dispensed  at 
one  of  the  great  firms  in  the  West-end  of  London.  A  few 
weeks  after  prescribing  these  pills  my  patient  told  me  that 
she  had  asked  the  "  very  nice  young  man  "  who  had  attended 
to  her  to  make  the  pills  a  little  stronger,  and  he  had  don©  so 
to  the  extent  of  adding  another  grain  of  reduced  iron  to 
each  pill.  I  saw  the  proprietor  of  the  establishment  and 
made  a  mild  complaint,  which  I  was  bound  to  do,  and  a 
very  kind  apology  was  made  to  me.  I  hope  and  believe  that 
such  conduct  is  extremely  rare ;  but  there  is  the  fact. 
Recently  I  ordered  a  mixture  containing  30  grains  of 
potassium  chlorate  in  a  6-oz.  bottle.  Next  day,  al- 
though the  prescription  had  been  dispensed  at  a  well-known 
establishment,  I  found  the  powdered  potassium  chlorate 
undissolved  in  the  bottle  and  the  patient  in  some  anxiety 
what  to  do  with  it.  Knowing  the  trouble  which  this  salt 
sometimes  causes  in  the  effort  to  dissolve  it  quickly,  it 
would  seem  desirable  to  keep  it  in  solution,  as  this  is  not 
the  only  instance  of  the  kind  I  have  met  with.

Public  Analysts  in  Scotland. 

Sir, — In  your  issue  of  June  10  we  have  observed  an 
article  on  "  Public  Analysts,"  in  which  you  draw  a  most  ex- 
traordinary conclusion  to  the  effect  that  ' '  plurality  is  ram- 
pant in  both  Scotland  and  Ireland."  Ireland,  we  presume, 
is  quite  capable  of  replying  for  herself,  but  as  public  analysts 
for  Scotland  we  should  like  to  point  out  that  this  plurality 
is  only  apparent.  You  suggest  that  more  public  analysts 
should  be  appointed  for  Scotland,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact 
we  have  too  many,  if  England  is  to  be  taken  as  the  standard. 
In  England  and  Wales  there  are  103  public  analysts,  or  one 
to  every  315.786  of  the  population,  whereas  in  Scotland 
there  are  eighteen  (not  seventeen,  as  you  say)  public 
analysts,  or  one  to  every  248,450  of  the  population.  If  in 
England  the  exact  number  has  been  appointed,  as  you  ap- 
pear to  hold,  then  there  should  only  be  fourteen  public 
analysts  in  Scotland.  Your  hasty  generalisation  on  this 
question,  in  order  apparently  to  get  a  hit  at  the  "  Unspeak- 
able Scot,"  is  now  turned  against  yourselves.  The  real 
secret  of  the  matter  is  that  while  there  are  fewer  appoint- 
ments in  England,  each  of  these  covers  a  wider  area,  and  is 
much  more  valuable,  than  the  greater  number  of  the  appoint- 
ments in  Scotland.  The  local  authorities  in  many  of  the 
Scottish  burghs  are  very  independent  in  their  way,  and  do 
not  fancy  being  merged  in  the  county,  as  appears  to  be  the 
case  more  generally  in  England.  In  this  way  analysts  here 
have  a  large  number  of  appointments  for  different  burghs 
in  Fifeshire,  Aberdeenshire,  Dumbartonshire,  etc. ;  but  in 
England  all  these  would  be  included  in  the  county,  and 
would  not  be  named  separately.  This  is  the  reason  that 
there  is  an  apparent  plurality  in  Scotland,  but  if  any  capable 
F.I.C.'s  think  they  could  make  even  a  bare  living  out  of 
a  score  of  some  of  these  appointments  that  you  wish  them 
to  get,  they  are  much  more  able  than  we  can  claim  to  be. 
Appreciating  Sydney  Smith's  saying  about  Scotchmen,  we 
fear  that  your  article  was  a  huge  joke,  but  we  have  even 
applied  the  corkscrew  and  cannot  see  it.  For  the  sake  of 
those  interested  in  this  matter,  who  are  as  dense  and  im- 
penetrable as  the  proverbial  Sect,  we  take  the  safe  side  by 
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regarding  the  charges  seriously,  and  trust  we  are  not  tres- 
passing too  much  on  your  valuable  space  by  asking  if  you 
will  kindly  publish  our  reply  to  your  article.  This  reply 
was  agreed  to  at  a  full  meeting  of  the  Association  held  on 
June  23.  Yours  faithfully.

Befor3  submitting:  queries  in  this  department,  subscribers  are  ad- 
vised to  consult  the  "  C.  &  D.  Diary,"  i5os,  on  General  and 
Trade  laws,  p.  z3/;  Pharmacy  and  Poison  laws,  p.  299,  and 
Medicine-stamp  Acts,  p.  z79.  In  respect  to  the  last  we  can 
mark  labels  "Liable"  or  "Not  liable"  if  they  are  sent  in 
duplicate,  and  with  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope  for 
return  of  the  marked  ones. 

Full  particulars  in  regard  to  trade-mark  registration  will  be  found 
in  the  "  Diary,"  p.  240. 

A.  W.  P.  (254/40).— There  is  nothing  in  the  Pharmacy  Acts 
to  prevent  an  unqualified  person  buying  poisons,  compound- 
ing them  into  veterinary  medicines,  and  selling  them  by  whole- 


sale (we  mean  to  persons  who  may  legally  sell  poison 
by  retail),  but  the  unqualified  person  must  not  sell  them  by 
retail. 

Ana  (224/25). — In  respect  to  the  sale  of  known,  admitted, 
and  approved  remedies  company  "  chemists "  are  treated 
officially  the  same  as  individual  chemists. 

Pharmacoid  (255/56). — "The  absence  of  the  name  of  any 
person  from  the  register  shall  be  evidence,  tuitil  the  contrary 
shall  bo  made  to  appear,  that  such  person  is  not  registered 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  or  of  this 
Act."  This  is  quoted  from  Section  13  of  the  1868  Act. 
Evidence  to  the  contrary  would  be  production  of  tha  Minor 
certificate  and  proof  of  identity,  which  would  be  more  costly 
and  troublesome  than  having  your  name  restored  to  the  re- 
gister. Under  Section  10  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  has 
power  to  make  an  order  for  restoring  a  name  to  the  register, 
and  there  is  nothing  in  the  Act  to  prevent  a  restoration-fee 
being  included. 

Expert  (244/29). — The  analytical  certificate  of  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  is  legal  evidence.

Pulv.  glycyrrh  jxv. 

M. 

Dose :  One  tablespoonful  in  a  little  bran  mash  every  four 
or  five  hours  till  the  urine  is  clear. 

Ballineollig  (251/22).— Horse  Cough-powders.— Your 
analysis  very  nearly  matches  the  sample  of  cough-powders, 
but  we  think  the  missing  ingredient  is  camphor.  If  still  not 
effective,  add  5j.  doses  of  pulv.  fol.  aconiti. 

Polish  (253/42).— Boot-polish.— Refer  to  C.  d-  D..  Decem- 
ber 24,  1904,  p.  1033;  October  1,  1904,  p.  590;  or  "  Pharm. 
Form."    It  is  too  soon  to  repeat  these  formulas  here. 

Stickfast  (244/33).— The  powder  used  for  making  bill- 
stickers'  paste  more  adhesive  is  caustic  soda.  A  teaspoonful 
is  dissolved  in  water  and  mixed  with  about  1  lb.  of  flour. 
The  powder  form  of  caustic  soda  is  used. 

D.  I.  (243/38).— The  sediment  from  the  mineral  spring  is 
chiefly  iron  peroxide,  which  you  can  easily  demonstrate  to 
vour  customer  by  dissolving  a  little  of  the  sediment  by  means 
of  weak  hydrochloric  acid,  and  adding  gallic,  or  tannic  acid, 
or  ferrocyanide,  or  ferricyanide  of  potassium.  The  iron  is 
held  in  solution  by  carbon  dioxide,  and  when  the  gas  escapes 
the  iron  is  thrown  out. 

E.  E.  (247/68).— A  Plague  of  Ants  is  best  treated  with 
carbon  bisulphide.  Trace  the  ants  to  their  nests,  and  pour 
from  one  to  two  ounces  of  carbon  bisulphide  into  the  centre 
of  the  nest.  If  the  nests  arc  in  the  open  air,  they  can  also  bo 
fired.  In  any  case  you  must  warn  your  customer  of  the 
clanger  of  bringing"  lights  near  the  vapour  of  carbon 
bisulphide,  owing  to  its  inflammability. 

J.  F.  W.  (249/5).— Marking-ink.— As  it  is  three  years  since 
wo  printed  a  formula  for  this  in  the  C.  it  D.,  we  repeat:

Dissolve  the  silver  and  soda  salts  separately,  each  1:1  2  pints 
of  boiling  water,  and  mix.  Allow  the  precipitate  to  settle, 
decant  the  fluid,  and  collect  the  precipitate  on  a  paper  filter; 
wash  with  a  pint  of  water,  and,  when  drained,  transfer  to  a 
mortar;  add  the  acid  (in  powder)  and  mix.  When  efferves- 
cence has  ceased  add"  the  ammonia  solution,  stir  to  dissolve, 
and  transfer  to  a  bottle  containing  the  sugar  (powdered). 
Mix  the  chlorophyll  with  4  oz.  of  water  and  the  archil,  add 
the  acacia  to  this,  and,  when  dissolved,  strain.  Now  add  the 
ammoniacal  solution  and  make  up  to  20  oz.  with  water. 

Other  formulas  will  be  found  in  "  Pharmaceutical 
Formulas."  „  _ 

Nemo  (20/6)  and  W.  P.  S.  (253/46).— Green-pea  Compound. 
-These  tablets  weigh  ^  oz.  each,  and  consist  of  sodium  car- 
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bonate  (4)  and  sodium  chloride  (6).  The  figures  in  parentheses 
indicate  the  proportions.    The  directions  for  use  are  : 

To  one  pint  of  marrowfat  peas  add  this  tablet  with  sufficient 
boiling  water  to  cover  them  well  and  steep  for  twelve  hours, 
after  which  drain  off,  put  in  fresh  cold  water  to  boil,  with  a 
little  salt  and  sugar  to  flavour.  Simmer  gently  until  tender. 
Avoid  hard  boiling. 

A.  W.  J'.  (246/8). — The  children's  non-aperient  cooling- 
powder  you  send  is  practically  the  same  as  those  you  make. 

Itus  (241/44). — We  have  not  been  able  to  identify  the  beetle 
found  on  the  sage-plant.  If  you  send  one  to  the  Board  of 
Agriculture,  4  Whitehall  Place,  S.W.,  the  Board's  experts 
may  be  able  to  recognise  it. 

M.  JR.  (Schweinfurt)  (247/5).— Weed-killer.— The  following 
is  an  effectual  solution,  and  less  dangerous  than  arsenical 
compounds : 

Copper  sulphate    10  lbs. 

Hydrochloric  acid   2  pints 

Water   10  gals. 

Dissolve. 

For  use  this  is  diluted  in  tho  proportion  of  1  pint  to  1  gal. 
of  water. 

Delta  (40/39). — Resin  Spirit  is  obtained  by  destructive  dis- 
tillation of  the  cheaper  grades  of  resin.  The  portion  given  off 
at  between  80°  and  250°  C.  is  resin  spirit ;  above  this  tempera- 
ture the  distillate  is  called  resin  oil.  Resin  spirit  is  largely 
used  in  varnish-making  and  as  a  substitute  for  turpentine. 

HNO*  (243/64).— (1)  Nitric  acid  should  be  stored  either  in 
stoppered  glass  carboys  or  in  one  of  Doulton's  acid-proof 
earthenware  tanks.  (2)  The  l-to-7  liq.  ammon.  acet.  contains 
approximately  8  per  cent,  of  solid  ammonium  acetate.  Tho 
liquor  is  not  made  from  the  solid  acetate  for  the  reason  that 
the  salt  is  acid,  dissociation  taking  place  on  evaporation.  The 
carbonate  of  ammonium  is  used  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  process 
in  preference  to  caustic  ammonium,  as  the  product  from  the 
former  has  a  better  flavour.  (3)  Book  on  Dyeing. — Knccht, 
Rawson,  and  Locwenthal's  "  Manual  of  Dyeing,"  2  vols. 
(Griffin,  45s.),  meets  your  requirements.  (4)  By  writing  to  tho 
manufacturers  of  acids  who  advertise  in  the  C.  <fc  D.,  you 
will  obtain  quotations  according  to  quantity  required.  Do 
not  forget  that  the  carriage  on  mineral  acids  is  a  heavy  item. 

S.  L.  (246/11). — The  Solid  Lubricant  of  high  melting-point 
used  for  coaster  hubs  is  usually  a  compound  of  graphite, 
French  chalk,  and  hard  paraffin.  Some  of  them  contain 
magnesia  or  Kieselguhr  in  place  of  the  French  chalk,  while 
the  graphite  is  replaced  by  black  antimony  or  powdered  zinc, 
and  the  hard  paraffin  by  stearin,  soap,  or  other  fat.  It  is 
comparatively  easy  to  make  a  solid  lubricant,  but  not  so 
easy  to  devise  one  that  will  not  get  over-heated. 

Beetle  (232/44). — Beetle-powder. — Tho  following  modifica- 
tion of  a  "  P.  F."  formula  should  bo  more  effectual  than  what 
you  have  tried : 

Paris  green    4  oz. 

Borax   4  oz. 

Sugar   2  oz. 

Fine  oatmeal    2  g. 

Mix. 

M.  and  M.  (252/34).— Ice-cream  Powder  : 

Powdered  starch    1  oz.

Mix  with  a  pint  of  milk,  bring  just  to  the  boiling-point  to 
thicken  the  starch,  and  when  cold  put  into  a  freezer. 
_  Another  sample  we  have  found  to  contain  a  small  propor- 
tion of  powdered  gelatin,  the  object  being,  we  were  told,  to 
prevent  the  mixture  getting  very  hard  when  frozen. 

.4.  P.  W.  (25/13).— We  will  keep  the  article  in  mind,  but 
would  have  preferred  if  you  had  called  our  attention  to  your 
lecture  at  the  time. 

Togo  (238/2).— Cow-drench  for  preventing  abortion.— This 
is,  as  you  surmise,  a  mixture  of  carbolic  acid  and  bran.  The 
dose  of  the  antiseptic  should  be  2  to  4  dr.  The  drench  must  be 
given  in  a  mash  of  bran. 

Munad  (231/73).— (1)  As  far  as  we  can  make  out,  the  pills 
are  pil.  rhei  co.,  but  as  you  give  no  particulars  we  have  not 
gone  deeply  into  the  matter.  (2)  What  kind  of  sensitising- 
solution  do  you  want  for  paper  1  Would  the  iron  or  tho  old 
albumen  processes  suit?  (3)  Effective  control  over  errand- 
boys  is  better  than  "  doctoring  "  their  favourite  beverage. 

/.  M.S.  P.  (Estremoz).— (247/20).— Eatj  Oxygenee,  or,  as 
we  call  it,  peroxide  of  hydrogen,  is  made  as  follows: 

Take  barium  peroxide  300  grams,  phosphoric  acid,  dilute 
sulphuric  acid,  and  distilled  water  of  each  a  sufficiency. 

Pour  500  c.c.  of  cold  distilled  water  into  a  suitable  bottle,  add 
to  it  the  barium  dioxide  in  such  a  way  that  it  shall  not  form 
lumps,  and  shake  vigorously,  so  that  a  uniform  mixture  may  result 


Provide  suitable  means  of  refrigeration  so  tliat  the  bottle  and 
contents  may  be  kept  at  a  temperature  below  10°  C,  and  shake 
tnoroughly  every  few  minutes  during-  half  an  hour.  Afterwards 
continuing  the  refrigeration,  s,hake  occasionally,  but  vigorously, 
until  the  dioxide  has  become  fully  hydrated,  which  may  be  recog- 
nised from  the  fact  that  only  a  small  portion  of  the  water  separates 
from  it  on  standing,  and  that  it  may  be  mixed  witli  the  separated 
water  without  great  effort  by  shaking.  Having  introduced  96  c.c. 
of  phosphoric  acid  into  a  bottle  having  the  capacity  of  about  2,000 
c.c,  add  to  it  320  ex.  of  distilled  water,  cool  the  mixture,  and 
remove  50  c.c.  as  a  reserved  portion.  Now  add  the  well-mixed 
magma,  in  about  four  portions,  to  the  acid  liquid,  and  mix  them 
intimately  by  vigorous  and  continuous  shaking,  cooling  the  bottle 
after  each  addition  of  magma.  From  time  to  time  test  the  reaction 
of  the  liquid,  and,  when  it  becomes  alkaline,  add  to  it,  cautiously,  a 
little  of  the  reserved  phosphoric  acid,  until  the  liquid  has  again 
acquired  an  acid  character.  Repeat  the  agitation  from  time  to 
time  and  also  the  cautious  addition  of  phosphoric  acid,  as  long  as 
the  liquid  becomes  alkaline  on  prolonged,  vigorous  shaking.  If 
necessary,  a  further  quantity  of  phosphoric  acid  should  be  diluted 
with  distilled  water,  in  the  proportion  above  given,  and  a  portion 
of  this  liquid  used  for  saturation.  Having  finally  shaken  the  bottle 
again  very  thoroughly  and  until  the  liquid  part  is  neutral  to  litmus- 
paper,  set  it  aside  until  the  precipitate  occupies  only  about  one- 
third  of  the  volume  of  the  contents,  and  pour  the  supernatant  liquid 
upon  a  wetted  double  filter.  Then  transfer  the  semi-liquid  precipi- 
tate to  the  filter,  rinse  the  bottle  with  100  c.c.  of  distilled  water, 
transfer  this  to  the  filter,  and  when  the  liquid  has  drained  off, 
wash  the  barium  phosphate  on  the  filter  with  distilled  water  until 
the  filtrate  measures  1,000  c.c.  Now  add  to  it,  first,  twenty  drops, 
and  afterwards,  if  necessary,  further  smaller  quantities  of  dilute  sul- 
phuric acid,  until  a  small  portion  of  the  liquid  after  filtration 
(which  may  be  assisted  by  a  little  starch)  is  no  longer  rendered 
cloudy  by  dilute  sulphuric  acid. 

The  resulting  solution  is  approximately  10  per  cent,  by 
volume.  This  is  the  U.S. P.  method,  which  we  have  given  on 
account  of  the  very  full  directions  for  preparation.  Another 
method,  simpler,  but  more  expensive,  was  given  in  the 
C.  <£•  D.,  April  22,  p.  612.  If  you  do  not  care  to  go  to  the 
trouble  of  making  the  peroxide  of  hydrogen  you  can  get  it 
ready  made  from  British  manufacturers,  for  whose  names 
refer  to  the  Buyers'  Guide  of  tho  C.  &  D.  or  C.  d:  D.  Diary. 

Victory  (247/4). — There  is  no  book  published  entirely  de- 
voted to  soluble  essences.  The  chapter  on  this  subject  in 
"  Pharm.  Form."  is  the  best  that  has  been  published  so  far.

Apart  from  the 
above,  the  position  of  menthol  is  regarded  as  weak,  as  stocks 
here  are  large,  and  the  new  crop  in  Japan  is  expected  to  be 
quite  up  to  the  average.

A  very  remarkable  feature  is  the  disappearance  of  the  so- 
called  "raw"  oil,  both  for  medical  and  technical  purposes. 
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For  the  latter,  other  kinds  of  oils — as  seal  oil,  whale  oil, 
etc. — may  be  used,  but  for  the  former  a  large  quantity  of 
the  steam-refined  cod-liver  oil  may  be  supposed  to  be  taken 
as  a  substitute.  When  comparing  to-day's  prices  with 
those  of  1901 — when  we  had  one-fifth  less  of  steam-refined 
oil  and  about  7s.  to  8s.  per  barrel  lower  prices — it  must 
not  be  forgotten  that  in  that  year  we  had  more  than  four 
times  the  quantity  of  liver  for  "raw"  oils  than  we  now 
have.  The  future  must  decide  whether  the  present  price 
of  oil  is  justified  or  not ;  we  have  only  hinted  at  a  very 
important  point  that  ought  not  to  be  forgotten  when  com- 
parisons are  made.  Our  market  is  quiet  and  unaltered 
but  firm,  at  69s.  to  70s.  per  barrel,  f.o.b.  Bergen,  for 
finest  Lofoten  non-congealing  oil.  The  exports  from 
Bergen  up  to  date  amount  to  5,051  barrels,  against  3,633 
barrels  at  the  corresponding  date  of  last  year.

Smyrna,  June  17.— The  transactions  during  the  past  fort- 
night amount  to  21  cases  of  Karahissar  t.q.  (of  which  9  were 
for  local  speculation)  at  previous  prices.  The  firm  tone  of  the 
market  is  maintained,  and  at  the  last  moment  a  speculator  has 
been  obliged  to  pay  an  advance  of  2  piastres  for  Karahissar 
t.q.  in  order  to  obtain  five  cases.  The  rains,  accompanied 
with  frequent  storms,  have  continued  while  the  cutting  is  at 
its  height.  The  various  samples  of  new  opium  which  have 
been  received  show  that  the  quality  up  to  the  present  is  much 
inferior  to  that  of  the  last  harvest.  The  arrivals  in  Smyrna 
amount  to  4,758  cases  (of  which  19  cases  comprise  new  crop), 
against  2,031  cases  at  the  corresponding  date  of  last  year. 

Smyrna,  June  23.— -The  sales  this  week  amount  to  27  cases, 
consisting  of  25  extra  Karahissar  at  8s.  6d.  and  two  cases 
fine  Yerh  at  9s.  per  lb.,  f.o.b.

The  weather  throughout  the  week  continued 
showery  in  the  lowlands,  but  as  much  as  half  an  inch  fell  in 
the  upper  plateaus,  and  reports  speak  of  damage  done.  The 
arrivals  to  date  amount  to  90  cases,  against  231  cases  at  same 
period  last  year. 

Otto  of  Rose.— Reports  to  hand  from  Bulgaria  show 
that  the  distillation  is  proceeding  but  slowly,  owing  to 
unfavourable  weather,  and  according  to  present  estimates 
a  shortage  of  30  per  cent,  is  expected,  compared  with  last 
year ;  probably  the  crop  will  reach  500.000  miskals,  against 
780.000  miskals  last  year.  If  the  outturn  still  continues 
unfavourable  it  is  probable  producers  will  take  advantage 
of  the  situation  to  open  this  year's  season  with  higher 
prices.

1904  as  1,699  ewt.  only,  against  42,888  cwt.  during  1903.  It 
now  appears  from  a  letter  we  have  received  from  the  British 
Consul  at  Bordeaux  that  a  technical  error  has  been  made,  and 
that  the  1904  export  figures  represent  tons,  not  cwts.  The 
same  remarks  apply  to  crude  tartar  and  superphosphate  of 
lime.  The  following  is  an  amended  table  of  the  exports  of 
these  three  articles  as  issued  by  the  Consul :

Crude  Camphor. 

The  Japanese  Consul-General  in  London  sends  us  a  letter 
for  publication  in  regard  to  the  crude  camphor  situation 
from  the  Japanese  Government  point  of  view,  but  the  infor- 


mation conveyed  is  practically  to  the  same  effect  as  what  we 
published  under  this  heading  last  week  (p.  979).  The 
Japanese  Government  is  assiduous  in  circulating  the  news  a3 
to  how  the  present  situation  arose,  and  the  explanation  seems 
feasible.  We  are  afraid,  however,  the  statement  that  they 
have  "  no  intention  of  monopolising  the  market  for  refined 
camphor  in  foreign  countries  "  will  be  hard  to  believe  in  the 
face  of  present-day  facts. 

Chilian  Saltpetre-production. 

The  report  of  the  "  Asociacion  Salitrera  do  Propaganda" 
states  that  the  saltpetre-production  of  Chili  in  1904  amounted 
to  33,893,292  Spanish  quintals  (46  kilos.),  as  against  32,288,678 
quintals  in  19U3,  and  29,829,679  quintals  in  1902.  The  total 
exports  in  1904  amounted  to  32,609,756  quintals,  an  increase  of 
914,902  quintals  as  compared  with  1903.  The  chief  countries 
to  which  saltpetre  was  exported  in  1903  were  the  United 
States  (6,375,755  quintals),  Germany  (11.129,470  quintals),  the 
United  Kingdom  (2,747,810  quintals),  France  (4,  709.250  quin- 
tals), Belgium  (3,343,050  quintals),  and  Holland  (2,738,610 
quintals). 

Cascara  Sagrada. 

In  his  annual  report  on  the  trade  of  Oregon,  Washington, 
and  Idaho,  the  British  Consul  at  Portland  states  that  cascara 
sagrada  is  found  principally  in  the  Portland  district,  and  in 
consequence  of  prices  having  advanced  last  year  to  as  high 
as  10(7.  per  lb.  the  production  was  much  increased.  Hitherto 
most  of  the  bark  was  gathered  in  Oregon  forests,  but  in  1904 
Washington  contributed  largely  to  the  supply.  Bark  sold  at 
from  2j(7.  to  3(7.  per  lb.,  and  the  amount  dried  was  about 
2,500  tons.  Shipments  would  appear  to  have  been  £00  to  600 
tons  to  Europe,  and  about  1,500  tons  to  Eastern  States.  It  is 
said  that  the  trees  grow  up  again  from  the  roots,  after  being 
cut  down,  but  unless  some  steps  are  taken  to  protect  them,  the 
supply  may  become  exhausted  in  a  few  years.

Cape  Colony. 

That  Spirit-tax. — Messrs.  A.  Cleghorn  &  Darrcll  of  Cape 
'Town  take  advantage  of  the  additional  spirit-tax  to  locally 
^advertise  the  fact  that  all  their  tinctures  are  made  from 
purest  British  grain-spirit,  from  standardised  drugs,  and 
■are  standardised  to  an  always  definite  strength. 

Paying  for  their  Whistle. — In  consequence  of  the  addi- 
tional duty  of  6.?.  per  gallon  on  imported  spirits  the  licensed 
victuallers  have  agreed  to  advance  the  price  of  spirits,  as 
sold  in  the  hotels  and  bars  by  the  glass,  from  sixpence  to 
ninepence,  while  in  the  case  of  spirits  now  sold  at  nine- 
pence,  such  as  brandies  and  special  brands  of  whisky,  the 
price  will  be  raised  to  Is. 

The  Customs  Convention. — In  the  Cape  House  of 
Assembly,  on  June  2,  it  transpired  that  Government  would 
provide  adequate  representation  of  manufacturing-interests 
at  the  forthcoming  Customs  Convention  in  October,  and 
that  they  would  take  steps  to  find  out  what  the  views  of 
manufacturers  were.  Subsequently,  on  June  4.  the  House 
had  a  first-class  debate  on  the  Customs  tariff,  in  which  Mr. 
Merriman  figured  largely.  Cape  Colony  has  found  that  the 
Customs  Union  Convention  prejudicially  affects  her  in- 
terests, and  wants  more  protection  for  her  products  of  the 
■soil  and  existing  Colonial  manufactures.  These  will  be  the 
principal  points  raised  at  the  Convention,  but  members  of 
the  House  are  by  no  means  unanimous  as  how  to  best  attain 
these  objects. 

Oversea  Parcel-post. — At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Cape  Town  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  June  6,  a  long  discus- 
sion took  place  on  the  oversea  parcel-post,  during  which 
Mr.  Stuttaford  (a  local  Whiteley)  pointed  out  that  there 
had  been  a  great  increase  in  the  number  of  parcels  since 
ithe  pre-war  days.  In  1898,  7,095  parcels  had  been  for- 
warded from  England,  and  in  1904  that  number  had  in- 
creased to  30,123.  This  was  out  of  all  proportion  to  the 
increase  of  the  import  trade.  In  1904.  151  tons  a  week  had 
been  imported,  as  against  30  tons  in  1897  and  1898.  The 
question  was,  what  was  to  be  done?  The  English  distribu- 
tor injured  the  trade  of  South  Africa.  The  "Overseas 
Daily  Mail"  had  established  a  system  of  "shopping  by 
newspaper,"  and  had  undertaken  to  do  shopping  for  people 
in  the  Colonies — South  Africa  was  especially  referred  to 
— free  of  charge.  No  doubt  the  "Daily  Mail"  received 
commission  from  the  English  stores.  Not  only  were  trades 
affected  by  this,  but  there  was  a  distinct  loss  of  revenue 
to  the  Colony. 

Cape  Spirit-duty. — In  further  reference  to  the  addi- 
tional spirit  tax,  which,  as  announced  last  week,  became 
.law  on  May  30,  several  interesting  statements  were  made  by 
members  during  the  course  of  the  debate.  The  Hon.  Mr. 
Wilmot,  for  instance,  thought  it  extraordinary  that  this 
extra  tax  on  imported  spirits  was  not  to  be  imposed  in  the 
form  of  Customs  duty,  when  it  would  be  most  easy  of 
collection,  instead  of  as  an  Excise.  If  put  on  in  the  form 
of  a  Customs  duty,  it  would  make  the  import  duty  on 
whisky  21s.  per  gal.  The  Government  was  treating  the 
wine-farmers  not  with  generosity,  but  with  extravagance. 
He  maintained  that  the  general  quality  of  Colonial  brandy 
was  bad,  and  they  were,  now  going  to  substitute  imported 
whisky  for  a  very  inferior  article.  Another  member  (the 
Hon.  H.  C.  Van  Zyl)  remarked  that  "  as  to  imported  spirits 
being  so  excellent,  they  knew  what  had  happened  with 
regard  to  the  imported  soda-water — when  the  imported 
article  was  no  good  it  was  sold  as  Colonial  soda-water. 
'This  was  unfair  toward  Colonial  products,  and  gave  them  a 
bad  name.    If  the  Government  could  see  some  way  of  im- 


proving the  article,  they  would  be  doing  a  great  service  to 
the  country,  but  belittling  the  products  could  do  no  sort  of 
good  to  anyone.  Protection  of  our  products  was  a  step  in- 
the  right  direction."  In  the  House  of  Assembly  on  Jun  1, 
Dr.  Jameson  announced  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
had  been  pleased  to  assent  to  the  Additional  Taxation  Bill 
of  1905. 

A  Suspicious  Death. — At  Port  Elizabeth  an  inquest  was 
held  on  June  2  on  the  body  of  a  child  four  weeks  old,  named 
Edward  A.  Barnes  Bryant,  who  had  died  somewhat 
suddenly.  Charles  Richards,  chemist,  said  he  was  in  the 
service  of  Messrs.  J.  A.  Willett  &  Co.  On  Saturday, 
May  20,  he  made  up  a  prescription  in  accordance  with 
an  order  from  Mr.  Bryant.  He  labelled  it  "For  Mrs. 
Bryant's  baby.  A  teaspoonful  to  be  taken  every  four  hours." 
He  noticed  that  at  the  time  he  made  it  up  it  was  slightly 
bitter.  He  is  not  a  qualified  chemist,  but  was  working 
under  qualified  supervision.  Mr.  Dakers,  a  qualified 
chemist,  was  present  when  the  mixture  was  made.  Dr. 
Brock  afterwards  asked  him  to  see  if  there  was  not  some- 
thing wrong  with  the  medicine.  Witness  drank  about  an 
ounce  of  it,  but  it  had  no  effect  upon  him.  He  then  made 
up  another  bottle  on  his  (witness's)  own  suggestion.  He 
tasted  that,  and  found  that  that  was  also  bitter,  but  not 
quite  so  bitter  as  the  other  bottle.  It  had  also  tincture  of 
squill  in  it.  No  strychnine  was  kept  anywhere  near  the 
tincture  of  squill.  Mr.  Barry,  the  Magistrate,  said  he  had 
not  received  a  report  from  the  analyst  with  respect  to  the 
analysis  of  the  contents  of  the  child's  stomach,  and  there- 
fore, as  this  was  all  the  evidence,  he  was  bound  to  arrive  at 
an  open  verdict.  He  considered  that  death  was  due  to 
asphyxia,  probably  due  to  convulsions.  The  Solicitor- 
General  would  decide  the  question  of  analysis  later  on. 

Natal. 

Mr.  T.  W.  Dukes,  chemist  and  druggist,  late  of  Johan- 
nesburg, has  been  elected  a  member  of  the  Vryheid  Licens- 
ing Board. 

Newly-licensed. — Mr.  James  Fernie,  late  of  Pierhead, 
Newport,  Fife,  has  been  admitted  to  practise  as  a  chemist 
and  druggist  in  the  Colony  of  Natal. 

Natal  Pharmaceutical  Society. — The  annual  general 
meeting  of  the  Natal  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  in 
Durban  on  May  29.  There  were  present  Messrs.  Champion 
(President),  Ross,  Anderson,  Roadknight,  Watts,  Fernie, 
Rutherford,  Inman,  Johnston,  Warren,  Irving,  Holden, 
Firth,  and  the  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  S.  K.  Elgie.  Messrs. 
Burne,  Acton  &  Merry  were  represented  by  proxy.  A  very 
satisfactory  balance-sheet  and  annual  report  were  presented 
by  the  Secretary.  During  the  past  year  sixteen  new  mem- 
bers had  joined  the  Society,  and  an  additional  four  were 
elected  at  the  meeting.  The  following  officers  were  elected 
for  the  ensuing  year  :  President,  Mr.  F.  Johnston  ;  Vice- 
President,  Mr.  S.  K.  Elgie ;  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Mr. 
David  S.  B.  Anderson ;  Committee,  Messrs.  Champion, 
Ryan,  Inman,  and  Charlton;  Auditors,  Messrs.  Ruther- 
ford and  Roadknight.  Mr.  Johnston,  in  thanking  the 
members  for  his  election  to  the  presidential  chair,  eulogised 
the  services  of  Mr.  Champion,  and  thought  that  the  Society 
would  have  freer  scope  in  its  deliberations  if  the  President 
of  the  Society  were  a  different  person  to  the  President  of  the 
Pharmacy  Board,  as  had  been  the  case  for  some  years  past. 
Mr.  Champion  suitably  replied.  Certain  proposals  in  con- 
nection with  the  Pharmacy  Board  and  the  by-laws  of  the 
Society  were  afterwards  discussed. 
Orange  River  Colony. 

The  Bloemfontein  Municipal  Council  are  now  busily 
engaged  on  their  sewage  scheme,  laying  drainage-pipes, 
connecting  up  the  houses,  etc.  Time  alone  will  show 
whether  this  has  been  perfectly  done,  and  whether  it  will 
work  in  accordance  with  the  experience  of  modern  sani- 
tary science. 

Hospital  Commission  Report.— The  Bloemfontein 
"Friend"  of  June  1  devotes  four  and  a  half  columns  of 
its  space  to  a  reprint  of  the  Hospital  Commission  Report, 
from  which  it  would  appear  that  the  management  and 
control  has  been  defective.  We  are  informed,  however, 
that  such  is  not  the  case.  The  hospital,  it  appears,  was 
started  in  the  "  good  old  days"  of  the  Orange  Free  State, 
and  served  its  purpose  well,  but  with  the  transfer  of  the 
O.R.C.  to  the  Imperial  Government,  and  a  large  influx  or

British  people,  it  was  felt  the  hospital  should  be  conducted 
on  thoroughly  modern  lines.  A  Commission  was,  therefore, 
appointed  to  inquire  into  the  present  working  of  the 
hospital  and  make  such  recommendations  as  would 
enable  it  to  be  brought  thoroughly  up-to-date.  From  a 
pharmaceutical  point  of  view  it  would  be  an  advantage  if  a 
qualified  pharmacist  was  installed  as  resident  dispenser.  At 
present  a  patient  goes  into  the  hospital,  his  own  medical 
man  attends  him,  writes  a  prescription,  which  is  sent  out 
to  a  chemist  to  dispense;  sometimes  the  chemist  gets  paid, 
sometimes  not,  the  hospital  undertaking  no  liability  for 
medicines  supplied.  Another  point  in  favour  of  a  good 
pharmacist  being  appointed  is  that  the  nucleus  of  a  class 
in  pharmacy  could  be  formed  which  would  be  of  great  bene- 
fit to  those  chemists'  assistants  in  the  city  who  were  desirous 
of  reading  up  for  examination. 

Transvaal. 

A  School  of  Pharmacy  has  been  opened  by  Mr.  E.  Macin- 
tosh, pharmaceutical  chemist  (London,  1896),  at  Johannes- 
burg, to  prepare  candidates  for  the  November  examination 
of  the  Pharmacy  Board.  Mr.  Macintosh  passed  his  Minor 
from  Duncan's,  Edinburgh,  and  his  Major  from  Watson 
Wills,  London.  Afterwards  he  studied  advanced  physics 
and  chemistry  under  Professor  Meldola  at  the  City  and 
Guilds  of  London  Institute  for  some  time,  so  that  he  is  well 
qualified  for  the  position  he  has  taken  up.  He  is  a  native 
of  Elgin,  N.B.,  and  arrived  in  South  Africa  in  '97.  Five  of 
the  successful  candidates  at  the  first  Transvaal  examination 
were  tutored  by  Mr.  Macintosh,  six  students  having  been 
presented. 

Tariff  Alterations  OrrosED. — At  the  Johannesburg 
Chamber  of  Commerce  meeting  on  May  31,  a  resolution 
was  passed  to  the  effect  that  the  Chamber  would  strongly 
oppose  any  alterations  in  the  Customs  or  railway  tarirts 
which  had  the  object  of  protecting  and  encouraging  the  in- 
dustries of  the  coast  colonies,  if  such  measures  acted  to  the 
detriment  of  similar  industries,  or  tended  to  increase  the 
cost  of  living  in  the  Transvaal.  It  was  stated  in  discussion 
that  the  Cape  Colony  wished  to  rush  the  proposed  altera- 
tions through  as  quickly  as  possible  before  the  Transvaal 
could  discuss  them  in  a  representative  Parliament,  and 
declared  that  any  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  Cape  and  Natal 
to  get  more  out  of  the  Transvaal  should  be  resisted. 

The  First  Pharmaceutical  Examination  conducted  by 
the  recently-constituted  Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board  for  the 
final  qualification  of  chemist  and  druggist  was  held  in  the 
Board's  rooms,  Normal  School  Buildings,  Von  Brandis 
Street,  Johannesburg,  on  May  29,  30,  and  31.  The  examiners 
were:  Mr.  J.  R.  Jones  (Pretoria),  botany;  Dr.  J.  van 
Niekerk,  prescription  reading ;  Mr.  J.  H.  Dinwoodie,  dis- 
pensing;  Mr.  R.  Butters,  materia  medica ;  Mr.  B.  Owen 
Jones  (Boksburg),  pharmacy;  and  Mr.  W.  T.  Skinn, 
chemistry  and  physics.  Of  the  nineteen  candidates  who 
presented  themselves  for  examination,  the  following  eight 
passed  :  Messrs.  A.  H.  Bryant,  J.  M.  Gordon,  H.  A.  M. 
Hetherington,  M.  S.  Kagan-Cohn,  H.  W.  L.  Teitge  (Johan- 
nesburg), E.  Galpin  (Pretoria),  C.  J.  E.  Hartshorne  (Boks- 
burg), and  D.  Fleming  (Roodepoort). 

The  Examination  extended  over  three  days,  each  can- 
didate being  in  the  "mill"  for  two  days.  Two  large 
halls  in  the  Normal  School  were  occupied,  the  arrangements 
being  similar  to  those  at  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  writes 
a  correspondent  who  passed  his  Minor  in  Scotland.  A 
candidate  who  succeeded  tells  us  that  the  standard  was 
high  and  that  he  was  taken  pretty  well  through  the  sylla- 
bus : 

In  chemistry  and  physics  I  was  examined  by  Mr.  W.  T. 
Skinn.  I  was  given  a  simple  substance  and  an  alkaloid, 
which  proved  to  be  boric  acid  and  quinine  salicylate.  Then 
I  had  to  estimate  the  percentage  of  a  solution  of  caustic  soda. 
After  this  I  had  to  give  the  weight  of  a  sp.  gr.  bottle  and  a 
weight.  Next  followed  a  conversation,  with  the  examiner 
which  lasted  about  an  hour,  during  which  time  I  was  asked 
the  following  questions,  amongst  others :  Give  a  definition 
of  chemistry  and  physics.  Explain  the  use  and  construction 
of  the  barometer.  Take  a  reading  and  use  the  Vernier. 
What  is  capillarity  ?  The  construction  of  thermometers  and 
methods  for  testing  their  accuracy.  What  is  specific  heat, 
and  how  would  you  determine  the  specific  heat  of  a  solid  ? 
What  is  refraction  and  the  focal  length  of  a  lens  ?  Explain 
the  construction  of  a  microscope.  What  is  fluoresence  and 
phosphorescence?      Give  the  commercial  methods  for  the 


manufacture  of  carbonate  of  soda.  State  how  lithium  salts, 
iodine,  and  the  iodides  of  potassium,  iron,  and  mercury  are 
made.  How  is  sulphuric  acid  made,  and  how  are  magnesium 
sulphate  and  zinc  sulphate  prepared  ?  Describe  the  prepara- 
tion of  arsenious  anhydride  and  give  the  tests  for  arsenic  ;  also 
how  are  the  phosphates  of  calcium  made  ?  We  also  had  a 
long  talk  on  the  destructive  distillation  of  coal,  leading  up  to 
benzine,  and  finally  aniline  and  various  aniline  products. 

Mr.  R.  Butters  examined  in  materia  medica.  The  questions, 
seven  in  number,  covered  a  wide  range.  Gum  kino,  red  gum, 
aniseed,  conium-seed,  euonymus-bark,  hamamelis-bark, 
savin,  aconite,  arnica,  asafetida,  cascara,  digitalis,  henbane,, 
and  strophanthus  had  to  be  identified  and  their  sources  and 
chief  constituents  stated.  Aloes  was  the  subject  of  another 
question,  the  latter  part  of  which  was  as  to  why  Cape  aloes- 
was  not  in  the  B.P.  Three  samples  of  buchu  had  to  be  identi- 
fied, and  the  percentage  of  alkaloids  in  nux  vomica,  opium,, 
cinchonin,  belladonna,  coca  stated.  Another  question  re- 
ferred to  South  African  drugs :  how  many  kinds  are  exported 
and  what  quantities?  What  is  the  difference  between  Senegal, 
and  Cape  gums  ?  Questions  were  also  put  as  to  copaiba  and 
the  preparation  of  morphine  hydrochlorate. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Jones'  questions  in  botany  referred  to  the  cell, 
chlorophyll,  exogenous  stems,  rhizomes,  monocotyledonous 
stems,  phyllotaxis,  tendrils,  inflorescence,  and  the  character- 
istic features  of  Ranunculacece,  Geraniacece,  Rosacea,  Com- 
Ijosilcc,  Labiatce,  and  Euphorbiacece. 

The  pharmacy  questions  set  by  Mr.  B.  Owen  Jones  re- 
quired a  description  of  destructive  distillation,  sublimation,. 
elutriation,  hydrolysis,  levigation,  and  lixiviation,  and  the 
difference  between  alkaloids,  glucosides,  and  neutral  prin- 
ciples. The  process  for  salicin  had  to  be  given,  as  also  the 
making  of  ext.  strophanthus,  ext.  ergotse,  syrup  senna?,  syr.. 
pruni  virg.,  sp.  ammon  aromat.,  and  pil.  phosphori.  Then 
the  processes  of  manufacturing  ferri  et  quin.  cit.  and  ferri  et 
ammon.  cit.  were  required,  and  the  tests  for  brucine  in  strych- 
nine. The  preparation  of  lin.  pot.  iodid.  o.  sapone  was  to  be 
described,  and  the  difference  and  preparation  of  liquor  pan- 
creatis  and  liq.  thyroidei  stated.  Why  is  it  necessary  to  use 
glycerin  in  making  ung.  acid  carbolici;  and  why  is  neutra- 
lisation necessary  in  the  preparation  of  ergotin  ?  How  much. 
morphia  is  there  in  37^  minims  liq.  morphiae  hydrochlor. ; 
and  how  would  you  designate  a  solution  which  is  made  so  that 
1  grain  is  contained  in  100  minims?  The  doses  of  morphise 
hydrochlor.,  strychnine,  arsenious  acid,  perchloride  of  mer: 
cury,  liq.  Donovani,  antim.  tart.,  liq.  sodii  arseniatis,  plumbi. 
acet.,  and  tr.  chloroformi  et  morphinee  had  to  be  given,  and 
the  last  question  was  on  the  poisons  schedule  of  the  Transvaal 
pharmacy  law. 

The  prescriptions  which  Mr.  J.  H.  Dinwoodie  set  in  prac- 
tical pharmacy  and  dispensing,  for  which  three  hours  were- 
allowed,  were : 


During  April  last  drugs  and  medicines  of  the  value  off 
Rs.  2,660  were  imported  into  Mombasa. 

The  report  for  the  year  1904  on  the  trade  of  Germany,  by 
H.M.  Consul-General  at  Berlin,  contains  a  short  synopsis  of 
the  more  important  cartels,  syndicates,  and  price-conventions, 
etc.,  either  newly  formed  or  renewed  in  the  course  of  1904, 
Those  interested  should  refer  to  the  report  itself. 

There  are  occasional  odd  relations  between  pharmacy  and 
the  stage.  The  property-master  in  a  provincial  theatre  which 
is  producing  a  melodrama  with  the  swaggering  title,  "The 
Greatest  Scoundrel  on  Earth,"  called  on  a  neighbouring 
chemist  and  got  him  to  make  up  half  a  dozen  bulky  powders, 
with  a  large  poison  label  on  each  packet.  Directions  :  One  to- 
be  used  each  night  by  "  The  Greatest,  etc.,"  in  an  abortive- 
attempt  to  poison  off  the  gallant  hero.

THE  Eeport  of  the  Select  Committee  on  Colonial  Indus- 
tries, to  which  reference  was  made  in  our  issue  of  last 
week  (p.  964),  contains  some  interesting  evidence  on  the  spirit 
question  by  Dr.  Rudolf  Marloth  and  Mr.  A.  Walsh,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Colonial  Pharmacy  Board  and  general  manager 
of  Messrs.  Lennon,  Ltd.  Dr.  Marloth  was  of  opinion  that 
properly  rectified  colonial  spirit  was  certainly  as  good  as 
any  spirit  imported,  and  that  tinctures  could  be  produced 
locally  quite  as  good  as  those  imported.  He  was  favourable 
to  the  imposition  of  a  heavy  spirit-duty,  which  would  do 
away  with  the  importation  of  the  bulk  of  the  tinctures. 
There  were,  he  said,  a  few  preparations  in  which  spirit  is 
used  which  are  not  manufactured  in  Cape  Colony,  such  as 
spirit,  asther.  nit.,  but  he  did  not  know  whether  a  colonial 
chemist  would  be  able  to  produce  it.  [At  least  one  manu- 
facturing concern  at  the  Cape  has  been  equipped  for  years 
past  to  make  spirit,  aether,  nit. — Ed.]  Tinctures  at  present 
were  only  subject  to  7^  per  cent,  ad  valorem  duty  only,  as 
compared  with  15s.  per  gallon  on  imported  spirit,  and  as 
they  were  all  manufactured  in  Europe  he  maintained  they 
were  putting  a  premium  on  foreign  labour.  Makers  of 
Dutch  medicines  used  to  employ  hundreds  of  men,  but  it 
does  not  now  pay  them.  Mr.  Albert  Walsh  gave  similar 
evidence,  stating  that  the  local  manufacture  of  tinctures 
would  not  be  a  success  if  the  cost  of  materials  sensibly 
varied.  If  people  were  compelled  to  use  the  wine-spirit 
and  the  crop  was  particularly  short,  as  it  was  a  few  years 
ago,  and  the  price  went  up  to  12s.  or  13s.,  it  would  be 
impossible  to  carry  on  the  manufacture.  It  would  be  neces- 
sary to  provide  some  means  to  enable  the  manufacturer  to 
get  all  his  material  at  a  uniform  rate.  Prices  in  Germany 
and  England,  he  said,  do  not  vary  more  than  5  per  cent,  or 
10  per  cent.  He  thought  the  differential  duty  between  wine 
and  grain  spirit  should  be  modified,  so  as  to  protect  the 
spirit-manufacturer  against  severe  fluctuations  in  prices. 
As  regards  imported  tinctures,  Mr.  Walsh  was  strongly  in 
favour  of  placing  a  higher  duty  on  them,  more  as  a  revenue- 
producer  than  as  a  protection  to  the  manufacturing  chemist. 
His  firm  got  through  close  on  5,000  pf.  gals,  of  tinctures 
a  year,  and  that  is  why  he  thought  it  a  proper  thing  to 
tax  for  revenue.  They  were  makers  of  Dutch  medicines, 
and  could  compete  with  the  best  quality  imported,  but  not 
the  cheaper  qualities,  and  were  in  favour  of  a  duty  on  the 
cheap  kind,  which  constituted  the  bulk  of  the  imports. 
Other  witnesses  examined  included  Mr.  T.  H.  Pegram  (of 
Wordon  &  Pegram,  Ltd.,  Cape  Town),  aerated-water  manu- 
facturer, who  drew  a  sad  picture  of  the  local  aerated-water 
trade,  owing  to  the  considerable  quantities  now  imported. 
It  was  the  fashion  in  hotels  to  call  for  Apollinaris  or 
Schweppe's,  and  he  put  the  demand  for  foreign  waters  down 
to  personal  fancy  and  fad ;  they  should  not  be  allowed  to  be 
imported  at  the  present  low  rate  of  duty.  He  recommended 
a  duty  of  7>d.  per  bottle  (the  same  as  in  the  Transvaal),  so 
that  Is.  Zd.  would  be  charged  for  a  large  Schweppe's,  in- 
stead of  Is.  It  was  elicited  that  the  imported  aerated 
waters  are  nearly  double  the  price  of  those  locally  made,  and 
yet  people  prefer  them,  but  Mr.  Pegram  was  "absolutely 
positive  "  they  could  turn  out  an  article  quite  as  good  as  the 
article  imported.  Dr.  Duncan  Hutcheon,  M.R.C.V.S., 
tendered  evidence  on  the  manufacture  of  sheep-dips  in  the 
•Colony,  the  gist  of  which  was  that  if  the  Government 
decided  on  one  particular  dip  they  could  manufacture  it 
and  sell  it  to  the  farmers  at  cost  price,  which  would  be 
■cheaper  than  the  manufacturers  coujtd.  There  would  be  a 
■strong  tendency  among  the  farmers  to  object  to  be  tied1 
down  to  the  use  of  any  on^  dip.  The  most  serious  objection 
to  the  Government  supplying  the  dip,  especially  when  it 
.contained  a  poison,  was  the  fact  that  they  would  be  held 
responsible  for  any  loss  arising  from  dipping.  Evidence 
regarding  many  other  industries  was  also  given,  and  in 
their  conclusions  the  Committee  r«mark  that  before  enter- 
ing upon  another  Customs  Conference  they  wouM  urge  the 
Government  to  take  the  advice  of  colonial  manufacturers 
and  experts,  so  that  the  present  tariff  may  be  revised  in  the 
best  interests  of  not  only  manufacturers  and  farmers,  but 
of  the  entire  Colony.  It  is  not  so  much  a  larger  protection 
■that  is  wanted  as  a  fixity  of  tariff. 


DEVEREUX'S  TRIAL, 

Deverettx,  the  chemist's  assistant  who  is  accused  of 
murdering  his  wife  and  twin  children,  is  to  be  tried  at 
the  Old  Bailey,  and  an  application  was  made  early  in  the 
week  for  postponement  of  the  trial  until  next  Sessions, 
statements  having  been  made  to  the  prisoner's  solicitor 
that  Mrs.  Devereux  was  a  person  likely  to  become  insane. 
Mr.  Justice  Grantham  did  not  consider  the  grounds  of 
application  justified  the  postponement. 

At  the  Central  Criminal  Court  on  Thursday,  the  prisoner 
was  not  placed  in  the  dock  when  Mr.  Justice  Grantham 
took  his  seat,  with  a  large  bouquet  of  flowers  in  front  of 
him,  it  having  been  intimated  that  a  fresh  application  for 
a  postponement  of  the  trial  would  be  made.  Mr.  Elliott 
explained  to  his  Lordship  that  since  the  last  application 
Mr.  Pierron  had  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  A.  E.  Lus- 
combe,  of  Messrs.  Howard  &  Atherton,  solicitors,  15  Ab- 
church  Lane,  containing  certain  facts,  and  it  became 
eminently  desirable  to  have  an  adjournment  until  the  next 
Session. 

The  Judge  :  Have  you  an  affidavit  as  to  the  facts  ? 

Mr.  Elliott  :  I  have  Mr.  Luscombe  here. 

The  Judge  :  I  have  no  desire  to  prejudice  the  case  by 
any  premature  action,  and  therefore  I  think  it  would  be 
best  if  I  had  a  private  consultation  with  you  in  my  room._ 

His  Lordship  then  retired  with  the  counsel  engaged  in 
the  case,  and  after  half  an  hour's  absence  his  Lordship 
returned  into  Court,  when  Mr.  Elliott  repeated  his  applica- 
tion, saying  that  he  felt  if  the  trial  was  to  take  place  now 
his  client  would  hardly  have  had  the  justice  that  a  prisoner 
on  trial  for  his  life  would  hope  to  get.  He  was  quite 
aware  that  the  nature  of  the  information  that  might  be 
offered  in  consequence  of  the  letter  might  eventually  be 
prejudicial  to  the  prisoner,  but  he  was  willing  to  personally 
take  the  risk  of  his  action. 

His  Lordship  said  he  was  well  aware  of  the  duties  that 
devolved  upon  his  Majesty's  Judges  when  such  an  applica- 
tion was  made,  and  he  must  say  that  after  a  perusal  of 
the  documents  placed  before  him  he  was  still  of  opinion 
that  there  was  no  real  ground  for  a  postponement  of  the 
trial.  But  he  had  also  to  bear  in  mind  that  Mr.  Elliott 
had  said  that  to  try  the  case  now  would  be  prejudicial, 
and  therefore,  it  being  a  matter  of  life  and  death,  he 
thought  he  had  a  right  to  consider  whether  the  prisoner 
might  think  he  had  had  justice.  It  was  a  grave  case,  and, 
of  course,  it  would  be  only  right  that  a  man  should  have 
every  opportunity  of  defending  such  a  grave  charge. 
Under  these  circumstances  the  case  would  stand  adjourned 
until  the  next  Session. 

Mr.  Elliott :  I  should  be  most  pleased  if  it  were  possible 
for  your  Lordship  to  try  this  case  should  your  circuit 
arrangements  admit  of  it. 

Justice  Grantham  :  Even  at  great  personal  inconvenience 
I  shall  be  pleased  to  do  so. 


Cockle's  Pills.— Mr.  Pearse  Morrison,  in  his  young  days, 
was  with  Grosvenor,  Chater  &  Co.,  well-known  paper-makers, 
and  tells  in  his  "Rambling  Recollections"  that  he  used  to 
get  a  ten-pound  note  at  Christmas  (he  had  no  salary).
